OPENING SERVICE. 

The Seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Atlanta assem- 
bled upon its own order in the Church of the Incarnation this, 
the 27th day of May, Wednesday, at 10 a. m. The Council was 
opened by a celebration of the Holy Communion, the Right Rev. 
C. K. Nelson, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese, Celebrant; assisted 
by the Rev. R. R. Clairbome, Epistoler; the Very Rev. C. T. A. 
Fise, D. D., Gospeller, and server, the Rev. V. C. Lacey. 

The Bishop delivered his annual address to the Council. (See 
Appendix I.) 

FIRST DAY— Morning Session. 

Immediately after the service, Council was called to order by 
the Bishop, and af ler the roll call of the clerical and lay dele- 
gates by the Secretary, who reported a quorum of each order to 
be present.

judgment of the Treasurer, it may be necessary to negotiate a 
temporary loan to meet the demands made upon him, he shall be 
empowered to make such loan for such amount as may be re- 
quired, by signing the corporate name of the Diocese, by him as 
Treasurer. 

Upon call for the order of the day, it was moved by the Rev. 
C. B. Wilmer that the Council go into a Committee of the Whole 
to consider the subejct of the Cathedral Merger. The motion, 
being duly seconded, was carried, and the Rev. H. D. Phillips was 
elected Chairman. 
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The Rev. H. D. Phillips, Chairman, on the part of the Commit- 
tee of the Whole, presented the following resolutions, which were 
duly seconded and carried : 

RESOLVED, That the creation of a corporation, consistinigr 
of six persons who are not members of the Parish of S. Philip, of 
whom three shall be clergymen and three shall be laymen, and 
who shall be annually chosen by the Council, and a like number 
of male representatives of S. Philip's Parish in the City of Atlan- 
ta, annually elected by the congregation of said parish, is hereby 
authorized ; said committeemen and representatives when organ- 
ized to be known as ''The Cathedral Board of Trustees,'' and to 
be empowered to hold the legal title to all the property now known 
as Cathedral property, consisting of two lots, to one of which the 
Bishop of the Diocese holds the legal title as Trustee for said par- 
ish and to the other as Trustee for the Diocese, and to use, admin- 
ister and dispose of said lots for the benefit respectively of the 
parish and Diocese, as the said Board of Trustees may determine 
from time to time upon full consideration of all relevant matters : 

Said Board of Trustees be further authorized to accept and re- 
ceive gifts or donations of real or personal property and to ad- 
minister and dispose of the same in accordance with the terms 
attached to said gifts, provided the same be consistent with the 
purpose to maintain and promote the said Cathedral in conform- 
ity with the rules and regulations prescribed by the Diocese. 

RESOLVED, That S. Philip's Church, in the City of Atlanta, 
be continued as the Cathedral Church of the Diocese under the 
title of "The Cathedral of S. Philip in the Diocese of Atlanta," 
and that its sphere of influence and helpfulness be enlarged as 
opportunity and means therefor may be afforded. 

RESOLVED, That the Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-off i- 
cio, the President of the said corporation and the Chief Minister 
in charge of the Cathedral with power to prescribe the worship 
therein and uses thereof in conformity with the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and with the Constitution and Canons of the Church, 
General and Diocesan. 
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RESOLVED, That the Chapter of the Cathedral shall consist 
of ten (10) communicants of said parish, chosen annually in ac- 
cordance with the Diocesan Canon for the election of vestries; 
vacancies therein may be filled by the remaining members. The 
Dean shall be its presiding officer. Hie powers and duties of the 
Chapter shall be the same as those of vestries except as may be 
otherwise provided by the Diocesan Council or by its authority. 

RESOLVED, That the Dean of the Cathedral shall be chosen 
by the Chapter on nomination of the Bishop. He shall have all 
the rights, powers and duties of the rector of a parish except as 
limited by these resolutions. 

RESOLVED, That the said Board of Trustees shall have power 
to enact such By-Laws, rules and regulations for its own govern- 
ment and the government of the Cathedral as in its opinion may 
be expedient. 

RESOLVED, That the Bishop, as Trustee, be, and he is hereby 
authorized, to convey to said Corporation, when organized, the 
said Diocesan lot for the uses specified in the foregoing reso- 
lutions. 

RESOLVED, That a Committee of two (2) , one from the Dio- 
cese at large and one from said parish, be appointed to procure the 
incorporation of the said Board of Trustees as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

RESOLVED, That all Canons and resolutions m conflict with 
the foregoing be, and the same are hereby repealed ; and that a 
Committee be appointed to report such Canons as may be made 
necessary or proper by the adoption of these resolutions, to re- 
port to this Council. 

Under the above resolutions, the Chair appointed as the Com- 
mittee to report Canons on the Cathedral Merger to this Council 
the Hon. Z. D. Harrison, the Rev. Messrs. C. B. Wilmer, Troy 
Beatty and Messrs. C. L. Bunting, C. L. Pettigrew, H. F. Lock- 
wood and Hughes T. Reynolds. 
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It was moved and carried that this Committee's report be made 
the order of the day at 3 :30 p. m. 

On motion of the Rev. H. D. Phillips it was resolved by the 
House that the Council give consideration for a t^me to the con- 
sideration of the subject of Diocesan Missions. After discussion 
by the Rev. H. D. PhiUips, Captain W. N. Hawks, Rev. R. K. Smith 
and Mr. R. W. Williams, the following resolution was introduced 
by the Rev. R. K. Smith : 

RESOLVED, That this Council requests the fioard of Mis- 
sions to have a personal hearing from every missionary in the 
Diocese looking to the better conduct of his work and field at its 
next meeting. 

The resolution was duly seconded and carried. 

The Chair announced as a Committee to secure incorporation 
of the Cathedral Board of Trustees, Colonel Z. D. Harrison and 
Mr. C. L. Pettigrew. 

Upon motion, the portions of the Bishop's address which con- 
tained reference to the State of the Church and the missionary 
operations in the Diocese were referred to the Committee on the 
State of the Church and to the Diocesan Board of Missions re- 
spectively. 

Council adjourned for lunch at 1 p. m. 

SECOND DAY— Afternoon Session. 

Council reconvened at 2 :30 p. m. 

Rev. Chas. H. Lee, acting for the Board of Missions, presented 
the following resolutions: 

After careful consideration of the portions of the Bishop'B. 
address referred to the Board of Missions, we endorse the three 
recommendations contained therein, as follows : 

First, That we group the weaker missions under the charge 
of one priest. 
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Second, That we provide a General Missionary f oi* the com- 
ing year. 

Third, That we concentrate our efforts upon the stronger 
points. 

Further, We recommend to the Council that the rectors of the 
various parishes be asked to give some of their time to the work 
of the missions of the Diocese ; that the vestries be notified of this 
recommendation and that the Board of Missions and the Bishop 
be asked to take steps to give effect to this recommendation. 

All which being duly seconded, was carried. 

Rev. D. F. Hoke presented the report of the Committee on the 
Admission of New Parishes. The report was received and ordered 
printed in the Journal with the thanks of the Council and the 
wish of God-speed to the Rev. D. F. Hoke in his new field of 
work. (See Appendix XV.) 

Mr. Charles Pearson introduced the following resolutions : 

WHEREAS, The Protestant Episcopal Church stands always 
for unity of all Christians, and wishes to foster and encourage 
every movement tending towards Christian unity; and, 

WHEREAS, Any movement that brings Christian people of 
different shades of belief into intimate association for the dis- 
cussion and execution of Christian work by giving ^ach an under- 
standing of the other's viewpoint, tends towards Christian unity; 
therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, First, That this Council recognize in the Georgia 
Sunday School Association a great power f(tr good, tending to- 
wards better Christian education and towards a better mutual 
understanding of each other among Christian people ; 

SECOND, That this Council heartily endorses the work being 
done by the Georgia Sunday School Association and urges the 
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Stttiday Schools of this Church to enter into the spirit of this 
movement heartily and to ally themselves with the Georgia Sun- 
day School Association. 

THIRD, That it is the sense of this meeting that our Sunday 
School Conunission will do well to co-operate with the Georgia 
Sunday School Association particularly in an effort to establish 
adequate Sunday School Teachers^ Training Classes and to foster 
a spirit of co-operation and mutual help among all Christian 
workers. 

The resolutions, after debate, were carried. 

The report of the Chancellor of the Diocese was read and after 
being adopted with the sincere thanks of the Council, was ordered 
to be printed in the Journal. (See Appendix XVI.) 

The following resolutions were offered by the Rev. S. A. Wragg : 

RESOLVED, First, That this Council accedes to the action of 
the General Convention in the creation of Provinces and asks that 
this Diocese be admitted to the Fourth Province. 

RESOLVED, Second, That this Council shall elect four clergy- 
men and four laymen, who shall be communicants of this Church, 
resident in this Diocese, as Deputies to the Primary Provincial 
Synod to be held in New Orleans, November, 1914, such Deputies 
to be furnished with a Certificate of their election, signed by the 
Secretary of the Council. 

RESOLVED, Third, That this Council shall also elect four 
clergymen and four laymen with like qualifications as alternates. 

The resolutions, being duly seconded, were carried, and the 
election of these Deputies ordered to be made from the floor of 
the House. 

The report of the Committee on the University of the South 
was received, being rendered by the Rev. H. D. Phillips, and or- 
dered printed in the Journal. (See Appendix XVII.) 
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The resolution that the apportionment of $2,000 for the com- 
in^r year be accepted by this Diocese upon the usual basis of 
Diocesan expense was carried. 

The following report of the Conunittee on Constitution and 
Canons was duly adopted: 

Article IX. The Council shall annually, except in the years 
when the General Convention is to assemble, elect four clergymen 
and four laynien who shall be conmiunicants of the Church, resi- 
dent in this Diocese, as Deputies to the Provincial Synod. Such 
Deputies shall be furnished with a Certificate of their election, 
signed by the Secretary of the Council. The Deputies so elected 
shall be authorized to represent the Diocese in the next regular 
Synod or any special Synod of the Province of which this Dio- 
cese shall be a constituent part, until their successors are chosen. 
The Council shall, at the same time, and in the same manner, 
elect four clergymen and four laymen with like qualifications as 
Alternates. 

All subsequent Articles to be renumbered accordingly. 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons then rendered the 
following report: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION AND 

CANONS. 

In regard to the resolution of the Board of Missions referred 
to this Committee, "That we recommend that the term 'Church 
Extension' and other suitable terms be substituted for the words 
'Diocesan Missions' wherever they occur in the Canons," your 
Committee recommends that for Diocesan Missions in the title 
of Canon XIV the words Church Extension within the Diocese 
be submitted. 

With regard to the Canon drawn by a Special Committee of 
the last Diocesan Conference and by this Council referred to your 
Committee, we recommend the following : to be numbered Canon 
XV, the succeeding Canons to be renumbered. 
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Canon XV — -Diocesan Conference. 

Section 1. For the purpose of promoting the work of Church 
Extension in the Diocese and also to promote godly fellowship 
and sympathy among the Churches of the Diocese, and greater 
understanding of the needs and opportunities of the work, there 
shall be held annually a Conference of the clergy and laity of the 
Diocese, the time and place to be appointed by the. previous Con- 
ference or in the event of its failure to do so, by the Council or by 
the Board of Missions. 

Section 2. The Bishop shall be ex-of f icio Chairman of the Con- 
ference, but the Conference may choose, at the Bishop's request, 
a temporary presiding officer to relieve him; and also it shall 
choose a Secretary and such other officers as it may see fit. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall carefully keep the Minutes of 
the Conference and shall furnish a certified copy of the same to 
the Secretary of the Council, who shall present it to the next 
succeeding Council of the Diocese. 

Section 4. In the event of the failure of any such Conference 
to prepare a program for the next succeeding Conference or to 
arrange for such preparation this duty shall devolve upon the 
Bishop, assisted by the Secretary of the last Conference and by 
the rector of the Church in which the next Conference is to 
be held. 

Section 5. Every clergyman canonically resident in the Diocese 
shall be entitled to membership in the Conference and each Parish 
and Organized Mission in the Diocese shall have lay representa- 
tion to the same extent as in the case of the Council of the Diocese. 

Section 6. The Conference shall have a right to discuss any 
subject not declared to be out of order by the Chairman, from 
whose decision there shall be the right of appeal customary in 
such cases. It may make recommendations to the Council of the 
Diocese and to the Synod of the Province of which this Diocese 
is a part. But none of its powers are to be of a legislative nature. 
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and it shall have no authority beyond that conf eiTed upon it by 
this Canon. 

Third. We recommend that i>aragraph8 (a) and (b) of Canon 

XI, section 1, be stricken and the remaining paragraphs be re- 
lettered accordins^. 

Fourth. Your Committee recommends* that Scx^tion 5, Canon 

XII, be altered by substituting for the words "November, Feb- 
ruary, May and August*' the words "July, October, January and 
April,'' and that at the end of this section, the following be added- 

Every parish and mission delinquent in its quarterly assess- 
ment after July, October, January and April, shall be required to 
pay an additional charge of 5 per cent, on the amount of said ar- 
rearage, provided, however, that no such charge shall be imposed 
twice for the same delinquency. 

(Signed.) CHARLES H LEE,

The resolutions numbered one, two and three being seconded, 
were carried ; also the portion of resolution four referring to sec- 
tion 5 of Canon XII, changing the quarters of the Council year in 
accordance with its new time of meeting was adopted and that 
portion referring to delinquencies in payment of assessments was 
defeated. 

The special order of the day being called, the following resolu- 
tion was iptroduced by Mr. R. W. Williams: 

RESOLVED, That the clergy and laity of the Diocese of At- 
lanta pledge their interest and support in the National Conventi<ni 
of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew in the United States, to be held 
in Atlanta, October 14th-18th, this year; and that they will not 
only endeavor to attend this Convention themselveS) but will put 
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forth every effort to send large delegations of men and boys from 
their parishes. 

The same being duly seconded, was carried. 

The report of the Committee to present Canons to this Council 
for the formation of the Cathedral Board of Trustees was pre- 
sented as follows: 

RESOLVED, That Canon XXIX be and the same is hereby re- 
pealed, and the following substituted therefor, viz.: 

CANON XXIX. 
The Cathedral of S. Philip in the Diocese of Atlanta. 

Section 1. S. Philip's Church, in the City of Atlanta, is hereby 
continued as the Cathedral Church of the Diocese, under the name 
of "The Cathedral of S. Philip, in the Diocese of Atlanta." 

(a) To afford the Diocesan a place where of right he may at 
any and all times administer the duties pertaining to his office ; 
and may officiate at wiU, in preaching or in any public ministra- 
tion, and for said purposes may appoint services at his discretion. 

(b) To be the center of Diocesan Unity and administration, 
and 

(c) To be the center of Chuix^h Extension— educational, social 
and eleemosynary. 

Section 2. The local governing body of said Cathedral shall be 
known as the Cathedral Chapter and shall consist of ten (10) 
communicants of said Church, annually elected by the congrega- 
tion thereof. It shall be invested with all the rights and charged 
with all the duties with which vestries are invested and charged 
by the Canons of the Diocese except as may be provided by the 
Council of the Diocese or by its authority. 

Section 3. The Dean of the Cathedral, elected by the Cathedral 
Chapter, on the nomination of the Bishop, shall be the presiding 
officer of the Cathedral Chapter, and he shall have all the powers 
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and privileglBS usually enjoyed by the rector of a parish, and shall 
likewise be charged with like duties, except as the same may be 
otherwise provided by the Diocesan Council or by its authority. 

Section 4. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be the chief minister 
in charge of the Cathedral with power to prescribe the worship 
herein and the uses thereof in conformity with the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and with the Constitution and Canons of the Church, 
Diocesan and General. 

Section 5. The governing body of said Cathedral, in its rela 

tion to the Diocese, shall be the Catthedral Board of Trustees, 
hereafter to be incorporated and organized pursuant to the au- 
thority given by the Diocesan Council. Said Board of Trustees 
shall be charged with such duties relative to the administration 
of the properties which may be conveyed to it in trust for the 
Cathedral, and in relation to the administration of the said Ca- 
thedral as may from time to time be prescribed by the Diocesan 
Council. 

Section 6. The Delegates to the Annual Council of the Diocese 
from said Church shall be elected ii> the same manner as repre- 
sentatives of parish churches are elected, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by the Diocesan Council or its authority. 

Section 7. The Board of Trustees shall meet on the call of 
the Bishop upon ten (10) days' notice, or upon the request of any 
five (5) members. Six members shall constitute a quorum, pro- 
vided the Diocese and the parish be equally represented. 

Section 8. The Board of Trustees of the Cathedral shall have 
as its first duty the maintenance and development of the Cathe- 
dral in accordance with its purposes as declared by the Diocesan 
Council. The said Board of Trustees shall have power to enact 
such By-Laws, Rules, Regulations and Statutes for its govern- 
ance and the government of the Cathedral as in its opinion may be 
expedient, and not in conflict with the Constitution or Canons of 
the Diocese. 
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The resolutions, duly seconded, were carried. 

Rev. Troy Beatty requested that he be recorded as voting in 
the negative. 

The Committee on the place of the next meeting of the Coun- 
cil, moved that the invitation of S. James' Church, Marietta, be 
accepted, which was carried, and by action of the Council the 
time was set for the first Wednesday in May, being May the 5th, 
1915. 

Rev. H. D. Phillips invited the next Diocesan Conference to 
meet in S. Mark's Church, LaGrange, which invitation was ac- 
cepted by the Council. 

The Committee on Text Books of English History, Rev. S. A. 
Wragg, asked that the Committee's report be deferred. 

The Committee on Social Service asked to be continued. 

The recommendation of the Board of Missions of the Appor- 
tionment of $5,000 to the parishes and missions of the Diocese 
for Church Extension for the coming year was adopted upon the 
basis of Parochial Expense. 

By action of the Council, an Apportionment of $5,205 for Gen- 
eral Missions was accepted upon the basis of Parochial Expense. 

Both of the above to be certified to the clergy and Treasurers 
of the parishes and missions by the Bishop and the Board of 
Missions. 

The council resolved to commit the matter of nominations of 
Deputies to the Provincial Synod to the Committee on Nomi- 
nations. 

Rev. C. B. Wilmer presented the following resolution: 
RESOLVED, That this Council place on record its commenda- 
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tion and afypreciatiaii of the exhibit of handiwork as made by the 
Junior Auxiliary of the several parishes and missions of the 



The resolution was carried. 

The f oUovnng resolution of thanks was presented by the Rev. 
C. H. Lee and unanimously passed by the Council: 

RESOLVED, That the hearty thanks of this Council be, and 
they are hereby gratefuUy tendered to the Rev. L. B. Richards, 
his wife and all the members of the Church of the Incarnation 
for their admirable and efficient arrangements for the accommo- 
dation and entertainment of the Council. To the people of At- 
lanta for their abundant and gracious hospitality ; to the Bishop 
and Mrs. Nelson for their invitation to the Council to their home, 
and to the Press of Atlanta for the reports they have given our 
proceedings. 

RESOLVED, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be instructed 
to pay $10 to the sexton of this church. 

Rev. Thomas Duck presented the report of the Committee on 
the State of the Church. The report was received, adopted and 
ordered printed in the Journal. (See Appendix XVni.) 

Upon resolution the Committee on the State of the Church was 
continued and asked to continue its investigations and to report 
to the Diocesan any additional findings for the correction of the 
Journal, if necessary. 

The following resolution, offered by Mr. C. L. Pettigrew, wsls 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote of the Council : 

RESOLVED, That this Council desires to put on record its 
deep regret at the severance of its connection with the Rev. C. 
T. A. Pise, D. D. His devotion and faithfulness has endeared him 
to the Diocese and to every one of us individually and his loss will 
be irreparable. May God speed him in his new work and bless 
him and his family always.

Rev. Troy Beatty reported as Chairman for the Committee 
from the Third Diocesan Conference regarding dress, plays and 
entertainments that the Committee had met with thirteen other 
representatives from five religious bodies and that steps were 
being taken to carry out the direction of the Conference. 

The following elections were made for Deputies to the Provin- 
cial Synod : Clerical, the Rev. Messrs. H. D. Phillips, R. W. Pat- 
ton, S. A. Wragg, W. W. Memminger; Lay, Messrs. T. H. Nick- 
erson, C. L. Pettigrew, C. L. Bunting, W. N. Hawks. 

Alternates: Clerical, the Rev. Messrs. L. B. Richards, Thomas 

Duck, R. R. Clairbome, Charles H. Lee, Lay, Messrs. Turner E. 
Berry, Pierre Camblos, T. N. Tinsley and F. Geddings Tupper. 

A resolution of thanks of the Council was extended to Masters 
Arthur Williams and Raymond Jordan for their efficient and 
courteous services as pages during the sessions of the Council. 

The Committee on Girls' School asked to be continued, which 
request was granted by the House. 

Rev. C. T. A. Pise, D. D., in a few words of deep feeling, ex- 
pressed his pleasure and gratitude for his many years of asso- 
ciation with the members of the Council and Diocese, expressing 
regret at his departure. 

Council adjourned to meet at 8:30 p. m. 

SECOND DAY— Evening Session. 

Council reconvened at 8:80 p. m. 

Rev. E. L. Henderson presented his report as Archdeacon for 
the Colored Work. (See Appendix XIX.) 

Resolutions one, two, three and four, as appended to the above 
report, were referred to the Board of Missions with power to act. 
Resolution five was referred to Rev. H. D. Phillips and Archdea- 
con Henderson to report conditions of S. Elizabeth in LaGrange 
to the President of the Board of Missions.. 
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W. Q. Rogers, Lay Reader from S. Timothy's, Athens, ad- 
dressed the CouncU on the subject of the work at that point. The 
matter was referred to the Board of Missions with power to act. 

The Bishop presented and read the report of the Appleton 
Church Home which was received and ordered printed in the Jour- 
nal. (See Appendix XX.) 

The report of the Diocesan Committee on General Missions was 
presented by the Rev. S. A. Wragg. The report was adopted and 
the Committee requested by the Council to have a copy of the 
same sent to every parish and mission in the Dioceise and pub- 
lished by being read in the church or otherwise as soon as possible. 

Rev. S. A. Wragg read a letter from the Rev. O. J. Whildin in 
reference to the work among the deaf mutes. By action of the 
Council, the whole question was referred to the Provinical Synod. 

Rev. S. A. Wragg presented the following resolution ^ 

RESOLVED, That the Committee on Clergy Relief be aided in 
each of the congregations by a layman to be named by the minis - 
ter-in-charge, and that the clergy give opportunity for the presen- 
tation of this cause to their congregation by laymen on Sex- 
agesiraa Sunday. 

The following lesolution was presented by the Diocesan Board 
of Missions and duly carried : 

RESOLVED, That we recommend to the incoming Board of 

Missions that some plan be formulated by which the scattered 

communicants in the Diocese can be more closely looked after and 

thus more definitely identified with the work and interest of the 
Church within our confines. 

Rev. R. K. Smith presented the following resolution: 

RESOLVED, That the reports of parish treasurers of parish 
expenditures as required by Council, upon which are based the 
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Diocesan Assessment and other Apportionments, be printed in 
the Journal. 

Ihe resolution was duly seconded and carried. 

After the reading of the Minutes of the morning, afternoon and 
night sessions were read and corrected they were adopted. 

Rev. L. 6. Richards and Mr. George C. Stowers were appointed 
a Committee on the Revision of Minutes of the night session. 

After I^rayer and Benediction by the Bishop the Council ad- 
journed sine die.

ADDRESS OF THE BISHOP. 

s 
Commemoration. 

Since our last meeting the following Bishops have passed to their Rest: 

The Right Reverend Henry Douglas Robinson, D. D., Bishop of Nevada.

The Right Reverend William Woodruff Niles, D. D., L»L. D., Bishop of New

The Right Reverend Charles Clifton Penick, D. D., sometime Bishop of 
Gape Palmas. 

Sermon of the Bishop. 
Isaiah Ixii; 6. I have set watchmen upon thy walls, O Jerusalem, which 
shall never hold their peace day nor night; ye that make mention of the Lord, 
keep not silence. 

Examination of the context will leave the impression of three specific lines 
of duty for every watchman of the Church; to be perpetually on guard and 
thus know the signs of the times; to cry aloud in such places and on such oc- 
casions that all may hear and be advised, and lastly, as the Lord's remem- 
brancers, not to keep silent but, in the peculiar phraseology of the next 
verse, to give him no rest, that is, to be exceedingly importunate, till he 
establish, and till he make Jerusalem a praise in the earth. 

According to our spheres, so are our duties; as is our elevation to. our 
environment, so should be our vi^on. Then follow instruction and admoni- 
tion to men and perpetual appeal to God. 

It is within the experience of you who have long shared the labours of 
this Diocese to confirm the remark that, whether or not my policy at the 
outset of my episcopate was correct, a multitude of changes have occurred 
within the past twenty-two years which have brought new conditions in the 
Church at large and in our own Diocese in particular. It is not to be won- 
dered at, therefore, that in many respects my methods of administration 
have undergone considerable alteration in the honest endeavour to meet suc- 
cessfully situations which had either not arisen or whose bearing could not 
be clearly discerned. 

The movements in the material and the physical world, to which our at- 
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tention is constantly directed, have not been much more rapid, if at all so, 
than in the spiritual realm. 

Changes Which Have Occurred. 

Scientific negation, the dread of a past generation, is far less arrogant 
than formerly; the opposition between science and religion has surrendered 
to a reconciliation which, in the main, is not discreditable to either. On the 
one side, the Church has found unconfessed limitations; on the other, science 
has shown its willingness to co-operate with respect, even with reverence, 
haying asked and secured justice to reasonable expectations. 

The fundamentals of the Faith have not been shaken by the desire in and 
out of the Church to apply scientific principles to morals and historic crit- 
icism to revelation; and there has come about an entente cordiale resulting in 
more considerate and sympathtic relations, without the sacrifice of faith by 
the genuinely religious or of facts by the truly scientific. 

Great world-movements have developed in my day out of nothing which 
could have furnished the basis of a prophecy of modes or results. From the 
Northfield Conference have come the Students' Volunteer Movement, which 
enlists thousands of the fiower of our yoimg men and young women in the 
propagation of the Gospel, and the great Summer Conferences for trained 
workers which have distributed experts far and wide through the fields of 
religious endeavour at home. Closely following these, the Laymen's Mis- 
sionary Movement has given inspiration to multitudes of earnest and devout 
people, clergymen and laymen, many of whom have for the first time caught 
the vision of an entire world at the feet of the Christ 

The interest in foreign peoples has turned our look inward upon ourselves 
and we have another movement organised and at work for and among the 
churches in many communities under the title "The Men and Religion 
Movement." 

Yet again our eyes have seen the yearning for Christian Unity find palpable 
expression in the Federal Council of Churches, embracing tens of thousands 
of earnest and active Christians, and later still, our own Commission on Faith 
and Order bids fair to get men of different views into a frame of mind in 
which to study lines of approach rather than of divergence and to substitute 
the maximum contribution of each for an irreducible minimum. 

A Mistaken Criticism. 

It is not unusual to hear a wail over the flatness and sterility of our age, 
as though it were wholly irreligious and wanting in any productiveness of 
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good. What complaint has less of force or of reason? "The conscience of 
the present time is indisputably awake as that of many an age (even more 
orthordox) in the past was not." (a).

Conceive if you can of a man of twenty years ago suddenly thrust into the 
midst of the movements of our times and seeing the number of classes of 
men in the very forefront of one or more of the movements, would he say, 
could he say, that our generation has less religion than our fathers or grand- 
fathers had in view of the splendid efforts and signal successes along many 
lines which are nothing if not religious in the highest and deepest sense? 

There is the great field of sociology, both ethics and economics, which has 
within a decade created a library of hundreds of volumes. 

Civic conditions have for some years felt the beneficent touch of a kindly 
Christian hand. 

Associated Charities is the name for the methodical rearrangement of old 
blundering habits of giving to the poor, and by investigation and efficient 
treatment both affords the needed assistance, weeds out improper recipients 
of Christian bounty and multiplies the resources for greater service. 

I might go on to speak of advanced punitive methods, the Juvenile Court, 
the probation system, the reformatory instead of a Jail^ and refer with 
thanksgiving to God to the wiping out of the infamous convict-lease' system 
in this State; the restriction of the liquor traffic and the throttling of the 
liquor power with its perpetual challenge to law and order; the adoption of 
labor laws for women and children; the regulation of hours and days of labor 
for men who have heretofore known little or nothing of family life; more 
attention to asylums, hospitals, schools and playgrounds of family life; more 
orderly observance of holidays — Christmas, Thanksgiving Day, Independence 
Day. 

Volumes are issuing every day on these topics which two decades ago were 
talked about in the churches and discussed between godly friends, but which 
the most sanguine did not anticipate as realities in their own time. 

Tet here they are; imperfect in many respects, incomplete, with a brilliant 
prospect of a general leveling up and an outlook sufficient to keep enthusiasm 
at white heat I am proud to know and feel that the clergy and laity of this 
Diocese have contributed no little by word and deed to these efforts in 
righteousness, without, in a single instance, compromising the Church or de^- 
meaning their office or themselves. 
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It is a great happlnesB to me to believe that the Church in this Diocese, 
small in numbers and weak in finance, is respected and considered as a force 
in most communities where we have a church; and I exhort you to be alert in 
exercising good judgment so as to avoid every species of political entangle- 
ment, to enter cordially into coK>peration with all movements designed for 
human uplift There are the two ends to be considered, what you yourselves 
may derive from association with men of high aims and godly purpose and 
what you yourselves may contribute of sober thought and mature convictions. 

Christian Education. 

One movement in particular attracts my immediate and sympathetic in- 
terest. 

The Church, as never before for years, has waked up to the demand upcm 
Her own people to rectify the imperfections of our universities, colleges and 
public schools and to supply what, with their many limitations, undenomina- 
tional institutions are incompetent to perform. 

At the late General Convention, 1913, more stress was laid upon Christian 
Eiducation than upon any other one subject except evangelization, of which 
it is a normal and necessary factor. Many of you are slready informed ot 
the undertaking through a central office to afford advice, guidance and ap- 
paratus to assist in making all educational institutions of the Church, from 
the least to the greatest, centers of Christian culture.

I commend to your study and devout use the new means supplied through 
this channel as helps to progress and inspiration to greater endeavour. 

Church Education in the Diocese. 

i.There are, as I hope you know and believe, abundant tokens that I have not 
in the past been indifferent to this vitally important subject. Perhaps I 
have been too far ahead of my Diocese for it to follow, but I have not despaired 
that yoi; will some day convert into a reality my pleadings for the children of 
the Church and my hope and prayer that greater provision may be made to 
ensure for them not only a general religious atmosphere but will create defi- 
nite personal impressions of the faith and morals of the Christian. 

Did you appreciate how my whole episcopate has been cramped and crip- 
pled by ignorance of the Church's true position and by confusion and preju- 
dice, which proper schools would in a measure have dissipated, you would 
probably be a little more lenient with me in my persistent repetition of the 
need. The bogey of Romanism is still flaunted in the face of many commu- 
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Bdties as an objection to our Chtirch. Teachers in some of the schools and 
members of some of our churches are still inculcating and believing the out- 
rageous misrepresentation that Henry the VIII founded the Church of Eng- 
land. AU the books and tracts published and circulated have failed, on ac- 
count of much contrary teaching, to show our own people what the Church 
bolds and teaches as necessary to salvation and what she refers to the dic- 
tates of an enlightened conscience, pastoral counsel and prayer. 

In this age when every cause has its zealous advocates and every religion 
Its propagandists, that institution would seem to be doomed to extinction 
which depends upon half an hour, more or less, of instruction once a week 
by a party of teachers which rarely numbers one expert or thoroughly effi- 
cient instruct(Mr in the list. 

Our times demand a change. The General Board of Religious Education of 
the Protestant Elpiscopal Church put you in the way of making it. 

The Church in the Diocese of Atlanta. 

We are entering upon the eighth year of our diocesan autonomy. Our 
record for the years of diocesan life is such as to justify the setting up of a 
new Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction: First, I should say, because it has elicited 
new interest and developed latent forces among the laity, witness, the number 
of valuable laymen for whom room was not found under the old regime; next, 
because it has enabled me to give a degree of attention to established work 
aaid also to take some advance steps while further enabling me to serve the 
Church at large in certain Boards and Commissions, none of which things 
would have been practicable for me under the increasing strain of the un- 
divided Diocese. 

Our Vital Statistics show some substantial growth; the confirmations being 
tliree-fifths of the whole number confirmed within the last seven-year period 
of the Diocese; despite the many untoward circumstances such as lapses and 
removals: the communicants have increased from 4,234 to 5,466; there has 
been decided improvement in the beneficence of our people. The gifts for 
both Oeneral Missions and Diocesan Missions being actually larger than in 
the undivided Diocese while another item of expense has been added in our 
annuity for our University. For the year 1910 and for the triennium ending 
that year, the Diocese of Atlanta stood at the very head of the list of all Dio- 
ceses of the Church in this country for comparative beneficence, showing 
187 and $35 respectively. From 1909 to 1912, there was a falling off to seventh 
place for the three years of $28 and thirteenth for the year 1912, $21; all 
wiiich, despite our deficiencies, indicates a reasonable activity. 

There have been but few additions to the number of paiishes, but some of 
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them have been greatly strengthened; or to the number of missions, many 
of which are suffering from losses, due to concentraticm in the larger cities. 
There are discouraging conditions for which I am unable to locate the cause 
or the fault and of which I shall be glad to be advised by those who know. 

It occurs to me, however, as an appropriate time to review certain matters 
which will, in my Judgment, contribute to our strength and make for progress. 

Esprit du Corps. 

I am impressed with the need of greater intimacy and more sympathetic 
co-operation between the clergy. We have an exceptionally fine body of 
men, but most of them look too much to their own affairs and do not con- 
sider one another sufficiently. The Diocesan Conference and the Atlanta 
Clericus are steps in the right direction, but our Convocations have not been 
worked up to great interest or efficiency. The responsibility of this matter 
lies not with the Bishop, but with the clergy and laity of the several dis- 
tricts. Distance and small stipends are admitted hindrances, but I cannot 
feel that we have the requisite esprit du corps which would lighten some 
tasks and provide needed help. A like necessity exists among the laity who 
in many things are further apart than distance or preference warrant. 

A Churchman's League or some organization in the nattu*e of a club 
might well be formed in three or more of our larger centres; and prove of 
great advantage not alone for social ptu'poses, but chiefly to provide oppor- 
tunity for conference, for occasional addresses on important issues — religious, 
educational and sociological. Our laymen are not, as I have observed, well 
instructed in the history, the polity, the laws and customs of the Church. 
These things are not, it is true, in the same class as worship, Bible study 
and prayer, but I am persuaded that a larger and more sympathetic coK>p- 
eration would inure to the diocese and to the parishes if our laymen were 
beter informed, and if a portion of the time given to preaching would be 
used for clear and definite teaching not alone of things which every Chris-, 
tion ought to know and believe to his soul's health, but that which he ought 
to know and believe concerning the Church which is his mother in spiritual 
affairs and for whose welfare and growth he is responsible according to 
the measure of his opportunities and abilities with the ministers of highest 
rank. And ought not at least vestnnnen who are charged with the Church's 
temporalities to be equipped for their trusteeship? It is a sign of weakness 
and of strength in a parish when the clergy are compelled to perform their 
duties, such as treasurer, committee of buildings and grounds, which nor- 
mally belong to the laity. I apprehend that a better reason for monthly 
meetings of the vestry might be found than to haggle over a little money: 
and I would substitute meeting for the purpose of studying their relations 
to one another and to the Church; to familiarize themselves with the needs 
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of the Sunday School, and the demand for better instruction; the work of 
the Guilds and Societies of the Church; and to devise ways and means 
for bettering the community in some other mode than merely hearing a 
sermon once a week. One bane of parochialism is a smug contentment 
which makes no place nor part for the weaker members. 

Every Parish Should Have a Mission. 

I am strongly of the opinion that every parish would develop a healthier 
growth if it were to accept the responsibility for one or more mission sta- 
tions in the town or suburbs, if for nothing more than tc let the contented 
and well to do see the real difficulties of the man lower down. The slight addL 
tional cost of administration would be more than compensated by the sense 
of expending vigor and the opportunity afforded rector and vestry to as- 
sign to every capable person in the parish a place on the working force. You, 
might enquire of those parishes which have outlying stations whether they 
are better or worse off for such outposts. I believe that they will concur in 
my view.

Consentratlon of Effort. 

It is not contrary to the policy above outlined to recommend, as I do 
unhesitatingly, that we utilize the trend of population to increase the value 
and efficiency of our central churches, rather than scatter our resources in 
places where there is no nucleus for successful operation. We do not mean 
by this to mak.e it any harder for our little groups of Church people in 
places where there are not men or even boys enough to form a vestry or a 
committee. Our plan of grouping the weaker places under the charge of 
one priest will satisfy their never unreasonable demands. A General Mis- 
sionary will find opportunity for advance work if it exists. But the bulk 
of our successful activities must be done in centres where numbers and 
influence count for much, where the Church is completely organized and 
where the removal of one or two people does not jeopardize the whole 
project. 

The question with us is not what we should do if we had abundant re- 
sources and a call awaiting us among numbers of Georgians who have no 
religion or no opportunity of cultivating spiritual life; but an entirely differ- 
ent proposition, what, over and above the application of about $5,000 chiefly 
as a subsidy to weak stations, it is best and possible for us to do in the line of 
greatest value to the State and the communities in which we have churches. 
I am open to advice. But the best opening for service, as I see it, is in 
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tbose congested mill districts where both the numbers and the promise tQ 
concentrated effort seem to beckon us. 

Lines of Co-Operative Endeavour. 

In conclusion of this brief charge I would point out the special Unes of 
human interest and endeavour in which the Church, through her clergy and 
laity, should exert her influence. 

1. Better educational opportunities for the masses. 

2. Restrictions of child labor. 

3. Reform of penal methods. 

4. Insistence upon obedience to laws until and unless altered by competent 
authority. 

5. Agitation for amendment of the procedure in our courts to obviate the 
annoying and vexatious delays in the multitude of cases with which the 
courts have to deal. Above all, the divorce evil. 

I do not ask the clergy to go into political life, but to throw all their in- 
fluence in favor of reforms where needed and constantly instill the princi- 
ples of truth, honour, purity, justice and righteousness on every possible 
occasion. Nothing less than this is necessary to justify the title of the 
clergy as leaders, or the laity as ensamples of the life of faith and duty. 

The Cathedral. 

Among the subjects which will come up for your consideration at this 
time is a proposition to give permanence to the Cathedral of the Diocese. 

I earnestly request that your deliberations be controlled by a spirit of 
devotion to the welfare of the Diocese and, while not hesitating to express 
your convictions, you will do so with calmness and sweet reasonableness 
and then reach a decision in the exercise of your best judgment. 

Contrary to widespread oplnicA, the matter of a Cathedral or no Cathedral 
is a matter of little importance to me, except from the point of view of 
your chief minister who is convinced of the value to the Diocese of such 
an institution if made a reality and not localiaed in its scope and beneficences. 

A brief review of the Cathedral history in Georgia will not be out of place 
as a preliminary to your discussion. 

« 

At one time or another both of my predecessors had filled the position of 
rector along with their diocesan duties, but it was not until 1882 that 
the Bishop's Church had recognition in the legislation of the diocese by a 
constitutional provision (Article 4, Journal 1882, page 84) that the "Bishop's 
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Glrarcli shall be entitled to three (3) laj delegates who shall be comiiittxii- 
eaats of said Church." (See action of the Conyention, i^age 36, same 
JoiiniaL) 

In 1883, S. Luke's Cathedral, Atlanta, appears among the churches ot the 
Diocese and thereafter continuously under this title until and including the 
year 1894 when the report of the Committee on Cathedral Organization was 
adopted and Canon VIII was enacted. The government of the Bishop's 
Church had theretofore been through a Dean and a Board of Curators ap- 
pointed by himself. The new Canon provided for a General and Minor 
Chapter, the former composed of the Bish(^, officers of the Diocese and rec- 
tors of churches in Atlanta; the lesser Chapter consisting of the Bishop, 
the clergy of the Cathedral and eight communicants of that congregation 
elected by it on the nomination of the Bishop, and this body had the func- 
tions of a vestry of a parish church. The three factors of a Cathedral for 
the first time appear in defined relation; the Bishop of the Diocese, the city 
churches and the Cathedral parish. As will be perceived the government 
passes from the hands of the Diocesan into that of bodies constituted under 
the laws of the Diocese and giving the laity a large share in the adminis- 
tration. 

Without assuming that this Canon, which was worked out with very great 
care and pains, was perfect or that it would meet existing conditions it had 
this merit, that it gave place to coordinated authorities and admitted into 
the government of the Cathedral all the necessary integers — ^the Bishop, 
the Diocese and the parish, with no one of which a properly formed Cathedral 
could, in my judgment, dispense. 

The last time I addressed the Council or Convention on this subject at 
any length was in S. James' Church, Marietta, on May the 17th, 1893, twenty- 
one years ago. 

I find nothing in that address to retract and not much in way of plan or 
purpose to be added. My request for authorization and action to legalize 
and endorse the effected unification proposed was met by a response in the 
form of a series of Resolutions (Journal 1893, page 26) which, first, sanc- 
tioned the use of the lot comer of Hunter and Washington Streets for a 
Cathedral; second, continued the Cathedral Committee, which afterwards 
reported the Canon referred to; third, made the advice of the Corporation 
necessary to the sale of any of the property set apart for Cathedral uses. 

My request and the action of the Convention followed upon the favorable 
action of the congregations in Atlanta upon the changes of site from S. 
Luke to S. Philip, and, second, the waiver of its rights by the congregation 
of S. Philip's Church as a condition precedent to action of the Diocese with the 
purpose that the whole property, undivided, should be applied to Cathedral 
uses. Upon this achievement, which I had promoted for the express purpose 
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of establishing harmonioas relations between S. Philip's Church and the 
Diocese, has rested the Cathedral Organization. There have been some 
important modifications in the administratlye features with the tendency in 
the main toward larger recognition of Diocesan authority and of the rights 
of the beneficiaries. 

The mode of dealing with the question of the best manner in which to 
use the two properties for the int^est of Diocese and parish has been the 
subject of deliberation by the Minor Chapter and later by a conference be- 
tween that body and the Corporation of the Diocese. 

The agreement reached was referred to the congregation of S. Philip's 
Parish, the beneficiaries on one side, and will be presented to this Council 
for Diocesan action. The congregation of S. Philip's Parish, after clear 
explanation to a large gathering of the members in a meeting duly called, 
the object being stated in the call, unanimously ratified and approved the 
agreement and gave full consent to the carrying out of the plan of a 
merger and of conveyance of the property held in trust by the Bishop for 
the Parish to a Board of Trustees, conditioned upon the Diocese making a 
similar merger of its interests. 

All which appears more in detidl in the papers herewith accompanying.

APPENDIX V. 

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL CLERGY RELIEF. 

Your Committee reports that since the meeting of the last Council, the 
Diocese has given to the General Clergy Relief Fund $325.58, contributed by 
19 parishes, and mission stations, and has received from that Fund $487.50, 
distributed to 3 annuitants, as against $415.18 last year given to the Fund by 
18 parishes in the Diocese and receiving from the Fund $550.00. On the face 
of it this would seem to mean that one more parish has contributed to the 
Fund this year than last» but that the total amount given is less by $89.60 
and the amount received less by $62.50. 

This, however, must be offset by the important statement that since last 
Convention the Diocese has assumed the obligation for $350.00 for two of 
these beneficiaries and the other beneficiary is not resident in the Diocese. 
On the whole, therefore, we think that there is a slight balance in our fa^ 
vor, all things considered, although we earnestly ask that those parishes and 
stations that did not contribute may take this important matter earnestly to 
heart and take up this offering during the next year. 

At the last meeting of this Council at Athens, it was resolved that the 
offering on Christmas Day should be taken up for the Infirm and Disabled 
Clergy Fund of the Diocese, and the effect upon the General Fund of having 
the offering on this important day to go for Disabled Clergy relief seems ta 
be as follows: 

The total- offerings to the General Fund as received by the Treasurer of 
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that Fund are leas from this Diocese than they were last year. It would 
seem to be a pity to have the General Flind to suffer and we hope that such 
effort will be made by the Diocese to Increase the number of parishes and 
mission stations contributing to this Fund as will enable the Bishop to re- 
ceive the help that he says he needs for personal application to these causes 
and at the same time to sustain the general work of Clergy Relief, which is 
the supreme obligation of the whole Church. 

The General Convention in New York, we would remind you, passed a no- 
table and far-reaching canon, Canon No. 56, of the New Canon, and that it is 
now binding upon all. Heretofore contributions were strongly recommended 
fi-om all churches, but now an offering from every church becomes a canoni- 
cal obligation which no loyal parish can disobey and so emphatic that no 
carelessness should overlook it. The Sunday suggested for this proposed 
offering in Canon No. 56, section 4, is ''Whitsunday, or some other Sunday 
or Holy day, if more convenient" Your Committee advises, however, that 
since Quinquagesima has been the Sunday set apart for this offering for 
many years, and that to change it would be confusion, and that since the 
Whitsunday offering has been assigned by our Diocesan canon to the cause 
of Theological Education, that the usual time of this offering be observed 
as before, namely, Quinquagesima Sunday. 

The growth in the interest and support of this Fund in the Church at large 
as reported at the last General Convention in New York, has been steady and 
nuirked, as may be seen from the following display: 

In 1910 the Fund reported at the General Convention that it had received 
$422,293.85, and in 1913, at the General Convention in New York, it was 
reported to have received $553,640.85, an increase in these three years, there- 
fore, of $131,347.00. If this same per centage were realized in any ordinary 
business, no investor could justly complain of hard times. 

During the fourteen years of service of the present Treasurer of that 
Fund, receipts and payments to beneficiaries have nearly always been 
doubled and the administration of this work amounted lo nearly $700,000 
and the distribution of $300,000 to over 600 beneficiaries has been accom- 
plished at the low percentage of 5 8-10 per cent 

We would call your attention to a somewhat disturbing resolution pre- 
sented at the New York Convention by the $5,000,000 Commission, asking 
that they be permitted to close up their affairs, and turn over all the money 
in hand and all collections and pledges to the new Joint Commission, and 
also asking, as proposed by Mr. Monell Sayre, that we turn over the in- 
vested money in securities to the extent of $250,000 which had been placed 
in the old Automatic Pension Fund account, which had been started before 
the appointment of the 15,000,000 Commission, and which had been paying 
for the last three years an interest pension to nearly 700 clergy over 64 
years of age. 

The question arises, has the 15,000,000 Commission any legal right to 
transfer subscriptions pledged through it to the General Oergy Relief Fund, 
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and that as a temporary agent, an unincorporated c<Hiunission obtaining 
money in pledges for the permanent agent, the incorporated National So- 
ciety. Did not their rignt continue only so long as they were an operating 
unit for the Parent Society, the General Clergy Relief Fund, and have not 
contributors the fundamental right to have their contributions go to the 
object to which contributed? And do not the pledges ard properties revert 
back to that for which they existed? We do not make any positive recom- 
mendation to you In this connection, but hold up for your consideraticm the 
statement of this plan, that it may be more clearly understood. At any 
rate it ought to be clearly determined that we must not begin to dissipate 
the splendid accumulations of the General Clergy Relief Fund nor under- 
mine the structure or to check the steady stream of contributions which in 
years past have been made to the Central Fund. 

The new Pension plan as proposed has the further defect of being too 
material and commercial. It is based on salary and term of service, wkile 
the greater number of the clergy who are in greatest need receive a small 
salary and will accordingly receive a small proportionate pension, whib the 
few who do not greatly need it will receive a larger return. Again, the new 
Pension scheme applies to the future and not to the past, for as Mr. Monell 
Sayre says, only those ordained hereafter will receive the benefits of the 
system and the present clergy, already ordained, must accept pensions pro 
rata from whatever may be raised for accured liabilities. We believe it is 
also defective in that the pension is made to apply for a man at 68 years 
of age, which is rather late for him to begin its enjoyment, as 69 years is 
the limit of the average clergyman's life, according to insurance statements. 

We do not mean to have you infer from all this that we are opposed to the 
system at all, but we think that these are features in it which deserve your 
special notice and in that spirit we hold them up for your contemplation in. 
connection with this report.

APPENDIX X. 
MINUTES OF THE THIRD DIOCESAN CONFERENCE. 

Rome, Ga., November 18th, 19th, 20th, 1913. 

The Third Annual Conference of the Diocese of Atlanta assembled In S. 
Peter's Church, Rome, Georgia, on Tuesday, November the 18th, 1913, and 
was formally opened by the service of Evening Prayer at 8 p. m. ' 

The Office was read by the Rev. H. P. Saumenig, the Lessons by the 
Rev. Drs. Wilmer and I. M. Merlinjones, and the sermou was preached by 
the Right Rev. Albion W. Knight, D. D., Bishop of Cuba and Vice-chancellor- 
elect of the University of the South. 

Those present at the Conference as delegates were the Right Rev C K 
Nelson, D. D., the Rev. Drs. C. B. Wilmer, C. T. A. Pise and L M. Merliiijones! 
and the Rev. Messrs. A. T. Sharp, H. P. Saumenig, Troy Beatty, C B Hud- 
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gins, G. L. L. Gordon, George E. Benedict, Russell K. Smith, R. W. Patton 
and A. E. Day. Lay Delegates, Messrs. W. F. Hall, Cedartown; W. N. 
Hawks, of S. Philip's Cathedral, Atlanta, and B. W. Mead, of Helen, White 
County 

On Wednesday morning at 7:30 the Holy Communion was celebrated by the 
Rot. C. B. Hudgins, which was followed by a Mediation by the Very Rot. 
C. T. A. Pise, D. D. 

At 10:00 a. m. the Holy Communion was again celebrated by the Bishop, 
assisted by the Rev. C. B. Hudgins, the Epistle being read by the Rev. I. M. 
Merlinjones, D. D., and the Gospel by the Rev. R. K. Smith. Bishop Nelson 
preached the sermon. 

Immediately after service, the Conference assembled for business with 
the Very Rev. C. T. A. Pise, D. D., in the Chair. 

Rev. Troy Beatty introduced- a resolution upon the subject of our social 
life; the resolution was seconded and amended by Dr. Wilmer and after 
much discussion, it was moved and carried that a Committee be appointed 
to consider and report upon the whole matter. The Conmiittee appointed 
was as follows: Bishop Nelson, Rev. Messrs. C. B. Wilmer, Troy Beatty and 
I. M. Merlinjones, D. D.. with Bishop Knight as an advisory member. 

The Conference adjourned for lunch, which was served by the ladies of St. 
Peter's Church, Rome, in the Sunday School room. 

The Conference re-convened at 3 p. m. 

The Right Rev. Albion W. Knight, D. D., was accorded the privilege of 
the floor and was invited to a seat upon the platform near the Chairman. 

The Committee's report upon the subject of the resolution of the morn- 
ing session made its report through the Rev. Troy Beatty, as follows: 

Statement. 

The Church has spoken in the Pastoral Letter of 1913 with no uncertain 
sound of the risk of souls involved in certain modem customs and amuse- 
ments; and we, loyal members of the Diocese of Atlanta^ accept this wise 
counsel and propose to make it more widely and thoroughly known that 
the Church views with alarm the widespread laxity of social usages and calls 
upon the clergy and laity alike to use all influence, example and precept, 
to correct th^se errors. 

This Conference puts on record its sense of demand for more earnest 
and combined efforts to abate the evil tendencies and 

RESOLVES, First, That we believe that the fault lies mainly with the 
parents in the lack of control of their children, and we earnestly and affec- 
tionately, in our Master's Name, urge upon the fathers and mothers who 
are members of our Churches to see to it that these evils be taken away 
from their children. 

Second, We request all our pastors resolutely, but at the same time tact- 
fully, and in the Spirit of our Master, to preach and to teach against these 
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things in their pulpits and in their daily intercourse with the members of 
their churches. 

Third, We call upon the godly women of our churches in their local so- 
cieties and general conventions to take this problem up earnestly and faith- 
fully that their great influence may be exerted in suppressing these evils. 

Fourth, That the Chairman of this Conference appoint three from this 
Conference who shall act with a like number from any other religious body of 
our brethren in Georgia who wish to Join us in this matter; that a Commis- 
sion may be formed to bring together all the moral forces in our State for 
concerted action in creating such a wholesome sentiment against these evils 
that they will be abolished from the lives of our young people. 

The resolution thus presented was carried and the Chair appointed the 
Rev. Messrs. Troy Beatty, C. B. Wilmer, D. D., and Andrew T. Sharp as the 
Committee from the Conference. 

The order of the day was next taken up. 

Dr. Wilmer led upon the subject, "Some Impressions of the General Con- 
vention from the Clerical Standpoint." 

The House voted to hear Bishop Nelson upon the same subject from the 
standpoint of the House of Bishops, and the Bishop made an address upon 
this line. 

By permission of the House, Dr. C. B. Wilmer made a report to the Con- 
ference of the result of the deliberations of the subject of the "Racial Bpio- 
copate and the Lectionary.'' 

The House then adjourned. 

At 8 p. m., after Evening Prayer, the subject of Social Service was led 
by Bishop Nelson, and he was followed by Mr. Joe. C. Logan, Secretary of 
the Associated Charities of Atlanta. 

Thursday morning at 7:30 the Holy Communion was celebrated by the 
Rev. I. M. Merlinjones, D. D., and the Rev. C. B. Hudgins. 

At 9:30 the Conference re-assembled for Morning Prayer. 

Rev. R. W. Patton, upon invitation of the Bishop, spoke upon the subject 
of the "Every Member Canvass." 

After the service, the Conference took up its deliberations with Dr. C. B. 
Wilmer in the Chair. 

Archdeacon Henderson made a report of his work among the colored peo- 
ple and read an account of the formation of a "League for Colored Church- 
men'^ in the vicinity of Atlanta. 

Rev. A. E. Pay addressed the Conference relative to his work at St. Paul's, 
Atlanta, laying stress on the need of the industrial work, and expressing 
the hope that a new school building might soon be erected to take the place 
of the building destroyed by fire. 

Archdeacon Henderson and Rev. W. R. Patton also spoke in approval of the 
work among the negroes in the Diocese of Atlanta. 

The Conference adjourned for lunch. 

Conference re-assembled at 3:10. 
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ReT. C. B. Hudgins spoke on the subject of the "Zurich World's Sunday 
Schocd CoonTention." 

ReT. W. D. Sims then led a symposium on Sunday School Problems, after 
which he answered questions asked by the members of the Conference. 

The following resolutions of thanks were then introduced by Rev. C. H. 
Lee and duly carried: 

RESOLVED, That the hearty thanks of this Ccxiference be, and are 
hereby extended to the Rev. Mr. Hudgins and Mrs. Hudgins, and to the con- 
gregation of S. Peter's Church, Rome, Ga., for their abundant and gracious 
hospitality; to the ladies for the bountiful and delightful lunches served 
daily; to the people of Rome for their interest in our meeting, and to the 
newspapers of the city for their full and satisfactory accounts of the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference. 

The following resolution was also introduced by Rev. Mr. Lee: That a 
Committee of three be appointed to prepare a Canon for presentation to the 
next Diocesan Council with a view of securing for the Conference recc^rni- 
tion by the Council similar to that now accorded the Convocation system. 
The motion was seconded and carried, and Rev. Messrs. C. H. Lee, S. A. 
Wragg and E. L. Henderson were appointed upon the Committee. 

The Conference passed a vote of thanks to Rev. W. D. Sims for his intra*- 
est and assistance in the work of the Conference. 

It was moved and carried that the time and place of the next Conference 
be left to the decision of the next Council. 

There being no further business, after Prayer and Blessing by the Bishop, 
the Conference adjourned.

APPENDIX XIII. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS TO THE SEVENTH ANNUAL 
MEETING OF THE COUNCIL OF DIOCESE OF ATLANTA. 

To the Members of the Council of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

Your Board of Missions, during the past year, has held, as usual, three 
meetings, the first immediately after the meeting of the Council in Athens 
in May of 1913; the second, at the meeting of the Diocesan Conference at 
Rome, on November, 20th, and the last in the office of the Bishop Tuesday, 
May 28th, 1914. There was a good representation of both clergy and laity 
at all the meetings, and the members of the Board have striven faithfully 
to discharge the responsibilities which have devolved upon them as your 
representatives. 

During the past year there have been ten men in the field all the time, 
and four men a portion of the time. None of these men are wholly depend- 
ent upon the Board, with the exception of the General Missionary, but the 
Board pays part of their living, more or less, as the case may be. All obli- 
gations of the Board to these m^n have been paid in full to the first of 
May, 1914. 

The Treasurer's report shows that the Board handled during the year 
U0,009.52, of which only one small item of |25 for office expense, and anotlier 
of U15 for interest, was spent for any purpose other than the work of mis- 
sions themselves. In view of the oft repeated charge that it takes a dollar 
to send a dime for Missionary work, we feel that this expenditure of 1.3 per 
cent for administration is worthy of note. 

Against an apportionment of |5,000 laid upon the parishes and missions 
in a year admittedly bad, we have collected something over $3,900. Of the 
forty-eight stations apportioned, twenty-eight have paid in full, and of these 
six have overpaid, seven have paid in part and eighteen have paid nothing. 
There is an unpaid obligation of $1,000 in the form of a note standing against 
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the Board, but with |520 In hand and assets in the form of arrearages amounts 
Ing to $1,190, and other money due from the CUnch-Walburg Fimd, we feel 
that you need have no concern for this whatever. 

The ability of the Board to meet all its obligations when we failed to 
collect all our apportionment, is accounted for by the vacancy from time to 
time of some stations, and especially by the vacancy in the office of Gen- 
eral Missionary for six months. 

In pursuance of your instructions the Board secured the services of a most 
acceptable Priest as General Missionary, Rev. Andrew T. Sharpe, who en- 
tered upon his duties July 1st, 1913, and was compelled to give them up upon 
the advice of his physician the latter part of January, 1914. During the 
time that Rev. Mr. Sharpe labored, he did faithful and painstaking work, 
making a survey of the Diocese. In doing this he visited forty-eight sta- 
tions, three parish churches, two parish chapels, and the Appleton Church 
Home. Two of these stations he visited three times, and six of them twice. 
The matter concerned in his survey has been of valuable assistance to the 
Board and we feel that even with this partial trial the plan of having a Gren- 
eral Missionary in the Diocese proves itself feasible. 

In view of all the foregoing facts the Board desired to recommend to the 
Council, for its action; 

First, That the sum of 15^000 be apportioned to the parishes and mis- 
sions of the Diocese, for the coming year, upon the basis of parochial ex- 
penditure. 

Second, That a General Missionary be employed for the coming year. 

Third, That wherever in the canons the word "Missions" occurs that the 
words "Church Extension" or other suitable terms be substituted, and that 
the carrying out of this recommendation be referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 

Fourth, That we recommend to the incoming Board that some plan be 
formulated by which the scattered communicants in the Diocese can be more 
closely looked after and thus be more definitely identified with the work and 
interest of the Church within our confines.

APPENDIX XV. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ADMISSION OF NEW PARISHES. 

The Committee on the Admission of New Parishes into the Diocese regret 
to say that no applications have been made for that purprae within the last 
year. 

It Is a thing to be deplored whether the fault is with the missionary at 
places where such organiasations might be effected or with conditions at 
these points that present conflicting problems to one constrained to believe 
that "the Kingdom of God is not in word but in Power." This Power, it 
is needless to say, has its source in the Holy Spirit who proceedeth from the 
Father and the Son. 

The Apostles were told to tarry at Jerusalem until they be endued with 
Power from on high. They had already been told what to do, but were 
InciM^able of doing it in God's way, until emptied of self and filled with Him. 
So that really the Acts of the Apostles might more correctly be called the 
Acts of the Holy Ghost or at least some of them. All those Acts must have 
been vastly more than were recorded. One would hate to think that God's 
Holy Spirit has done no more than the Bible tells us, or that he is doing no 
more now than the limits of any religious organization allows Him to dp. 

Then comes up the question — which would God like best to see here on 
earth — ^an organization narrow in its teachings, but whose members are filled 
with His Spirit, or an organization Catholic in Its teachings, but empty of it. 
We have the Catholic truth, but do we have the Catholic spirit? When St. 
Paul said covet earnestly the best gifts and yet I show unto you a more 
excellent way, he launched out into the deep for a catholic spirit. Though I 
speak with the tongues of men and of angels and have not love, I am be- 
come as sounding brass or ar tinkling cymbal. It is an impressipn among 
some that our leaders lack this love for perishing souls. 

"We want to get hold of people of means" is what a lady told me was told 
her when she mentioned some poor person for membership. We are aJl 
responsible for this and like adverse criticisms, and should all seek grace to 
live them down. 

It is one thing to have an incomparable Prayer Book; it's another thing 
to breathe back into that Prayer Book the same Spirit that produced it We 
hear extempore prayers that convince us of the Holy Spirit's presence \n 
them. We hear our prayers often and are only convinced of the fact that 
they were indited by the Holy Spirit several centuries ago. 

We must change this, if we want people to cease listening to the first and 
begin to pray the other: to leave a religious body already bearing the fruits 
ot the Spirit and come to one capable of cleansing the fruit and sweetening 
it; or if we could get hold of thoae who have never joined any Church, and 
organize a Parish out of them, this would be a better work; but the diffi- 
culty here is that when such people begin to seek Christ they wait for him 
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to be presented at the reyiyal meeting, and it's hard for some of our Min- 
isters, deeply as they have at heart the welfare of souls, .to tsll into those 
methods. 

But in the face of these conditions, if within the next year a New Parish 
could be organized of those who have never confessed Christ or of those 
who, already confessing Him» find new truth in our Church's fold, such as 
the Fatherly care of her Bishops, the edifying beauty of her services, the 
Mother's wisdom of employing as her nurse the ten commandments and al- 
lowing her children to play in such nurses' presence, the full dignity no less 
than efficacy of the Holy Communion, should such result in the organization 
of a New Parish, it would then commend past work and insure additional 
work in our Mission field. 

And the missionary selected with due care that he is a true servant of 
his Master, should be supported by these Parishes and be allowed the liberty 
of answering for his conduct to his Master in Heaven before whom he must 
stand or fall.

As required by the Canons of the Diocese, I make report to you of my 
acts and doings as Chancellor of the Diocese since the last meeting of the 
Council. 

Hoyt and A I van D. Gale Matter. 

In my last report I showed that this matter, involving |3,500 with interest, 
was in my hands for collection, one-half of the proceeds to go to the Diocese 
of Georgia, and the other half to the Diocese of Atlanta; the Diocese of 
Geor^a, however,, to pay the Diocese of Atlanta $500 out of its half. 

This matter was closed in December, 1913, and I paid over to you the sum 
of $1,987.12, closing out the matter both as against the Messrs. Gale and 
also making settlement with the Diocese of Georgia. 

Newnan Property — St. Paul's Episcopal Church. 

My last report shows that order had been procured for the sale of this 
property. The transaction was not then closed, but during the year it has 
been closed and the purchase price of $1,000 collected and paid over to you. 

Southern Rural ist Company — Improvement of the Cathedral' Property. 

During the year it has been necessary to make settlement with tlie 
Southern Ruralist Company on account of alterations in the plan of tlie 
building which has been erected upon the property at the comer of Hunter 
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street and Piedmont avenue In this city. I hare collected from the South- 
ern Rurallst Company 1282.05 and hare paid that oyer to you. 

Archivea. 
I hare procured certified copies of the proceedings of the Superiw Court 
of Chatham County in the matter of the division of the property between 
the two dioceses. These are to be filed with the archives of the Diocese for 
the information of those who come after. 

I have undertaken to give attention to such other matters as you have 
brought to my attention from time to time. This work and its associations 
have been a source of great pleasure to me.

We call the attention of the Council to the Installation of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor-elect on June the 15th, the Right Reverend Albion W. Knight, D. D., 
formerly of this Diocese. 

Your Committee has reviewed the report of the Treasurer of the Diocesan 
Apportionment for the University and congratulate the Council upon its 
payment of $1,824.31 of its Apportionment of $2,000; and commend the splen- 
did work which he has done in placing the cause before the parishes and mis- 
sions of the Diocese. 

We believe that no other Diocese affiliated with the University of the 
South will present a more gratifying response. 

Your Committee submits the following resolution: 

That the Apportionment for the University of the South upon these 
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parishes and missions of the Diocese for the coming year be |2,000, and 
Chat the Apportionment be, as usual^ upon the basis of Diocesan Expenses.

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APPENDIX XVIII. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

To the Seventh Annual Council of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

There have come into the hands of your Committee as the basis of its 
report, forty-nine reports from parishes, missions and preaching stations, a 
portion of the Bishop's Address and the report of the Board of Missions. 

Vital Statistics. 

Prom the Parochial report it appears that there has been a gain of 88 
Baptisms over the last year, but a loss of 36 in Confirmations; there was a 
gain of 324 in the number of communicants, 56 more than the number con- 
firmed. 

The Sunday Schools make a better showing with an increase of 34 offi- 
cers and teachers and 361 pupils; and yet it is worthy of note that many of 
oar smaller congregations have no Sunday Schools at all This Is in many 
cases accounted for by the small number of children in our Church families 
and the few services that it is possible to hold in many of the stations. 

We do not. however, forget that the Sunday Schools, are the nursery 
of the Church and that if one cannot be maintained it i» incumbent upon 
the parents to see that the children are at least taught the Catechism at 
home. 

Financial. 

From the data in oui hands it appears that the congregations of the 
Diocese gave |4,742.29 more for parochial purposes and 1621.79 more for 
Diocesan purposes than last year; but they gave $2,367.02 less for General ob- 
jects. Why this is so we do not pretend to explain, but believe that it will 
bear Investigation. 

The report of the Diocesan Board of Missions shows the field to have 
been pretty fully manned the past year with a General Missionary on the 
ground about six months. 

The majority of the congregations met their Apportionments to the Dio- 
cese faithfully and the cost of administration was only 1.3 per cent of the 
money passing through their hands. 

We commend their excellent report to the careful perusal of all. 

Bishop's Address. 

From the Bishop's Address it appears that the gains and losses of cl^r- 
gymen by Letters Dismissory have been just equal; while one priest has been 
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added to the total by Ordination of a Deacon and one Candidate was Or- 
dained Deacon. 

There is one Candidate for Priest's Orders, two for Deacon's Orders and 
four for Postulants, making a possible increase in time of seven to the cleri- 
cal force. 

There are four Deaconesses at work in the Diocese and one retired. 

The Work Among the Colored People. 

A review of this department of our missionary operations reveals the 
fact that our work among the colored people in the Diocese is continuing to 
present a steady growth notwithstanding its peculiar difficulties. At present 
there are but three clerg3rmen, but there are eight missions and mission 
stations served by this small, but faithful, number of Christian workers. 

There are four day and industrial schools and three night schools whose 
value is clearly recognized and appreciated; and one high and industrial 
school located at Fort Valley, affiliated with out Church, whose equipment 
and work will compare favorably with our well-known St. Augustin's School 
for colored people, Raleigh, N. C, and our splendidly equipped and manned 
St Paul's School, Lawrenceville, Va. 

There are two young men who are studying for the Sacred Ministry in 
the Bishop Payne Divinity School, Petersburg, Va. 

There are appeals for ministrations of our Church coming from several 
thriving towns in the Diocese, and with a continuation of our interest and 
help we do not doubt that this work will justify the investment that is made. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

APPENDIX XIX, 

REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON FOR WORK AMONG THE COLORED 

PEOPLE IN THE DIOCESE OF ATLANTA. 

To the Right Rev. C. K. Nelson, D. D., Bishop of the Diocese of Atlanta. 
My Dear Bishop: 

In keeping with our policy of previous years, our work has been carried on 
during the past Diocesan year with regularity and under the inspiration of a 
vision of great possibilities. While comparative statistics may show a dimu- 
nition of Confirmations, the increase in the number of Baptisms, services, 
pastoral visits and the attendance at our Sunday and Day-schools are Indica- 
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tions of a growing appreciation of our message and work and signs of a pos- 
itive and healthy growth. In pursuance of oar plan of concentration, we have 
cried to strengthen the missions already established, but the ideal limit of 
our missionary efforts would not allow us to be satisfied with a mere main- 
tenance of existing work, and, as a consequence, we are permitted to report 
the creation of another mission during the year just closed. Situated as this 
new work is, in a vast area of darkness, in the midst of a rural population 
living, more correctly trying to live, about five miles north of LaGrange, 
this work presents a most pathetic appeal for the light of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, for the uplifting influence of the Church of this creation. In 
this mission of an existence of six months, I recently Baptized twelve (12) 
persons, four (4) of whom were adults, and organized a class for Confirmar 
tion. In the Sunday School there are forty (40) children and (10) adults. 
And as a token of the confidence in and appreciation of our Church 
which is the first and only religious organization which has condescended to 
consider the spiritual and educational welfare of the people of this "Black 
Belt," I am authorized to present to you in "fee simple," an acre of land for 
building purposes, the same being donated by one Benjamin Body, a colored 
man, whose home is now being used for our work, and whose racial identity 
will never be questioned. The offer brings with it the assurance that the 
said Benjamin Body will assist in the erection of a mission building for 
our work in this district, but expresses the hope that you will otherwise 
provide for the maintenance and furtherance of the work established. By 
making the necessary provision for our work in the city of LaGrange, the 
rural work could receive, for the present at least, the divided care of the 
Catechist or Lay-reader so placed. I earnestly recommend the acceptance 
of the gift in accordance with the condition specified. 

Unity of Purpose. 

One of the special features of our work during the year has been the effort 
to make known the Church and her ways to the people of our race by means 
of a Missionary Conference of the sister Dioceses of Atlanta and Georgia. 
The first Conference was held in Atlanta; the next meeting will occur in 
S. Timothjr's Mission, Athens. Another special effort was made in the ef- 
fort to create a League for work among our people in the Diocese. The ini- 
tial meeting was held March 10th. While the said meeting was not marked 
by a large attendance, seven, being the number present, it was marked by a 
pronounced interest in the cause for which the proposed League is designed. 

After a discussion of needs and methods, the sense of the meeting was 
expressed by assurance of help from the parishes of S. Luke's, All Saints, 
the Incarnation, the Epiphany, and the Cathedral, for S. Matthias Mission, 
Atlanta, in the effort to meet the payments on account of the property already 
secured and the very generous offer of Mr. David Woodard of one-third the 
amount necessary for the securing of adjoining property so necessary for 
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the proper development of this work. With the hope of securing added at- 
tendance and interest, the primary meeting of the League was adjourned. It 
is a privilege to mention the marked progress of S. Paul's Church, Atlanta. 
This work, which is under the immediate superintendency of Rev. A. E. Day, 
suffered a recognized loss by fire during the year, but experienced a pro- 
nounced gain by the erection of another school building which is in keeping 
with the imperative demands of the work, and the dignity and claims of our 
Church, and which reflects the skill and honesty of a builder and contractor 
of our race. 

S. Christopher's Church, Columbus, had the honor of having therein a ser- 
vice which marked the ordination of the first member of our race to be 
elevated to the Order of Priests since the creation of the Diocese of Atlanta. 
Moreover, this mission, under the supervision of the Rev. J. S. Braithwaite, 
vicar, succeeded in raising funds to the amount of $1,200.00 and with the gift 
of 1300.00, cleared the Church building from the burden of debt. A Day- 
school was inaugurated and has been maintained in connection with the mis- 
sion with a degree of efficiency. 

S. Mark's, Macon, and S. Barnabas, Marietta, have been deprived of the 
services of a Catechist or Lay-reader during the year. A kindergarden has 
been maintained at S. Mark's and a Day-school at S. Barnabas in addition 
to the Sunday School and Periodical services. 

S. Timothy's Mission, Athens, which was vacant for a part of the year, 
has the services of a very sane and energetic worker, W. Q. Rogers by name, 
and under his supervision has begun to make its contribution to community 
uplift. 

S. Elizabeth's Mission, LaGrange, continues in the room loaned us, but is 
still working and praying that the day will not be distant when a home In 
keeping with the needs and plans of the work will be provided. 

S. Matthias, Atlanta, has suffered during the year from removals and 
without arrivals, but has gained by the Industrial Agencies connected with 
the mission, chief of which is a Cooking School for adults and young girls, 
superintended by a competent teacher and a highly respected woman of our 
race. The Day-school has been carried on very successful during the year 
and has been confined to the preparation of little ones for the duties of 
tomorrow. 

In addition to my duties at home, by special request, I visited Tuskegee 
Institute during the year and administered the sacramenti? of Holy Commun- 
ion, Holy Baptism and marriage and preached to a group of fifty-five teach- 
ers and students who are Communicants of our Church there. This was the 
first service of our Church ever held in this famous school for colored peo- 
ple and was attended by the Principal, Dr. Booker T. Washington, who ex- 
pressed an appreciation for the privilege accorded him and his. 

Our two young men, A. T. Stokes and E. L. Bralthwait, now studying for the 
Sacred Ministry in the Bishop Payne Divinity School, Petersburg, Va., have 
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niAde a splendid record at this school and will soon return home for a place 
In the field. 

With gratitude for your spiritual and fatherly guidance, with gratitude 
to the clergy and laity of the Diocese and all who hare helped us, I beg to 
submit the following recommendaticms: 

(a). The acceptance of the very generous offer by Benjamin Body, of 
Troup County, LaOrange, Posto Office. 

(b). Help in the erection of a school building for S. Christopher's Mis- 
sion, Columbus. 

(c). An appropriation of |30 per month to help in securing a Missionary 
fbr S. Matthias Mission, Atlanta. 

(d) An appropriation of |20 per month to help in securing a teacher for 
S. Barnabas Mission, Marietta. 

(e). Help in securing a permanent and necessary home for S. Elizabeth's 
Mission, in the city of LaGrange.

Three children were placed out of the Home and eight haye been receiyed, 
making the full number 42. 

The health of all has been very, good and the behaviour, on the whole, 
satisfactory. 

At the end of the school year in June, Sister Mary will resign her labours 
in the school. Her work has ever been most thorough and conscientious and 
it is with regret that arrangements have to be made to fill her place. 

Additions in the Home and school have been made for the better equip- 
ment and carrying on of the important work of training both mentally and 
spiritually the children committed to our care — but much still remains to be 
done and will be undertaken as far as present buildiiigs and accommodations 
will allow. 

The Chaplain prepared and presented eight of the girls for Confirmation 
which will make fifteen as Communicants amongst the children. 

Friends, old and new, have helped on the work and brightened the lives of 
all by sympathy, kindness, gifts and money — ^while good Dr. Derry has les- 
sened the responsibility for health by his cheerful willingness, at all times, to 
come when there is need. 

The report is closed with deep gratitude and heartfelt thanksgiving to 
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Almighty God, the Father of the fatherless, for all His blessings on the Home, 
together with the earnest prayer to make us all more able to carry on the 
work to His Honour and Glory.

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Constitution of the Church in the Diocese 

of Atlanta 

ARTICLE I. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church in that part of the State of Georgia 
lying north and west of the counties of Columbia, McDuffie, Glascock* Wash- 
ington, Wilkinson, Twiggs, Pulaski, Dooly, Sumter, Webster and Stewart, 
constituting the Diocese of Atlanta, is a constituent part of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and accedes to, recognizes 
and adopts the Constitution and Canons of that Church, and acknowledges 
the authority thereof. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Council of the Diocese shall meet annually at such time and place as 
the previous Council may have appointed; provided, however, that no Coun* 
ell shall be opened for the transaction of business unless there be present 
at least five Clergymen and Delegates from five Parishes. In case of an 
epidemic, or for other sufficient cause^ the Ecclesiastical Authority may 
change the time and place. The officers elected at the last Council shall 
hold their respective offices until their successors shall be elected and 
qualified. 

The Ecclesiastical Authority shall have power, when it appears requisite 
for the good of the Church, to call a special Council by a letter to all mem- 
bers of the Council, and by notice in one newspaper published in each Con- 
Yocatlon. Such call shall be issued not less than fifteen days previous to the 
day appointed for the special session to begin and shall specify the place 
where the special Council will be held. At such special Council no other 
business shall be transacted than that stated in the call. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Council shall be composed of Clergymen and Laymen. Every Clergy- 
man in good standing canonically resident in the Diocese and regularly set- 
tled and continuously exercising clerical functions in any Parish, or con- 
tinually engaged in Missionary work under the directions of the Board of 
Missions of the Diocese, or engaged as an instructor in any school under 
the control of the Diocese, shall be entitled to the privilege of a member of 
the Council; provided, that no Clergyman entitled to membership in the 
Council shall by reason of age or infirmity lose that privilege. 

Every Parish in union with the Council shall be entitled to three delegates. 
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communicaBts of the Church and Parish, to be chosen by the Wardens and 
Vestrymen. Every organized mission shall be entitled to one such delegate 
elected by the Congregation thereof. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Every Council shall be opened with the Celebration of the Holy Commun- 
ion and a sermon shall be delivered by the Bishop, or by one appointed by 
the Bishop. The Bishop shall preside; if he be absent, or if there be a 
vi^cancy in the Episcopate, the Council shall elect a President pro tempore 
from among the Clergy. A Secretary, a Treasurer, a Chancellor, a Registrar, 
and such other officers as may be needful shall be annually elected by tlie 
Council and shall continue in office until their successors are duly elected 
and have qualified. 

ARTICLE V. 

A new Parish applying for admission into the Council shall state in its 
application that it accedes to the Constitution and Canons of this Church, is 
canonically organized and is able to maintain the worship of the Church and 
to support a Rector. The Council in the exercise of its discretion may grant 
or refuse any such application. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Council shall deliberate and act as one body, unless a vote by Orders 
be required by one Clergjrman and two Laymen, in which case each Clerical 
member shall be entitled to one vote, and the delegates from each Parish 
jointly to one vote, and the delegate from each organized Mission to one- 
third of a vote; and a majority of each Order shall be necessary to a decision. 

ARTICLE VII. 

A standing Committee shall be chosen at each annual meeting of the Coun- 
cil, consisting of three Clerical and three Lay members, who shall meet as 
soon as practical after their election and organize by electing a President 
and Secretary from their own number. Four ntemberd shall constitute a 
quorum, all having been notified of the meeting. The President shall call a 
meeting of the Committee whenever requested to do so by any two of its 
members, or whenever he deems a meeting needful. A week's notice of the 
time and place of such meeting must be given, unless such notice be dispens- 
ed with the unanimous consent Vacancies in this Committee shall be filled 
by the remaining members. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Council shall at the session immediately preceding the regular meeting 
of the Qeneral Convention, elect four Cler^yx^en of this Diocese and four Lay- 
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men, communicants of the Church and residents in the Diocese, as Deputies 
to the General Convention. Such Deputies shall be furnished with a Cer- 
tificate of their election, signed by the Secretary of the Council. The Dep- 
uties so elected shall be authorized to represent the Diocese in the next, or 
any special. General Convention till their successors are chosen. The Coun- 
cil shall, at the same time and in the same manner, elect four Clergymen 
and four Laymen, with like qualifications,, as alternates. 

IX. 

The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be made at an annual Coun- 
cil, or at a special meeting of the same, called for that purpose at least thirty 
days before the time of its meeting, the object being stated by notice in writ- 
ing and sent by the Secretary of the Standing Committee to all members of 
the Council, who shall also give similar notice in a newspaper, published in 
each Convocation. The election shall be by concurrent vote by ballot of the 
Clergy and Laity, a majority of each Order being necessary to an election. 

ARTICLE X. 

All other elections shall be by ballot unless by unanimous consent the ballot 
is dispensed with, and a majority of the votes cast shall be necessary to 
a choice. 

ARTICLE XI. "'*

Whenever any Parish shall be without a Rector for twelve months, or 
shall for one year fail to elect a Vestry, unless the reason for these failures 
are satisfactory to the Bishop, he shall report the fact to the Council, and, 
If, at the next succeeding Council such Parish shall not be in charge of a duly 
elected Rector, its union with the Council may, by resolution, be terminated, 
and the Parish be remitted to the position of an Organized Mission. 

ARTICLE Xn. 

A proposition to amend this Constitution shall be introduced fti writing and 
if adopted by a majority of the Council the same shall be certified by the 
Secretary of the Parishes and Organized Missions, and if adopted by a maj- 
ority of the next annual Council, the Constitution shall be thereby amended. 
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CANONS OF THE CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF ATL.ANTA 

CANON I. 

Organization of the Councli. 
The Bishop, or in his absence, the Priest present who is senior in canoni- 
cal residence, shall call the Clergy and Delegates to order and proceed to 
organize the Council according to the Constitution, Canons and Rules of 
Order of the Diocese. 

CANON U. 

, Delegates. 

Section 1. The Secretary of the Council, at least thirty days before its 
annual meeting c^all furnish the Rector or Senior Warden of every Parish or 
Congregation entitled to delegates a form of certificate, as follows: 

"This is to certify that at a meeting of the Rector, Wardens and Vestry- 
men, or of the Congregation of « held 

on the day of the following person (or persons) 

was elected to represent said church in the next Council of the Diocese, to 

be held in on the day of 

and at all special and called meetings of the same until the next annual 
Council; and, furthermore, that the above named persons are communicants 
of this church." 

This certificate shall be signed by the Rector, Senior. Warden or Secretary 
of the Vestry or Congregation making such election, and when filed with the 
gjecretary of the Council shall entitle the delegates therein named to seats 
in the Council, provided the assessments for Episcopal and Council expenses 
against their Parish or Congregation have been fully paid. 

Said certificate shall be transmitted to the Secretary ten days before the 
Council meets and copies thereof shall be sent at the same time to the Bishop 
and to the Rector of the Church in which the Council will meet. 

Sec. 2. A vacancy in the delegation of a Parish may be filled by appoint- 
ment made by the Rector, provided he be thereunto authorized by the Vestry. 

Sec. 3. Should there be a vacancy in the office of the Secretary of the 
Council, the said certificate shall be transmitted to the Assistant Secretary, 
if there be one, and if none, then to such person as may be designated Secre* 
tary pro tem. by the Ecclesiastical Authority. 

Sec. 4. Every officer of the Diocese, not a member of the Council, shall 
be entitled to all the privileges of the Council except the right to vote. 
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CANON III. 

Attendance of the Clergy and Delegates. 

Section 1. It is declared to be the duty of every Clergyman and Layman 
entitled to a seat in the Council to attend every meeting thereof. 

Sec. 2. At the opening of each Council a list of the Clergy entitled to 
seats herein, prepared by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, shall 
be called by the Secretary. No Clergyman shall take his seat until all canon- 
ical reports required of him shall have been made, unless sufficient reason 
be given for the failure. 

CANON IV. 

The Secretary. 

The Secretary of the Council shall keep a correct record of its proceed- 
ings, and such record shall be signed by the presiding officer within thirty 
days after the final adjournment of the Council. He shall transmit to the 
Secretary of the General Convention, a copy of the Journal, and request of 
the latter an exchange. He shall perform the duties requird of him under 
the Canons of the General Convention. Besides the duties above specified, 
he shall perform all others usually appertaining to the office of Secretary 
or that may be required of him by the Council, and shall make a report to 
the Council of each and every written communication received by him from 
the Secretary of the General Convention of this Church, the Bishop of this 
Diocese or other Ecclesiastical Authority. 

CANON V. 

The Treasurer. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and disburse the assess 
ments of the Council made for the support of the Diocese pursuant to the^ 
Canons or the resolutions of Council. He shall forward in due time to the 
Treasurer of the General Convention the amount assessed upon the Diocese 
for the General Convention. He shall make annual reports to the Council. 

CANON VI. 

The Registrar. 

It shall be the duty of thQ Registrar to procure all Journals, Reports, 
Parish Histories and other documents which may aid in obtaining and pre- 
serving an accurate history of the Church in this Diocese, and provide for 
the safe and orderly keeping of the same, subject to such regulations as the 
Council may enact from time to time. 
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CANON VII. 
The Chancel ior. 

The Chancellor of the Diocese shall be a Layman learned in law and a 
Communicant of the Church. He shall be the legal adviser of the authorities 
and officers of the Diocese, and from time to time may make such recom- 
mendations as may seem to him for the best interest of the Diocese, and 
shall make annual reports to the Council. 

CANON VIII. 

The Standing Cofhmlttee. 

The Standing Committee shall annually report its proceedings to the 
Council, except such as pertain to the exercise of its functions as a Council 
of advice to the Bishop. 

CANON IX. 

The Corporation. 

The Bishop and members of the Standing Committee shall constitute the 
Board of Officers of the Diocesan Corporation, who shall, except during the 
sessions of the Council, exercise the powers and authority of the Corporation 
under its charter. 

CANON X. 

The Parochial Reports. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Rector and Wardens of every church, 
or, if there be no Rector, of the Wardens, to make written reports annually 
to the Bishop of the Diocese of the condition, spiritual and temporal, of the 
church, under such heads as may be ordered by the Bishop or the Council, 
and upon blanks furnished by the Secretary of the Council, one month in 
advance of the meeting of the Council; and these blanks properly filled, 
shall be sent to the Bishop not less than ten days before the Council. The 
Rector shall sign the report of matters pertaining to his functions in office, 
and the Treasurer or Wardens shall sign the report showing the financial 
condition of the Parish. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Clergyman in charge of any Parish 
or Mission in this Diocese, who shall cease to hold such pastoral relationship 
at any time during the Council year, to prepare two reports after the form of 
the Parochial Report blanks furnished by the Secretary of the Council, em- 
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bracing all items therein set forth, from the date of his last annual report to 
and including the date of the cessation of his pastoral charge, one 'copy of 
which he shall forward to the Bishop and one copy of which he shall place 
in the care of the Secretary of the Parish or Mission, to be delivered to the 
Clergyman who may succeed him. 

CANON XI. 

Special Offerings. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every Minister officiating in any church 
in this Diocese, on the days hereinafter specified, to take the following 
offerings: 

(a) On Quinquagesima Sunday, or the Sunday before or after, for the 
General Clergy Relief Fund — to be sent direct to the Treasurer of this Fund, 
as provided by the Canons of the General Convention. 

(b) On the first Sunday in Lent, or the Sunday before or after, for the 
permanent fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

(c) On Whitsunday, for the education of Candidates for the Ministry. 

(d) On the second Sunday in November, or the Suday before or after, 
for the Theological Department of the University of the South, except in 
those Parishes which have accepted a pro rata apportionment for this object. 

(e) On Thanksgiving Day, for the Appleton Church Home. 

(f) On Christmas Day, for the Infirm and Disabled Clergy Fund. 

Sec. 2. Every Minister shall report annually to the Council as to said 
offerings; and if any be not taken, he shall state in his Parochial Report 
the cause of said omission. 

CANON XII. 

Assessments. 

Section 1. Every Parish and Organized Mission shall be annually assessed 
for the support of the Diocese. 

Sec. 2. The basis of such assessment shall be the annual income ot each 
Parish and Organized Mission raised in any way to defray the current ex- 
penses thereof through the year; that is to say, the full amount of the pro- 
vision for the usual current expenses of the Parish or Mission. 

Sec. 3. The Vestry of each Parish and the Wardens of each Organized 
Mission shall faithfully and truly report to the Council at its annual session 
the full amount of its current expenditure, which amount shall represent 
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the taxable income of the Parish or Mission. (See Canon 10 for foim of 
report.) 

This report shall be transferred to the Bishop ten days before the Council 
meets and a copy thereof shall be sent at that time by the Wardens or Ves- 
try to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer of the Board of Missions, the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, and the lay members of the Board of Missions shall constitute the 
Finance Committee of the Council. Said Committee shall appoint its Chair- 
man and Secretary, and to promote its own efficiency may adopt such rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with the Constitution and Canons of the 
Diocese as it may deem expedient. It shall meet annually on the day pre- 
ceding the meeting of the Council, and after a careful examination of the 
Parochial Reports transmitted to the Treasurer, pursuant to Section 3 of 
this Canon, it shall prepare a statement showing the financial condition oi 
the Diocese, and the assessments on each Parish and Mipslon needful to be' 
made for support of the Diocese during the ensuing year. Should an^Parish 
or Mission fail to transmit its report to the Tre^ig^rer the Committee may 
assess it on the basis of its last report, or on such other information as may 
be obtainable. This statement shall be reported by the Committee to the 
Council as soon as practicable. 

Any Parish or Mission may by its Rector, Minister or delegates, object, 
at time report is made, to the assessments recommended by the Committee, 
and appeal to the Council for a modification of the same. 

Sec. 5. Every assessment shall be payable quarterly to the Treasurer of 
the Diocese in July, October, January and April. On the second Sunday 
of each of said months an offering shall be taken in each Parish and Mission 
for the support of the Diocese, due notice of which shall be given on the 
preceding Sunday. But any Parish or Mission may make any other provision 
for the payment of its assessment as it may think expedient, provided it be 
not in arrears on any installment thereof; if in arrers, the offering shall 
be taken. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall within twenty days after the 
adjournment of the Council, transmit to the Senior Wardi^n or Secretary of 
each Vestry, a statement of the assessment imposed on the same for the 
ensuing year. 

Sec. 7. No Parish or Organized Mission shall be entitled to representation 
in the Council until all assessments against it have been ppid. 

CANON XIII. 

Convocations. 
Section 1. For the purpose of association in the work of Church Exten 
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sion in the Diocese, there shall be five Convocations, as follows: Athens, 
Atlanta, Columbus, Macon and Rome; the boundaries of each shall be fixed 
and may be changed from time to time by the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 2. The Clergy and delegates of the Council within the boundaries 
fixed shall compose the members of each Convocation. A majority of the 
Clergy and a like number of Delegates shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3. Every Convocation shall at its first meeting (to be held during, 
or immediately after, the meeting of the Council) elect for one year a dean 
and such other officers as it may think needful, determine its time of meet- 
ing and adopt regulations for its own government. 

Sec. 4. The special charge and duty of the Convocation is to procure and 
disseminate information concerning Missions, and, in every practicable way, 
to secure co-operation of their respective constituencieB in the work of 
Church Extension. 

CANON XIV. 

Church Extension Within the Diocese. 

Section 1. The Council shall annually elect five Clergymen and five Lay- 
men from this Diocese as members of the Board of Missions for the Diocese. 
Of this Board the Bishop shall be ex-officio Chairman. 

Sec. 2. To the Board thus constituted is committed the work of Church 
Extension in the Diocese. 

Sec. 3. A Missionary service shall be held on the evening of the first 
day of each annual Council, under the auspices of the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 4. All Missionaries whose stipends are paid by the Board shall be 
appointed by the Bishop with advice and consent of the Board of Missions. 
The Bishop may suspend or remove them for cause satisfactory to himself, 
which cause shall be reported to the board at its next meeting. Said Board 
with the concurrence of the Bishop shall assign all Missionaries to their 
respective fields, and fix their respective stipends. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall elect a Secretary and Treasurer (who if not an 
elected member of said Board, shall be ex-officio a member thereof), and 
specify their duties, and may adopt such rules and regulations as to it seems 
needful to promote its efficiency and to help the Missionaries. 

Sec. 6. Every Misisonary shall make quarterly reports o fthis work dur- 
ing the three preceding months to the Bishop of the Diocese. 
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Sec. 7. Any Clergyman receiving stipends from tlie Board of Missions 
shall include in their quarterly reports the amounts paid by the Parish or 
Missions which they serve, and the Treasurer of the Board of Missions shall 
not be obliged to remit their stipends until this statement is presented. 

Sec. 8. All offerings made by Missions for the support of Missionaries, 
may be paid directly to the Missionary or may be forwarded to the Treas- 
urer of the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 9. No Missionary shall incur any pecuniary liability whatsoever in 
carrying on his work which shall be a charge against the Diocese, Board of 
Missions, or the property of the Mission Station, save and except upon the 
written authority of the Bishop, or if there.be no Bishop, of the Standing 
Committee, and no Missionary shall engage in any secular occupation without 
like consent. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall report to the Annual Council all its acts. This 
report shall include a statement in detail of its receipts and disbursements, 
and shall contain such recommendations as in the opinion of the Board shall 
be adopted by the Council, together with an estimate of the amount, which 
in their opinion, all conditions being considered, should be raised to carry 
on the work of Church Extension in the Diocese during the ensung year, 
and how that amount should be apportioned to the Parishes and Organized 
Missions of the Diocese. In like manner the Board shall submit an estimate 
and apportionment for General Missions. To said report shall be attached 
appropriate resolutions in reference to each recommendation made by the 
Committee. 

Sec. 11. Said report shall be presented on the first day of the Council and 
shall have precedence of all other business at such hour as the Council may 
fix and thereafter until the same shall have been disposed of. 

Sec. 12. The Board of Missions shall meet as soon as practicable after 
the Annual Council, and at such other times as may be fixed by its own 
rules, or upon call of the £(lshop. 

CANON XV. 

Diocesan Conference. 

Section 1. For the purpose of promoting the work of Church Extension in 
the Diocese, and also to promote godly fellowship and sympathy among the 
churches of the Diocese and greater understanding of the needs and oppor- 
tunities of the work, there shall be held annually a Conference of the Clergy 
and Laity of the Diocese, the time and place to be appointed by the previous 
Conference; or in the event of its failure to do so, by the Council or by the 
Board of Missions. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Conference, biit 
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the Confer^ice may choose at the Bishop's request a temporary presiding 
officer to relieve him; and also it shall choose a Secretary and such other 
officers as it may see fit. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall carefully keep the Minutes of the Conference 
and shall furnish a certified copy to the Secretary of the Council, who shall 
present it to the next succeeding Council of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. In the event of the failure of any such Conference to prepare a 
program for the next succeeding Conference, or to arrange for such prepara- 
tion this duty shall devolve upon the Bishop, assisted by the Secretary of 
the last Conference and by the Rector of the Church in which the Confer- 
ence is to be held. 

Sec. 5. Every Clergyman canonically resident in the Diocese shall be en- 
titled to membership in the Conference, and each Parish and Organized 
Mission in the Diocese shall have lay representation to the same extent as 
in the Council of the Diocese. 

Sec. 6. The Conference shall have a right to discuss any subject not 
declared to be out of order by the Chairman, from whose decision there shall 
be the right of appeal customary in such cases. It may make recommen- 
dations to the Council of the Diocese and to the Synod of the Province of 
which this Diocese is a part. But none of its powers are to be of a legisla- 
tive nature and it shall have no authority beyond that conferred upon it by 
this Canon. 

CANON XVI. 

Diocesan Sunday School Commission. 

There shall be a Diocesan Sunday School Commission appointed annually 
by the Bishop to be composed of five Clergymen and five Laymen. It shall 
be the duty of this Commission to take such action as shall, in their judgment, 
promote the effectiveness of the Sunday Schools in the Diocese and increase 
interest in them. 

The Commission shall make an annual report to the Diocesan Council, 
giving the statistice and general condition of the Sunday Sch6ols in the 
Diocese. 

CANON XVII. 

Organized Missions. 

It shall be competent for any number of adult persons, not less than ten, 
three of whom shall be male communicants of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and desirous of mi^intaining its services in any village, town, city or 
district, to be organized as a Mission upon application In writing to the 
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Bishop, who may thereupon grant the application upon such terms and con^ 
ditions as he may deem expedient to prescribe. 

CANON XVIII. 

New Parishes. 

Section 1. A new Parish may be organized and admitted into the Council 
by complying with the following requirements: 

An application shall be presented to the Ecclesiastical Authority of the 
Diocese signed by those who seek to organize a Parish, stating the probable 
conditions and circumstances of the proposed Parish and their belief in. its 
ability to maintain the services of the Church and to support a Rectot*. 

Every such application to organize a new Parish within the limits of an 
existing Parish or Parishes shall be accompanied by a certificate showing 
the approval or disapproval of the Rector and Vestry of each of such ex- 
isting Parishes. 

If such application be approved by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the ap- 
plicants may proceed to organize by electing a Senior and Junior Warden 
and from three to eight Vestrymen, and by adopting Articles of Association 
as follows: 

"We, the undersigned, assembled for the purpose of organizing a Parish, 

or congregation, of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 

County, State of Georgia, after due notice given, do hereby 

agree to form a Parish, or congregation, to be knowr by the name of 

Church in and as such do 

hereby acknowledge and accede to the doctrine, discipline and worship of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and to 
the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention of the said Church 
in the United States of America, and to the Constitution and Canons of 
the same Church in the Diocese of Atlanta, and we do accordingly appoint 

to 

be Wardens, and to be Vestrymen of 

said Church, to continue in office until others are chosen to succeed them. 

Witness our hands this day of in the 

year of our Lord " 

Copies of said application and approval by the Ecclesiastical Authority 
and of the said Articles of Association properly certified as such by the 
Senior Warden shall be transmitted to the Secretary of the Council, who 
shall present the same as soon as practicable. The quention as to the ad- 
mission of the Parish shall then be determined by the Council in such man- 
ner as by it may be deemed expedient If admitted, delegates therefrom 
shall thereupon be entitled to seats in the Council. 

Sec. 2. The proper style foi* a duly incorporated Congregation is: "The 
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Rector, Church Wardens and Vestnnnen (or else the Church Wardens and 

Vestrymen) of Church in 

," the first blank being left for the name of 

the Church, the other for that of the place. 

CANON XIX. 

Election of Wardens and Vestrymen. 

Section 1. On the first Monday in May, unless some other day be spec- 
ified in the Act of Incorporation or permitted by the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of the Diocese, every Parish shall elect from its male adult communicants 
a Senior and a Junior Warden and from three to eight Vestrymen. The 
Vestry so elected shall, as soon thereafter as convenient, meet and organize 
by electing a Secretary and a Treasurer. The last two named offices may be 
held by the same person. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs in the office of Wardens or Vestrymen of any 
Parish, the Wardens and Vestrymen of that Parish shall fill such vacancy 
by election, and the person elected shall hold the office to which he is thus 
elected upon the same terms and for the same time as other members of the 
Vestry hold theirs. 

Sec. 2. At each annual election of a Vestry, as above provided, at least 
two (or more, if any Congregation shall so determine, but not to exceed four) 
members of the the longest continuous service on the retiring Vestry, wheth- 
er Wardens or not, shall be ineligible to re-election on the new, in such 
Parishes where the Vestry, including Wardens, consists of more than seven. 
Where the Vestry, including Wardens, consists of seven oi less, then at least 
one shall be ineligible. But such ineligibility shall not attach to such Vestry- 
men for a longer period than one year, or until the next regular election. 
Should there be, at any election, more than two (or thrfne, or four, as the 
case may be) of longest continuous service, the question as to which of such 
shall be affected by the said ineligibility, as well as any other question that 
might arise touching the matter of length of service, shall be determined 
by the Vestry itself at its regular meeting next preceding the Congregational 
meeting and certified to the latter by the Secretary of the Vestry. 

This section shall not be mandatory upon Parishes having fewer than 
twenty male adult communicants. 

Sec. 3. Except when otherwise specified by existing Charter, the follow- 
ing named persons shall alone be entitled to vote in any election by a Con- 
gregation under these Canons. All adult worshipers or contributors to the 
support of the Parish who shall have been connected with the Parish for 
ilx months prior to the day of election. Provided that no one shall vote in 
more than one Parish or Mission within a period of six months. 
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CANON 



Duties of Vestrymen. 

The Wardens and Vestrymen shall administer the temporal affairs of 
the Parish; they shall provide for the regular and well-ordered worship 
of Almighty God, and shall co-operate with the Rector in all efforts to develop 
the spiritual life of the Parish. They shall, at all times, keep the church 
edifice in proper condition for its uses, and likewise give proper care to all 
buildings and grounds belonging to the Parish. 

CANON XXI. 

Meetings of Vestry. 

The Rector or Senior Warden, or, in the absence of both, the Junior War- 
den, may call a meeting of the Vestry; a meeting shall be called on request 
of three members of the Vestry. 

The Rector shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Vestry. 

CANON XXII. 

Call of Rector. 

Section 1. No Minister shall be called as Rector of any Parish in this 
Diocese without previous conference between the Vestry of the Parish and 
the Bishop in reference to the expediency of the proposed call. 

Sec. 2. Any Presbyter regularly called to take charge of a Parish, and 
whose letter dismissory has been accepted by the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of the Diocese, shall, during the time of his charge of said Parish, be held 
to be the Rector of the same. 

Sec. 3. The Rector, by virtue of his office, shall have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion, under his Ecclesiastical superiors, of the spiritual concerns of the Par- 
ish ; and shall at all times have access to the church, and may open the same 
for service or instruction, as he may deem proper. He shall have authority 
to call meetings of the Vestry or Congregation, and, when present, to preside 
in the same, and, in case of a tie, to cast the deciding vote. 

Sec. 4. Should a vacancy occur in the Rectorship of a Parish, the Wardens 
and Vestry shall at once notify the Bishop thereof and ask his advice and 
assistance in the selection of a successor, submitting information as to the 
state and requirements of the Parish. 

CANON XXIII. 

> 

Receiving Communicants. 
Whenever any Rector or Missionary shall receive a communicant without 
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the letter of transfer provided for by the General Canons, it shall be his duty 
to require such communicant to procure such a letter from his or her last 
Parish without delay. Until the reception of such letter or other satisfkto- 
tory eyidence, no Rector or Missionary shall enter the name of a commu- 
nicant from another Parish on his Register, nor shall he retain upon his Reg- 
ister the name/>f any communicant to whom he has given a letter of transfer. 

CANON XXIV. 
Memorials. 

Section 1. No memorial shall hereafter be placed in any church without 
the consent of the Rector or Minister in Charge ^nd of the Vestry. 

Sec. 2. No memorial heretofore placed in any church, and none hereafter 
placed in accordance with this Cannon, shall be altered or removed without 
the consent of the Rector and of the Vestry; provided, that when there is no 
Rector, or when there is no Vestry, the consent of the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity of the Diocese with that of the Rector, if any, or of the Vestry, if any, 
shall suffice. 

CANON XXV. 

Temporary Absence of Rector. 

Every Clergyman temporarily vacating his Parish shall arrange in advance 
with the Vestry for the supply of services and care of the Parish during his 
absence. If he be a Missionary of the Diocese, he shall receive the approval 
of the Ecclesiastical Authority in advance of such vacation. 

CANON XXVI. 

Ditaofution of Pastoral Relationthip. 

> 

The Rector canonlcally elected and in charge may not resign his Parish 
without the consent of the Vestry thereof; nor may such Tlector or Minister 
be removed by said Parish or Vestry, except as provided by the Canons of 
the General Convention. 

CANON XXVII. 

Dormant Parishes. 

Section 1. Whenever the Rector, Wardens or Vestrymen, or, if there be 
no Rector, the Wardens and Vestrymen of an existing Parifih, shall unite in a 
petition to the Bishop asking that such Parish be remitted to the condition 
of an Organized Mission, stating fully the grounds of said petition, the Bish- 
op may, in his discretion, grant or refuse said petition; and his action thereon 
shall be recorded with the said petition on the minutes of said Parish, and by 
him be reported to the next Council. 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Bishop^ if practicable, to preserve the 
property of such Parish for the benefit of the Church. 

CANON XXVIII. 

Discipline. 

Section 1. A Priest or Deacon of this Church shall be liable to presentment 
and trial in this Diocese for the following offenses, viz.: 

(a) Crime or immorality. 

(b) Holding and teaching, publicly or privately and advipedly, any doctrine 
contrary to that held by this Church. 

(c) Violation of the Rubrics of the Book of Common Prayer. 

(d) Violation of the Constitution or Canons of the General Convention^ 

(e) Violation of the Constitution of Canons of this Diocese. 

(f) Any act which involves a violation of his Ordination vows. 

(g) Habitual neglect of the exercise of his ministerial office without 
cause, or habitual neglect of public worship, or of the Holy Communion ac- 
cording to the order and use of this Church. 

Sec. 2. Proceedings for the trial of a Presyter or Deacon may be begun in 
one of the following modes: 

1. By accusation, signed by a Minister or Communicant of the Church, to 
the Standing Committee, setting forth with reasonable certainty the charge, 
and briefly stating the facts relied on to sustain it; to such accusation shall 
be attached the affidavit of the accuser that, from personal knowledge or from 
creditable information, he believes the facts to be essentially true as stated. 

2. When any Presbyter or Deacon of this Diocese shall have reason to 
believe that there is in circulation a charge injuriously affecting his moral 
character, or involving any of the offenses specified in Section 1 of this 
Canon, he may request the Standing Committee to make inquiry into the 
truth of such charge. 

3. If the Bishop be informed of any charge against any Clergyman of the 
Diocese which, if true, would constitute an oftense for which that Clergyman 
would be justly liable to presentation and trial, he may, in writing, request 
the Standing Committee to make inquiry into the truth of such charge; pro- 
vided, that the person giving information to the Bishop of any such charge 
shall set forth the same with reasonable certainty in writing and annex there- 
to an affidavit that, from personal knowledge or from creditable information, 
he believes the facts to be essentially true as stated. If the Bishop shall 
decide that the charge, as made, should be investigated, he shall transmit 
the same to the Standing Committee for its investigation. 
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4. The Bishop, from personal knowledge, may make such accusation and 
present the same to the Standing Committee for its inyestigation. 

Sec. 3. On receipt of such accusation or request, the Standing Committee 
shall proceed, without avoidable delay, to investigate the charges in question. 
They shall appoint a communicant of the Church, of the profession of the 
law, to be Church Advocate, who shall act during the subsequent investiga- 
tion as legal advisor of the Committee, and who, in case of a trial, shall act 
as*counsel for the Church and conduct the prosecution. The sessions of the 
Committee shall be secret. They shall hear such testimony as may be pro- 
duced before them touching the charge, and shall determine whether, upon 
the facts and law of the case as presented to them, there are sufficient 
grounds to put the accused upon his trial. 

If, after investigation, it appears that reasonable grounds do not exist for 
believing that such charge is true, the Standing Committee shall so find, and 
certify that finding to the Bishop and to the accused. But if, in their opinion, 
reasonable grounds do exist for believing that such information is true, the 
Standing Committee shall make presentment of the accused to the Bishop in 
the following form: 

"To the Right Rev. A. B., Bishop of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Atlanta, upon reliable and 
trustworthy information received by it, hereby accuses CD. (a Presyter or 
Deacon of this Diocese, as the case may be) of the offense of (here state the 
nature of the offense and such circumstances as may be deemed important 
and .essential), and the Committee is of the opinion that th^ere are sufficient 
grounds for presentment and trial of the said C. D., according to the Can- 
ons of the Church in such cases, made and provided." 
(Signed by a majority of the Standing Committee.) 

The offense of which the accused is alleged to be guilty shall be specified 
with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circumstances, and shall 
be held and deemed sufficiently correct when it states the offense so plainly 
that its nature may be easily understood. Where the charge is one concerning 
doctrine, the presentment shall set forth as accurately as may be the words 
and language of the accused held to be contrary to the doctrine of the Church, 
and also the doctrine held to be contradicted by the accused. No presentment' 
shall be made for an offense alleged to have been committed more than five 
years before the date of the presentment, except that, in case of all oftenses 
which are such under the laws of the State, the limitation prescribed by the 
laws of the State shall apply. 

Sec; 4. The presentment shall be at once delivered to the Bishop, who, 
within ten days thereafter, shall cause a copy of said presentment, certified 
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by him to be a true copy, to be delivered to the accused. If, within ten days 
from the serrice of said copy, the accused shall confess to the Bishop the 
truth of every charge made in said presentment, and shall endorse on said 
presentment his admission of the truth of the charges therein made, the 
Bishop shall, within ten days from the date of such admission, submit the 
same to the Standing Committee, and shall thereafter pronounce against 
the accused, in like manner as is hereinafter provided in case of conviction 
after trial, such sentence of admonition, suspension or deposition from the 
Ministry as shall be recommended by said Commitee; provided, however, that 
the Bishop may, in his discretion, pronounce a lighter sentence than that 
recommended by the Committee. 

Sec. 5. Should no such confession and admission be made by the accused 
within the time specified^ the Bishop shall thereupon endorf>e on said present- 
ment the words, "No confession or admission made," and sign said endorse- 
ment; or, should the accused, within the time specified, confess and admit 
some of said charges and deny the others, the Bishop, in either event, shall, 
within thirty days from the date of said presentmmit, cause the same, en- 
dorsed as aforesaid, to be delivered to the Chanc^or, together with an or- 
der, signed by the Bishop, appointing a time and place for the trial of the 
accused to begin. 

Sec. 6. On receipt of said presentment and order, the Chancellor shall, in 
writing, notify the accused and the Church Advocate to apnear at a time and 
place therein specified, to select five Priests, who shall constitute the Court 
for the trial of the accused. 

Sec. 7. The selection of the Court shall be made in the following manner: 

(a) Three lists, each containing the name of every Priest entitled to a 
seat in the Annual Council of the Diocese, except those who are members 
of the Standing Committee and those, if any, who signed the accusation or 
testified before the Standing Committee, certified by the Bishop to be cor- 
rect, shall be delivered to the Chancellor. 

(b) At the time and place appointed for the selection of the Court, the 
Chancellor, the Church Advocate and the accused, accompanied, if he so de- 
sire, by his counsel (provided said counsel be a comnninicant of the Church), 
shall meet and proceed to select five Priests, to constitute the Court for the 
trial of the accused by striking from each list of the Priests certified by the 
Bishop all the names thereon except five, and the Priests whose names are 
not stricken shall constitute the Court. The accused or his counsel and the 
Church Advocate shall alternately make the strikes from the certified list 
furnished to each by the Chancellor, the accused being entitled to the first 
strike, the Chancellor striking from the list retained by him each name whea 
the same is stricken by the accused or the Church Advocate. 
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Sec. 8. The Chancellor shall notify the Priests selected as members of 
the Court to convene at the time and place specified in the Bishop's order 
for the trial to begin. The Chancellor shall preside at erery session of the 
Court, and give his opinion, whenever the same may be invoked by the Court 
or by counsel, on any question of law that may arise. Before entering upon* 
the trial the Court shall apiK>int a Secretary, who may not be a member of 
the Court, and a stenographer, and each member of the Court shall subscribe 
and file with the Secretary as follows:

'I do solemnly assert, as in the presence of Almighty Gcd, that I have not 
prejudiced the case of the Rev now about to- 
be tried and I believe I can render, and, God helping me, shall endeavor to 
render, a just and impartial judgment according to the evidence and the laws 
of the Church." y 

• 

Should one or two members of the Court be unable to siffn said statement, 
or should be adjudged by the other members of the Court, under the advice 
of the Chancellor, to be disqualified, no objections filed by the accused or by 
the Church Advocate, the trial shall proceed before the remaining members. 
If more than two vacancies should be thus occasioned, such vacancies shall 
be filled by selection as in the first instance, except that all names shall be 
stricken from the certified list except such number as may be required to 
fill such vacancies. 

Sec. 9. The accused may demur to the presentment, or any part thereof, 
and such demurrer, general or special, shall be passed upon by the Court, 
after hearing the opinion of the Chancellor. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings, which 
must contain a copy of the presentment, specifications, notice to the accused 
and his answer, with the testimony, both oral and in writing, and the final 
judgment of the Court An attested copy of this record shall be forthwith, 
at he conclusion of the trial, delivered to the Bishop. 

Sec. 11. In every trial under this Canon, the laws of the State of Georgia 
regarding the admission and rejection of testimony, and the rules of practice 
in the Criminal Court of this State, shall be followed so far as, in the opinion 
of the Chancellor, they are reasonably applicable. The accused, however, 
shall, at his own request, but not otherwise, be a competent witness, and he 
shall be subject to cross-examination. like any other witness. The Chancellor 
shall be the sole judge of the admissibility of testimony, in accordance with 
the laws of Georgia. 

Sec. 12. Because of the difficulty of obtaining original testimony in Eccles- 
iastical Courts from their want of power to enforce the presence of witnesses 
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and the production of papers, the Chancellor, at his discretion, and when, in 
his judgment, a just determination of the facts in issue would be thereby 
promoted, may modify, enlarge and extend those exceptions now recognized 
and allowed in the State Courts to be rules which require the production of 
primary and original evidence only. 

Sec. 13. It is hereby declared to be the duty of all members of the Churcli 
to atend and give evidence, when duly summoned to do so, in any Ecclesiasti- 
cal trial or investigation under authority of the Church. 

Each witness, before giving his testimony, shall take the usual oath re- 
quired in the State Courts, but any witness may be allowed to affirm instead. 

Sec. 14. A judgment may be rendered by a majority of the Court, except 
that a judgment of deposition from the Ministry shall be rendered by a 
unanimous Court. Every judgment shall specify those counts in the present- 
ment on which the accused is held to be guilty and those on which he is held 
to be not guilty, and shall recommend the sentence to be pronounced on the 
accused. 

The Bishop shall pronounce the sentence recommended by the Court, and 
no greater sentence; but he may make the sentence less if, in his opinion, a 
less sentence would be commensurate with the offense committed. 

Before pronouncing any sentence the Bishop shall summon th^ accused, 
and any two or more Clergymen, to meet him at such time as he may ap- 
point, in some church, to be designated by him, which shall be open at the 
time for all persons who choose to attend; the sentence shall then and there 
be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But no sentence shall be pronounced 
until the expiration of thirty days from the date of the final judgment in 
the case. 

If the judgment of the Court be "not guilty," the Bishop shall give his 
certificate and acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of tlie presentment 
and specifications, and the accused shall not be subject to a second trial on 
the same charge. 

Sec. 15. Within twenty days after notice of the judgment of the Court 
to the accused, he may make application for a new trial to the Bishop, who 
shall submit the same to the Chancellor for his opinion. After considering 
said application and the opinion of the Chancellor, the Bishop shall grant 
or refuse a new trial. 

« 

^hould a new trial be grranted by the Bishop or by the Court of Review, on 
appeal, provided for by the General Canons, the Court for the second trial 
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s&all be selected in the same manner as the Court was selected for the first 
trial, except that the names of the Presbyters constituting the Court on the 
first trial shall not be included in the lists of Priests from which the selection 
for the second trial is to be made. In other respects the procedtire on the 
second trial shall be similar to that prescribed for the first trial. 

Sec. 16. Should the accused refuse or neglect to appear and defend, or 
refuse or neglect any duty imposed upon him in this Canon or by the Court, 
he shall be adjudged to be in contumacy and be thereupon suspended; and, 
should he so continue for three months, shall be degraded from the Ministry 
by the Bishop. 

Sec. 17. Should there be no Chancellor, or should the Chancellor be in- 
capacitated from performing the duties laid upon him by this Canon, a Chan- 
cellor shall be elected by the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 18. Should there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee shall request 
the Bishop of some other Diocese to perform all the duties assigned in this 
Canon to the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Sec. 19. The reasonable costs and expenses of an Ecclesiastical trial, in- 
cluding the attendance of witnesses, when allowed by the Chancellor, shall 
be paid by the Diocese. 

In case the accused Minister is acquitted, his expenses, when allowed by the 
Chancellor, shall be paid by the Diocese on recommendation of the Court 

Sec. 20. The Bishop may, upon the recommendation of the Standing Com- 
mittee, suspend any Clergyman against whom proceedings are instituted 
under this Canon from the exercise of his official duties pending the trial. If 
a Clergyman of this Diocese, while under suspension after trial and sentence, 
shall repeat the offense upon which he is suspended, he shall be presented and 
tried for the offense committed during such suspension, just as if no such 
suspension existed. 

Sec. 21. Nothing herein contained shall deprive the accused of the right 
of appeal under the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention, but 
pending said appeal the accused shall stand suspended from the exercise of 
all ministerial and official duties. 

CANON XXIX. 

The Election of a Bishop. 

Section 1. When the Episcopate of the Diocese becomes vacant by death 
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or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall meet within ten days, if prac- 
ticable, and take such order as in their judgment the bept interests of the 
uiocese require. If it be more thau sixty days before the meeting of the 
Annual Council, they may call a special Council; if six months, they shall 
call one. 

« 

Sec. 2. The election of a Bishop or a Bishop Coadjutor shall be in the fol- 
lowing manner: The President shall lead the Council in prayer for the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit, time being given also for private prayer. Nomina- 
tions shall then be in order, and, when closed, the Secretary shall call the 
roll of the Clergy, and as each Clergyman's name is called he shall deposit his 
ballot with the tellers. The roll of the Parishes and Organized Missions 
(each Organized Mission being entitled to one-third of a vote) shall then be 
called by the Secretary, and as each Parish is called shall deposit its vote 
with the tellers, and likewise the delegates from Organir-ed Missions shall 
deposit their ballots, on each of which the name of the Mission shall be 
plainly written. The votes of each Order shall then be separately counted and 
separately announced. The concurrent vote of both Orders shall be neces- 
sary to a choice. Immediately after an election the Council shall proceed to 
sign the Canonical testimonials. 

CANON XXX. 

The Cathedral of S. Philip, in the Diocese of Atlanta. 

Section 1. S. Philip's Church, in the City of Atlanta, is hereby continued 
as the Cathedral Church of the Diocese under the name of "The Cathedral 
of S. Philip in the Diocese of Atlanta." 

(a) To afford the Diocesan a place where of right he may at any and 
all times administer the duties pertaining to his office; and may officiate at 
will, in preaching or in any public ministration; and for said purposes may 
appoint services at his discretion. 

(b) To be the centre of Diocesan Unity and administration, and 

(c) To be the centre of Church Extension, — educational, social and elee- 
mosynary. 

Sec. 2. The local governing body of said Cathedral shaU be known as the 
Cathedral Chapter and shall consist of ten (10) communicants of said Church, 
annually elected by the congregation thereof. It shall be invested with all the 
rights and charged with all the duties with which vestries are invested and 
charged by the Canons of the Diocese except as may be provided by the 
Council of the Diocese or by its authority. 

Sec. 3. The Dean of the Cathedral, elected by the Cathedral Chapter on the 
nomination of the Bishop, shall be the presiding officer of the Cathedral 
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Chapter; and he shall have all the powers and privileges usually enjoyed by 
the Rector of a Parish and shall likewise be charged with like duties, except 
as the same may be otherwise provided by the Diocesan Council or by its 
authority. 

Sec. 4. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be the Chief Minister in charge 
of the Cathedral with power to prescribe the worship therein and the uses 
thereof in conformity with the Book of Common Prayer and with the Con- 
stitution and Canons of the Church, Diocesan and General. 

Sec. 5. The Governing Body of said Cathedral in its relation to the Diocese 
shall be the Cathedral Board of Trustees, hereafter to be mcorporated and 
organized pursuant to the authority given by the Diocesan Council. Said 
Board of Trustees shall be charged with such- duties relative to the adminis- 
tration of the properties which may be conveyed to it in trust for the Cathe- 
dral, and in relation to the administration «of the said Cathedral as may from 
time to time be prescribed by the Diocesan Council. 

Sec. 6. The delegates to the Annual Council of the Diocese from said 
Church shall be elected in the same manner as representatives of Parish 
Churches are elected unless otherwise provided by the Diocesan Council or 
its authority. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Trustees shall meet on the call of the Bishop upon 
ten (10) day's notice or upon the request of any five (5) members; six mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum, provided the Diocese and the Parish be 
equally represented. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees of the Cathedral shall have as its first 
duty the maintenance and development of the Cathedral in accordance with 
its purposes as declared by the Diocesan Council. The said Board of Trus- 
tees shall have power to enact such By-Laws, rules, regulations and statutes 
for its governance and the government of the Cathedral as in its opinion may 
be expedient and not in conflict with the Constitution or Canons of the 
Diocese. 

CANON XXXI. 

Candidates for the Ministry. 

A Committee on Candidates for the Holy Ministry shall be annually elected 
by the Council, consisting of two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the Bishop 
as ex-officio Chairman. Said committee shall seek out young men for the 
mfaiistry, and when needful, aid in their education. For this purpose they 
shall devise ways and means for creating a fund to be used under its super- 
vision. Said Committee shall report annually to the Council. 
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CANON XXXII. 

Deputies to General Convention. 

Every Deputy to the General Convention who may be unable to attend its 
sessions, shall, as soon as the fact of his Inability is ascertained, send his res- 
ignation as such Deputy to the Bishop who shall, as soon as practicable, fill 
the vacancy by appointing one of the alternates in the order in which they 
are chosen by the Council. The alternate so appointed shall be of the same 
Order as the Deputy who resigned. If none of the alternates so elected should 
accept such appointment, the Bishop may appoint a Deputy of like qualificar 
dons as the Deputy who resigned. Should a vacancy occur during the session 
of the General Convention, the Deputies present from this Diocese may fill 
the vacancy by electing one qualified to hold the office. 

CANON XXXIII. 

General Clergy Relief. 
At each Annual Council there should be elected a Committee consisting of 
three Clergymen, to be known as the Committee on General Clergy Relief, 
whose duty it shall be to co-operate with the Bishop and the General Secre- 
tary of the said F\ind in securing contributions to said Fund and disseminat- 
ing information concerning it. Said Committee shall report annually to the 
Council. 

CANON XXXIV. 

Vacancies. 

Every Committee or Board elected by the Council or appointed by its au- 
thority shall have power to fill any vacancy which may occur in its body. If 
any individual elected or appointed to perform a duty (other than as member 
of a committee) die, or remove from the Diocese, or shall decline to serve, the 
Ecclesiastical Authority shall appoint another. Every expense incurred l^ 
any member of such Committee or individual during the Council incident to 
the discharge of his duties shall be paid by the Treasurer of the Diocese on 
proper vouchers therefor. 

CANON XXXV. 

Legal Rights Not Prejudiced by Canons. 

Nothing in these Canons shall prejudice the legal rights of any Parish or 
Vestry already existing by act of incorporation. 
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CANON XXXVI. 

Miscellaneous Provisions. 

Section 1. In all cases In which a Canon directs a duty to be performed 
or a power to be exercised by the Standing Cemmittee, or by the Clerical 
members thereof, or by any body consisting of several members, a majority 
of the members, the whole being duly cited to meet, shall be a quorum; and 
a majority of the quorum so convening shall be competent to act, unless the 
contrary be expressly required by Canon or an existing charter, or by the 
General Convention. 

Sec. 2. No proposed alteration of, or addition to, these Canons shall be 
considered by the Council until such proposed alteration or amendment shall 
have been referred to and reported upon by a Committee, except by a 
two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 3. All Canons and resolutions of the Diocese of Atlanta, In conflict 
with the foregoing Canons are hereby repealed. 

Rules of Order. 

RULE 1. 

On the first day of the session of the Council, Divine Service being ended, 
a recess of fifteen minutes shall be taken, and the Council shall then be called 
to order by the Bishop. The Secretary of the last Council, or, in his ab- 
sence, some other person appointed by the Bishop or presiding officer, shall 
then call the roll of Clerical and Lay members, the same having been previ- 
ously prepared by him. The list of members made by the Secretary shall be 
prima facie evidence of their right to a seat in the Council. If the Bishop be 
absent, the Priest present, who is senior in Canonical residence, shall call 
the council to order and direct the Secretary to call the roll of Clerical and 
Lay members. If a quorum be present, the Council shall then proceed to 
elect a President pro tempore. 

RULE 2. 

The Council having been thus organized, the first business thereafter shall 
be the election of a Secretary. The Secretary may appoint an Assistant 
Secretary. 

RULE 3. 

The President shall then appoint he following regular Committees: 

1. On Claims of Clergymen and Delegates to Seats in the Council. To 
consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 
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2. On Admission of Parishes into Union with the Council. To consist 
of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

3. On the State of the Church. To consist of three Clergymen and two 
Laymen. 

4. On Constitution and Canons. To consist of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

5. On Unfinished Business. To consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

6. On the University of the South. To consist of two Clergymen and 
three Laymen. 

RULE 4. 

All matters for consideration of committees may then be presented far 
reference. 

RULE 5. 

The following reports in the order herein named shall then be read, towit: 
Reports from the Registrar, from the Standing Committee, from the Commit- 
tee on the General €lergy Relief, from the Committee on Candidates for the 
Holy Ministry, from the Treasurer of the Diocese> from the Board of Officers 
of the Corporation, from the Board of Missions, from the Treasurer of the 
Board of Missions and from the Finance Committee. These reports, after 
being read, may be referred to the appropriate committees or laid on the 
table, except that the three reports last mentiond shall be made special orders. 

RULE 6. 

Prayer shall be offered for Missicms at noon of each day's session of the 
Council. 

RULE 7. 

The Bishop's address and report from the Committee on Credentials shall 
be in order at any time. 

RULE 8. 

Motions, notices and resolutions shall then be in order 

RULE 9. 

On the second and every succeeding day during the session of the Council, 
after Morning Prayer, the order of business, which shall not be departed 
from without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, shall be as 
follows: 
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1. Call of roll and adding thereto names of delegates presented since call 
of the previous day. 

2. Reading, correcting and approving minutes of the preceding day. 

3. Reports from regular committees. 

4. Reports from special committees. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. Notices, resolutions and miscellaneous business. 

RULE 10. 

Flections may be held at any time when ordered by a resolution of the 
Council. 

RULE 11. 

The reports of Committees shall be in writing and shall be received with- 
out motion. 

All reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion 
by the Council shall be accompanied by specific resolutions for consideration 
of the Council. 

RULE 12. 

No motion shall be put until it is seconded, and when seconded it shall 
be stated by the President before it is voted upon. Every resolution shall 
be reduced to writing and be read to the Council. 

RULE 13. 

If the question in debate contains several distinct propositions, any mem- 
ber may have the same divided. 

RULE 14. 

When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received unless 
to lay upon the table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a time specified, 
to commit, to amend; and motions for any of these purposes shall have pre- 
cedence in the order herein named. But a substitute for a proposition 
amended, or for which an amendment is proposed, shall be in order before the 
main qi^estion or amendment. 

The question of order herein stated shall not be held as exhaustive; but 
ail questions not herein provided for shall be controlled by general parlia- 
mentary law. 

RULE 15. 

Motions to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. The motion 
to adjourn shall always be in order.

RULE 16. 

On a question being put by the President, it shall be determined by the 
sound of voices for or against it; but any member may require a diTision, or 
one Clergyman and two Laymen may call for a vote by Orders. 

RULE 17. 

All motions to reconsider shall be made only on the same or succeeding 
day, and by one voting with the majority; nor shall any question be recon- 
sidered more than once. 

RULE 18. 

All questions of order shall be decided by the presiding officer, subject to 
an appeal to the Council. 

RULE 19. 

When any member is about to speak in debate, or present any matter to 
the Council, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

RULE 20. 

No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate without leave 
of the Council. 

RULE 21. 

Every member present, when a question is put, shall vote, unless excused 
by the Council. 

RULE 22. 

No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Council unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 

RULE 23. 

The Council may, on motion, at any time, refer the subject matter upon 
consideration to the Committee of the Whole; said Committee shall select 
its Chairman, and, after consideration of the matter referred to, report back 
to the Council as soon as practicable. 

RULE 24. 
When the Council Is about to adjourn, every member shall keep his seat 
until the President shall leave the chair. 

RULE 26. 
Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the minutes 
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of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected and approved, after 
which the Council shall dose with such religious services as the President 
may direct. 

RULE 26. 

No standing Rule of Order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded without 
one day's previous notice to that effect, unless by an affirmative vote of 
two-thirds. 

RULETS OF THE VESTRY OP AN ORGANIZED MISSION 

The Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
United States of America, and of the same Church in the Diocese of Atlanta, 
are hereby recognized as authority for the guidance of this Vestry. 

Rule 1. The Bishop of the Diocese, ex-offlcio, or in his absence, the Priest 
in charge, shall preside at all meetings of the Vestry, or of the congregation. 
In a vacancy the Senior Warden shall preside. 

Rule 2. The Vestry is charged with the administration of the temporal 
affairs of the church, and under guidance of the Minister, shall endeavor to 
promote the Extension work of the Church and to maintain the regular and 
well-ordered worship of Almighty God in said church. 

Rule 3. The regular meetings of the Vestry shall be held every month 
upon such days and hours as shall be agreed upon by the Vestry. Special 
meetings may be called by the Bishop, or by the Minister or by any three 
members of the Vestry, made in writing and mailed or delivered two days in 
advance of the meeting. The summons must be sent to all members, and 
must specify the object of the meeting, and no business shall be considered 
other than that which is named in the summons. In the Vestry, each mem- 
ber, Including the Minister, shall have an equal right, in proposing and dis- 
cussing, and a right to vote. The President, for the time being, shall have 
the casting vote in case of a tie. All elections, and all questions of dismissal, 
shall be by ballot. 

Rule 4. Four of the members, duly convened, are a quorum for business, 
provided that either the Bishop or Minister, or Senior Warden be present. 

Rule 5. The Bishop shall annually, before May 1st. appoint four members 
of the Vestry, a Senior Warden, a Junior Warden, a Treasurer and a Secre- 
tary; but in case of need these latter two offices may be combined. These 
four members, with the Minister, may elect four more men of the Mission 
to complete the Vestry, subject to the judgment of the Bishop. 

Rule 6. The Congregation will assemble, upon public notice of the Rector 
or Senior Warden, not later than May 1st, for the election of one delegate 
to the Diocesan Council. 
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Rule 7. It shall be the duty of the Wardens to open the church, under the 
direction of the Minister, to see that the same is kept clean and in good 
repair, and that it be provided with all the necessary things to conduct the 
services of the Church decently and in order. They shall also provide, under 
the direction of the Minister, the bread and wine for the Holy Communion, 
take charge of the Communion Service, Linen, Books, etc., belonging to the 
Mission, and shall endeavor, in the absence of a Minister, at any time, to 
keep up the services with regularity. 

Rule 8. The Senior Warden is the Assistant to the Minister in making 
provisions for the maintenance of Divine Services. In the absence of the 
Minister he shall provide a Minister for the time. In the absence of a Min- 
ister, the Senior Warden shall have charge of the Church Register and make 
all necessary entries therein; he shall also attend to any correspondence by 
and for the Mission. 

Rule 9. The Jimior Warden is charged with the maintenance of order, 
courtesy and hospitality on occasions of public worship. 

Rule 10. The offerings received in the church, after having been counted 
by the Junior Warden and the Secretary, or two appointees of the Minister, 
shall be turned over to the Treasuer. 

Rule 11. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive or collect all 
moneys contributed by the Mission, and to disburse what is iQcally necessary, 
under the order of the Vestry, and to remit its pledged portion monthly to 
the Treasurer of Missions, or to the Minister. 

Rule 12. The minutes of the Vestry shall be carefully preserved by the 
Secretary. * The Vestry shall report to the Bishop whenever by him desired. 

Rule 13. Any member of the Vestry who absents himself from three regu- 
lar meetings, consecutively, shall ipso facto be considered to have tendered 
his resignation as a member of the Vestry, unless satisfactory excuse is 
offered. All vacancies in the Vestry may be filled by election by the Vestry, 
upon nomination of the Bishop. 

Rule 14. It shall be the duty and prerogative of the Minister to appoint 
a sexton, organist, choir, superintendent of Sunday School, or any other offi- 
cer that he may find necessary; in the absence of a Minister, such appoint- 
ments may be made by the Vestry, which shall, in all cases, determine the 
salary to be paid. 

Rule 15. Every member of the Mission is expected to name a certain sum, 
every week or month, to be paid toward the support of the Mission, whether 
it be large or small, as €U)d has blessed them. 
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Rule 16. The Mission shall report to the Bishop at the time of the Annual 
Council, through the Missionary, or if there be none in charge* through the 

Wardens. 

Rule 17. The failure of the people of the Mission to fulfill their stipula- 
tions shall warrant the Bishop in withdrawing the Missionary. 

Rule 18. The order of business at all regular meetings shall be as follows: 

1. Call to order. 

2. Prayer. 

3. Roll call. 

4. Consideration of minutes of the previous regular meeting and of inter- 
vening special meetings. 

5. Reports of officers. 

6. Reports of Standing Committees. 

7. Reports of Special Committees. 

8. Consideration of Ways and Means. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
10. Adjournment.

"Resolved, I. That the Committee on the State of the Church 
in the Diocese be made a permanent body to consist of three clergy- 
men and two laymen, they to be appointed annually by the chair; 
that said committee be required to meet once every three months, 
their traveling expenses for attendance on said meetings to be borne 
by the Diocese; that these meetings shall be held in order to discuss 
the state of the Diocese and of the Church. To this committee may 
be referred any matter that the Bishop shall think worth while, but 
this committee shall also have power of considering questions on 
its own initiative, especially as to how to make the Church more 
of a power in the life of today. 

"Resolved, II. That this committee shall report quarterly in 
writing to the Bishop and annually to the Council through the 
Bishop." 

These resolutions were adopted. 

"Resolved, III. That the Committee on Eifdowment of the Epis- 
copate, already created, be directed to take immediate steps to 
increase the Permanent Fund without waiting for wars to end 6r 
times to improve, but believing this to be God's work and that this 
is no time for delay." 

This resolution was adopted. 

Resolved, IV, concerning printing of post-cards for notice of 
removal of communicants was laid on the table. 
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"Resolved, V. That a committee of two clergymen and one lay- 
man be appointed by the chair to revise the form of Parochial Re- 
ports in line with the recommendations of the Committee on the 
State of the Church, and that said committee report to the next 
Council." 

Moved, by Mr. E. C. Peters, that this resolution be referred to the 
Committee on the State of the Church, to be appointed by the chair 
with power to act. The motion was carried. 

"Resolved, VI. That all information printed in the Journal from 
the Parochial Reports be printed in extenso under the name of the 
Church reporting, and that this be referred to the Committee on 
the State of the Church.'' 

This resolution was carried. 

"Resolved, VII. That the Secretary, under the Bishop's super- 
vision, print and distribute to the clergy in numbers sufficient to 
supply the probable demand, a brief digest of the proceedings of 
this Council containing the great outstanding items of the Bishop's 
address, with a record of the important acts of this Council as likely 
to interest our people." 

This resolution was carried. 

"Resolved, VIII. That a committee of two clergymen and two 
laymen be appointed by the chair, with power to act, in the matter 
of arranging with one of the large weekly church papers for the 
publication of news from this Diocese regularly, in large quantities, 
and for the securing of special rates of subscription from said paper 
upon condition of such subscription being paid in advance and such 
news being published frequently, and with some of the daily papers 
of the Diocese, and that the Council be asked to specify the papers 
of its choice." 

This resolution was referred, by motion, to the Committee on the 
State of the Church. 

"Resolved, IX. That a committee of two clergymen and one 
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layman be appointed to consider and report to the next Council the 
expediency and the desirability of such a change in the scope of the 
work of the Appleton Church Home as may provide for our meeting 
the dire need of education of girls of moderate means in this and 
in nearby commonwealths." 

The resolution was carried, and the chair appointed the Rev. 
Messrs. C. H. Lee, L. B. Richards and Mr. N. K. Smith. 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church, as a 
whole, was referred to the next Diocesan Conference. 

Dean Benedict then presented the report of the Committe on the 
University of the South. The accompanying resolution of the ap- 
portionment of $2,000 to the Diocese on the basis of Diocesan As- 
sessment was carried. 

The report as a whole was adopted and ordered printed. (Ap- 
pendix XX.) 

Upon motion, the Rev. Walter Mitchell, of the Porter MiUtary 
Academy, of Charleston, S. C, was accorded the floor. He was 
introduced by the Bishop and spoke upon the subject of Church 
Schools for the education of boys. 

The report of the Committee on' Dispatch of Business was pre- 
sented by the Rev. H. F. Saumenig and was adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Admission of New Parishes was 
presented by the Rev. L. B. Richards, with the following resolution : 

"Resolved, That the parish of S. James, Macon, be admitted into 
union with the Council of the Diocese of Atlanta, provided that 
said parish file with the ecclesiastical authority within thirty days 
the Articles of Association as per Canon XVIII, Section I, Para- 
graph 4, properly dated to correspond with their application. 

Upon adoption of the resolution, S. James, Macon, was admitted 
as a parish and the delegate, Mr. O. A. Coleman, was seated. 

Rev. H. D. Phillips presented the report of the Nominating Com- 
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mittee and the Secrefary of the Council being so instructed, cast the 
ballot for the following gentlemen:

H. Lee, 
Messrs. Z. D. Harrison, Thomas Egleston and T. E. Berry were 
elected. 

The report of the Committee on Nominations for the Cathedral 
Board of Trustees was presented by the Rev. V. C. Lacey, naming 
Rev. Messrs. H. D. Phillips, R. R. Claiborne, G. E. Benedict, Messrs. 
Thomas Egleston, H. L. Parry and C. L. Bunting. 

On motion, the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of 
the Council, which was done, and the nominees were declared elected. 

Invitations were received from Christ Church, Macon; S. Peter's 
Church, Rome, and Grace Church, Gainesville, for the meeting of 
the next Diocesan Council. On a ballot being taken, Gainesville re- 
ceived twenty votes, Rome thirteen and Macon nine. The Secretary 
was instructed, by motion, to cast the ballot for Grace Church, 
Gainesville, which motion prevailed and the ballot was cast. 

Col. Z. D. Harrison offered the following resolution: 

"Resolved, That the fourth resolution on page 28 of the Journal 
of the Seventh Annual Meeting of the Council be amended by add- 
ing thereto, "Provided that the parochial lot be likewise so conveyed." 

Upon motion, the resolution was carried. 
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At this point, the Bishop presented to the House the report of the 
Secretary of the Woman's Auxiliary. Upon motion, the report 
was received and ordered printed in the Journal. It was moved that 
the Bishop be requested to express the appreciation of the Council, 
which was unanimously carried by a rising vote. (Appendix XXV.) 

The Bishop complimented the Woman's Auxiliary upon its splen- 
did service. 

Rev. H. D. Phillips presented a supplementary report of the 
Committee on Nominations: 

For Diocesan Committee on General Clergy Relief — ^Rev. Messrs. 
S. A. Wragg, V. C. Lacey, Thos. Duck, and they were elected. 

For Diocesan Board of Missions — Rev. Messrs. John R. Atkin- 
son, R. K. Smith, W. W. Memminger, R. R. Claiborne, H. F.

The chair announced the appointment of the Rev. Messrs. W. W. 
Memminger, A. E. Day and Prof. J. H. T. MacPherson as the 
three members of this board as required by Canon XVI, as amended. 

The baUot for the election of the Clerical Trustee of the University 
of the South resulted in the election of Rev. H. D. Phillips. 

The chair announced the appointment of the Standing Committee 
on the State of the Church: Rev, Messrs. C. H. Lee, Thomas Duck, 
J. R. Atkinson, Messrs. E. C. Peters, R. W. Graves. 

The Rev. L. B. Richards reported for the Special Committee on 
the Nation-wide Preaching Mission, to which were attached two 
resolutions. 
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"Resolved, I. That this Council endorses the call to the whole 
Church for a Nation-wide Preaching Mission at the beginning of the 
next Advent season, and urges upon the clergy and laity of the 
several parishes and missions of the Diocese of Atlanta that they 
prepare for the efficient carrying out of this great enterprise/' 

Upon motion, this resolution was carried. 

"Resolved, II. That for the carrying into effect of the foregoing 
resolution, the Bishop of the Diocese be requested to appoint a com- 
mittee consisting of one clergyman from each' of the five Convoca- 
tions, each clergyman so appointed to be the Executive Secretary 
to arrange with the other clergy for the missions to be held in his 
Convocation, said committee to constitute an Executive Committee 
of which the Bishop shall be the permanent Chairman and to meet 
from time to time at the call of the Bishop. 

Upon motion, this resolution was carried, and the chair appointed 
the following committee:

Rev. Troy Beatty presented a supplementary report of the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons with reference to Canon XI, which 
was adopted as follows: 

"That Canon XI, on Special Offerings, be amended by inserting 
in place of (a) and (b) the following: 

"(a) On the first Sunday in Advent, or the Sunday before or 
after, for Domestic Missions, unless by some other arrangement the 
apportionment of the parish is met. 

"(b) On the first Sunday after Epiphany, or the Sunday before or 
after, for Foreign Missions, unless the apportionment of the parish 
is met by some other arrangement. 

"2. That Sections (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) and (f) be renum- 
bered to read (c), (d), (e), (f), (g) and (h), so that Canon XI 
will read as follows:" (Appendix XXI.) 
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Rev. I. M. Merlin Jones, D. D., reported for the special committee 
on the message to President Wilson, presented by the Rev. S. A. 
Wragg, and moved its adoption, which was seconded. 

Rev. Troy Beatty presented the following resolution as a sub- 
stitute : 

"Resolved, That the following message be sent to His Excellency 
Woodrow Wilson, President of the United States: 

"The Bishop, clergy and laity of the Diocese of Atlanta, in Coun- 
cil assembled, assure you of their deep sympathy with you in the 
grave and weighty responsibilities which God in His wise Providence 
has placed upon you as Chief Executive of our beloved nation in 
this time of world-wide sorrow, confusion and distress. We tender 
our constant and loyal support in all your eiforts to maintain peace 
with all the world — peace, with the dignity and honor becoming 
a Christian nation, a free republic and a united people. Our constant 
and fervent prayers will go up to Almighty God for the guidance of 
His Holy Spirit for you and all others in authority ; that all things 
may be so ordered and settled upon the best and surest foundations ; 
that peace and happiness, truth and justice, religion and piety may 
be established among us for all generations, and that the course of 
this world may be so peaceably ordered by His governance, that 
the people of this whole world may be drawn together to serve Him 
in all godly quietness and to walk in the ways of truth and peace 
as the children of one God and Father of us all." 

The substitute prevailed. 

Upon motion, the Bishop was asked to lead the House in prayer 
for the President of the United States. 

The following resolution of thanks was offered by the Rev. J. 
Thomas Murrish, D. D. : 

"Resolved, That the hearty thanks of this Council be and they are 
gratefully tendered Rev. Randolph R. Claiborne, his wife and all the 
members of S. James' Church, Marietta, for their admirable and 
efficient arrangements for the accommodation and entertainment of 
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the Council; to the people of Marietta for their abundant and 
gracious hospitality and to all who have helped to make the Council 
a success." 

The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

At this point, Council took recess until 8 p. m. 

SECOND DAY — ^Evening Session. 

Council reassembled for business at 8 p. m. 

Mr. Basil Stockbridge was appointed Acting Assistant Secretary. 

Rev. Thomas Duck rendered the report of the Board of Religious 
Education, and moved that the resolution on the training of Sunday 
School teachers, offered by Mr. James G. Thrower, from the Sunday 
School of the Church of the Epiphany, Atlanta, be referred to the 
Committee on Religious Education, and be printed in the Journal. 
The resolution was carried. And second, that the program for 
Religious Education set forth by the General Board of Religious 
Education be printed in the Journal. (Appendix XV.) 

^ Upon motion, the resolution to limit the Missionary Board to 
such amounts as were accepted- by the parishes and missions was 
reconsidered. Upon reconsideration, the motion was laid upon the 
table. 

Rev. S. A. Wragg presented the report of the Committee on 
General Missions. The report was received. 

Upon motion, the Bishop was requested to apportion to the 
parishes and missions of the Diocese the sum of $5,600 upon the 
same basis as the Diocesan Assessment. 

The report of the committee was ordered printed in the Journal. 
(Appendix XXII.) 

Upon motion of the Rev. S. A. Wragg, the Bishop was requested 
to appoint a day for the taking of an offering in the parishes and 
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missions of the Diocese for the Emergency Fund of the General 
Board of Missions. 

The motion prevailed, and the Bishop announced July Fourth 
as the date for the taking of such offering. 

The report of the Committee on Social Service was postponed. 

The election of Deputies and Alternates to the coming Provincial 
Synod resulted as follows:

Rev. S. A. Wragg presented the report of the Committee on the 
Church Pension Fund, which, by order of the Council, was recom- 
mitted to the committee and was recommended to the next Council 
to be made a special order for the first day. 

Upon motion, the time for the meeting of the next Council was 
set for Wednesday, May 17th, 1916. 

The place of meeting being, by order, reconsidered, the Council 
reaffirmed its choice of Grace Church, Gainesville, as its next meet- 
ing place on May 17th, 1916. 

Rev. L. B. Richards presented the following resolution: 

"Resolved, That a Committee on Dispatch of Business be ap- 
pointed by the chair now or in the interim, to prepare and present 
a preliminary report immediately after the organization of the next 
Council." 

The resolution prevailed. 
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Upon motion of the Rev. L. B. Richards, the time of the meeting 
of the next Annual Diocesan Conference was left to the decision 
of the Bishop. The motion was carried. 

Mr. C. L. Pettigrew presented the report of the Committee on 
Memorials, which report was received and ordered printed in the 
Journal. 

Mr. R. W. Williams presented a supplementary report of the 
Committee on Finance in reference to delinquent churches, and upon 
motion the delegates of said parishes and missions were dul>' ac- 
credited. 

Upon motion of the Rev. L. B. Richards, the Bishop was au- 
thorized to certify to the correctness of the minutes of today's ses- 
sion. The motion prevailed. 

After prayers for the President of the United States and the 
Diocese and the Benediction, the Council adjourned sine' die.

APPENDIX I. 

ADDRESS OP THE BISHOP 
TO THE EIGHTH ANNUAL DIOCESAN COUNCIL. 

The Holy Spirit in the Church and Our Response to His Call. 

* S. Matt, xxviii; 20. I am with you alway. 

S. John xiv; 16,17. I will pray the Father, and He shall send you 
another Comforter, that He may abide with you forever; even the Spirit 
of Truth. 

The first of these promises of our Divine Master is incomprehensible 
without the second. It would be calculated to produce misunderstanding. 
I doubt not it did produce misconception in those who heard, because 
the full truth had not been revealed to them. 

But when the Holy Spirit was given He taught them and lead them 
unto truth; greater things than some the Master had taught them they 
learned, because He went to the Father that the Blessed Spirit might 
come. 

Our faith in Christ .means not only acceptance of His words, trust 
in His power, belief in His Person, but confidence in His promise. If 
we believe not His promise, we do not truly believe Him or in Him. 

To doubt that He will be with His Church alway, even to the end 
of the world (In some way or manner) is to deny His Word, to dls- 
believe His assurance; It Is to relinquish a faith which Is the condition 
of His presence. 

The only question to the disciple Is **How?" That He has Himself 
answered. "It Is expedient for you that I go away; for If I go not away 
the Comforter will not coiiie unto you; but If I depart, I will send Him 
unto you." (S. John xvL 7.) 

These words were spoken before His final promise — "I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the world," and are explained In the 
preceding promise. 

The connection Is apparent between the solemn promise of His con- 
tinuance. His announcement of His leaving them, the necessity for His 
departure and the sending of the Holy Ghost to abide forever. 

The promise Is not to the world but to those who should believe 
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I 

on God through His Name. The wor*d without His teaching, without ^ 
faith in Him, cannot receive it; but they who, through their conviction 
of His Deity, are led to believe on the Father are in a position to receive 
the fulfillment of that precious legacy which He has left to His Church. 

Without discussing the limits or bounds of His Church, or whether • 
this promise is possible of fulfillment in all respects in a divided Church; ' 
if His promise be true, the Holy Spirit is in the Church today to sustain, 
to guide, to teach, to lead, to substitute for Him. 

The lack of the full capacity to receive Him and to retain Him under 
disunity is a different, though kindred, question. 

It would seem to be the difference between full authority, power 
and eflSciency in a state of unity, as against incomplete, partly efficient 
capacity under existing conditions. But the fault is wholly with our- 
selves — with the use which the Church has made of the Great Gift. 

Is it not the greatest practical argument for Church unity that, il 
under the existing state of dissension, such marvellous results have been 
and are accomplished, effectiveness of a wholly united Church would 
be incomparably greater? 

Who knows how soon the answer to His prayer and word — ^"Thy 
Kingdom Come" — would be literally fulfilled? 

■ 

We are using the Holy Spirit, but not the full i)ower which the 
Spirit would impart if our divisions were healed. It is a truly remarkable 
fact, no figment or imagination, that since Unity has been in the mind 
and on the heart of the Church, since our desires, prayers, purposes and 
our mutual relations have been toward unity, the fruits of the Spirit have 
been more abundantly manifest. 

Church extension has felt the infiuence of the change wrought in 
all evangelizing agencies abroad. 

Intensification of the principles of Christ's Gospel follows the co- 
operative effort in the Men and Religion Movement. 

The desire to give suflicient training to every intelligent human 
being is among our foremost plans. 

To bring a sense of real brotherhood between all classes of men is 
the aim of all these. 

These all are manifestations corresponding with human desire and 
purpose to put ourselves under the operation of the Spirit of Unity. 

In evidence of what the Holy Spirit may yet do in and for the 
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Church, consider some of the things which He has accomplished in 
the past. 

1. In the midst of scientific negation, materialism, Jewish opposi- 
tion and spurious doctrine of men who would make gain out of a profession 
of faith, the Holy Spirit brought a great body of Christians in the third 
and fourth centuries to make a declaration of Christian truth, called the 
Creed, which nine- tenths of all believers confess today as representing 
the teaching of the Gospel, and which is daily growing in acceptance 
among those who have no proper **symbolum," or- putting together, of 
the cardinal facts of Christianity. 

2. In spite of organized obstructions, counter reforms and damaging 
association with the name of a voluptuous and head-strong king, the 
Spirit of God moved and guided to self-cleansing and the exercise of 
rightful liberty the ancient Church of England, which in the course 
of time has demonstrated that the necessity claimed by seceders could 
have been met in a better way, by internal reform instead of schism. 

The present day attitude of many denominations toward matters 
which were made the ground of dissension affords a convincing proof that 
the wave of prejudice has receded, differences have been minimized and 
many of the old objections have been lost to view. 

3. The same Divine Power inspired the Church of England to per- 
fonn the most wise and salutary act of furnishing the Sacred Scriptures 
in the vernacular and circulating God*s revelation among all English- 
speaking people; while as the further result of this blessed initiative 
versions have been provided in practically all spoken languages and in 
hundreds of dialects, the Bible being in some cases the first printed form 
to which human speech has been committed. 

4. Again, the Holy Spirit moved learned and devout men nearly 
400 years ago to supply a book of worship and of prayer so well adapted 
to human needs and emergencies that it is claimed as the common 
heritage of mankind along with the Bible, is valued as a common posses- 
sion and used very widely in place of extemporary forms and modes. 

5. To the same source is it to be ascribed that the six principles of 
the Gospel (Heb. vi. 1,2) have grown in acceptance and are secure in 
the belief and practice of by far the majority of Christian people. 

6. In the' mission fields first and later at home there has arisen 
and is rapidly on the increase an hearty and sympathetic co-operation of 
all believers in the study and application of methods, in the adoption 
of plans, in ways and means to extend the Church, in education, healing, 
dissemination of Christian literature and in civic betterment, and in a 
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multitude of forms which demand no sacrifice of essential faith or prin- 
ciple. 

7. Among the efforts to bring men to be of one mind in an house, 
peculiarly the oflice of the Blessed Spirit, may be mentioned the Edinboro 
Conference, the Church Commission on Faith and Order, the Federation 
of Churches, and the proposed Panama Conference to consider the needs 
of Latin-American countries. To which should be added the Student 
Volunteer Movement, the Laymen's Missionary Movement, the Men and 
Religion Movement and other subsidiary organizations which are bring- 
ing together for deliberation, for common prayer and for service thousands 
whose faith has been strengthened, knowledge increased and zeal fired 
without loss of any part of our Catholic heritage. 

It seems most important to review these vast and far-reaching effects 
of the Spirit in the Church. They must produce in us not only a thankful 
acknowledgment but a prayerful plea for their increase. And by such 
clear exhibitions of Divine power and good our eyes must be opened 
to the enormous waste which the Church has suffered and the tremendous, 
prevailing force waiting upon the restoration of organic unity. 

Conceive, if you oan, of the effect of an united Church cast as a 
solid body against heathenism abroad and savagery among the partici- 
pants of the terrible struggle of nations, or attacking political and social 
rottenness in their chief centers. 

Thus far I have referred to one side only of the Blessed Spirit's 
operations — those which concern the corporate institution — ^the Church, 
which as Christ's Vicegerent He established, and which, as might be 
shown by a multitude of examples. He directs, inspires and sustains 
today as He did in Apostolic days. 

The other is the individual or personal side of His manifestation, for 
He moveth men as He will and while generally, not necessarily, along 
any particular method, plan or system of which we are or the man 
himself is conscious. 

This is too plainly a subject of repeated revelation and attested by 
such abundant evidence in the inspired lives of men and women of all 
ages that it does not seem necessary to dwell upon or to illustrate it. 

"Holy men of old spake as they were moved — ^by the Holy Ghost" 
(II Peter i. 21) is S. Peter's testimony to a fact which is too often 
regarded as the compelling power of human effectiveness in the past; and 
not recognized as it should be the driving force of all present energies for 
good. 

Unless you are perfectly familiar with the recurrence of Scriptural

statements and the Church's repeated affirmations, you would be surprisul 
to find how full and complete is the Church's confessed dependence for 
herself and for her every paticular member upon the personal agency of 
the Third Person of the Blessed Trinity, under whose dispensation all 
things that are holy and beneficent are suggested, inspired, cultivated 
and ripened. 

Unfortunately the familiarity of far too many people extends only 
to the setting apart of ministers, His consecration of the Blessed Eucharist 
and the seven-fold gifts of Confirmation, as though once only bestowed 
in a lifetime and not continuously given to everyone desiring and seeking 
them. 

Too little thought is given to the abundant provision for personal 
sanctification which is the essential aim and purpose of every plan and 
motion spiritual. 

It is this above all things which at this juncture I desire to emphasize 
and insist upon. 

We are today feeling keenly the baneful result of habitual forget- 
fulness or disregard of the power that worketh in us mightily which is 
given to every man severally as He, the Spirit, wills to give it. 

Unless we not only note and observe this, but also studiously and 
steadfastly maintain it, we are bound to drift into a mere mechanism of 
life fully organized and equipped with all the instruments, plans, out- 
lines and forms along which the Holy Spirit may be pleased to work, 
but without the possession and continuance 'of the life- principle. There 
is a decided drift in this direction. 

Urged by the strength of mere intellectualism and humanizing mo- 
tives, we are in a state of perpetual organization for efficiency, eviscerated 
of spirituality. 

It is confessed that we can get men and women to work, to raise 
money, to lay plans for all kinds of external reform in methods of gov- 
ernment, of sociology, of civics and eugenics. But who dares assert that 
we can get the same people to pray, to be teachable of divine truth 
or to sacrifice themselves in giving of their possessions in a measure 
proper to their zeal in administration? 

Do we find any increase in the disposition to worship, in cultivating 
the doctrine of perfection, in edifying the Body of Christ? 

Are not personal holiness, strictness in living and individual account- 
ability for gifts and opportunities about the last things which are con- 
sidered necessary or important? 
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The spirit and practice of mysticism (not to be confounded with 
monasticism) are In danger of being lost in missionary endeavor, in 
educational efforts and sociology, which when thoroughly analyzed and 
stripped are after all but propagandism, business efficiency and socialism. 

Our people are not, it is true, engaged up to the level of thorough 
and effective service, and they never can be, they never ought to be 
until the reason is known why they should be thus engaged — until what 
they do becomes a consecrated service. 

With this caution and safeguard let. personal work go on and 
expand. For see what the field is right here at home. 

1. There are the innumerable stragglers to be rallied, the indifferent 
and careless to be aroused. 

2. There are the thousands to be sought out, to be influenced by 
our example, to be led and taught that they may know the meaning of 
our privileges. 

3. Nor let us stop short until we impart to them the vision of an 
endless life which has its beginning here, and is cultivated in an avowed 
and definite connection with the Church, and with some personal share 
in her beneficent purpose and work for mankind as the expression of 
our religion. 

"The manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal" (I Cor. xiL 7) whether wisdom, or knowledge, or faith, or healing, 
or miracles, or prophecy, or discerning of spirits, or tongues, or interpreta- 
tion. It is the selfsame spirit in each oase working, dividing up His 
gifts (I Cor. vii. 7) and uniting men into one body even in Christ. 

Read the whole chapter and the following and pray — 

"O God, who as at this time didst teach the hearts of thy faithful 
people, by sending to them the light of thy Holy Spirit; grant us by 
the same Spirit to have a right judgment in all things, and evermore to 
rejoice in His holy comfort; through the merits of Christ Jesus, our 
Saviour, who liveth and reigneth with thee, in the unity of the same 
Spirit, one God, world without end. Amen." 
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The Rev. George L. Lamont Gordon was a priest of wide 
experience and scliolarship. In 1875 he was a student in Oxford, 
England. He was ordered Deacon in 1876 by the Lord Bishop of 
Winchester, and in the same year was ordained Priest by the Bishop 
of Grahamstown, Province of South Africa. Besides his work in 
foreign parts, Mr. Gordon labored successfully in this country, as 
well as in Mexico and Alaska. He has given us a glimpse of his 
work in the latter place in a little book called "Experiences on the 
Yukon." He came to this Diocese in 1909, and during the time he 
was in active service here he made many, many friends by his 
genial and sympathetic manner — always forgetting himself for the 
good of others. He died November 28, 1914, and is buried among 
his parishioners and friends in Cartersville, Georgia.

The Rev. Clinton Hosmer Weaver, S. T. D., came to this Diocese 
in 1914, spending his time in Milledgeville and Toccoa. Dr. Weaver 
was ordered Deacon September, 1890, by Bishop Lyman, of North 
Carolina, and ordained Priest in February, 1892, by Bishop Watson, 
of East Carolina. He was a man of great attainments, and his min- 
istry in Wilmington, N. C. ; Grace Church, Lyons, and Trinity Church, 
Davenport, la.; Christ Church, Pompton, N. J., and S. Andrew's 
Church, Somerset, Md., was successful. Since coming to this Diocese 
his health was greatly affected, and though not able to discharge 
his duties as in former years, yet he had made warm friends, and 
was making more, who valued him for his work's sake, when death 
claimed him in Toccoa on March 25th. He was buried in Man- 
chester, Connecticut. 
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Mr. William N. Hawks was for many years a faithful member 
of this Diocese and of that of Georgia. He was a most devoted 
and useful leader in all spheres of the activities of the Diocese. 

Future members of this Council can hardly know what a noble 
Christian life this simple page commemorates. His deeds may be 
told, but the spirit of man that works for and among men, when 
glorified by the Spirit of God, cannot be measured in words. In his 
work in the world Mr. Hawks was a success, not in amassing a 
fortune, but in the example of industry, intelligence and probity. 
Early in his career he realized that the things that are seen are 
temporal, but the things that are not seen are eternal; and that 
strong, sweet influence of eternity touched his life and whole career, 
and turned its full stream into what he called "the dear old Mother 
Church," the bosom qf God on earth, until it ripened and brightened 
into perfect day. His was a realization of the poet's wonderful image, 

"Life, like a dome of many- colored glass. 
Stains the bright radiance of eternity." 

Mr. Hawks was the type that thousands of pulpits and millions 
of prayers are continually invoking the Holy Ghost to perfect out 
of the sons of men. His private life was pure, good and inspiring. 
His Church life was earnest, consecrated — we might say sanctified. 
Labor for the Church was transformed by love, and became a delight. 
His was the first place on vestries, in the Church's councils, and 
especially on the Board of Missions, that chief organ of the Church 
to carry on the direction of Christ Himself for the spread of His 
Kingdom. He was faithful to the end. 

While this Christian soldier in the Church militant was so 
rewarded, by his growth in grace and spiritual strength, by the 
loving esteem of all who knew him, how magnificent must be his 
reward in the Church triumphant! 

The beautiful hymn that was sung at his funeral was the song 
of the angels that carried him to rest: 

"The strife is o'er, the battle done. 
The victory of life is won; 
The song of triumph has begun, 
Alleluia !** 
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Louise Aydelott 
Sister Louise Entered Into Rest June 8th, 1914. 

Sister Louise entered the Appleton Church Home in the Winter 
of 1897 as a teacher. In 1898 she was ordered a Deaconess by 
Bishop Nelson in the Home, assisted by the Rev. O. H. Judd, Rector 
of S. Paul's Church, and the Rev. F. F. Reese, Rector of Christ 
Church. 

After the death of Sister Katherine, she was appointed head 
of the Home in March, 1905. Overcome by increasing frailty of an 
ever frail body, she retired from active service and sought health 
in California. She died in the Tennant Memorial Home, Pacific 
Grove, and was laid to rest at Hanford, California, the Bishop of the 
Diocese of San Joaquin saying the Burial Oflace. 

Sister Louise had a spirit of rare sweetness and delicacy, com- 
bined with a strength of character and will power that led her 
through difficulties that often seemed too great for her physical 
powers. "Just for today" was the prayer for strength and guidance 
to meet the great responsibilities of the Home. Her faith was deep 
and abiding and her love for God's little ones was the devotion of 
her life. In the hearts and character of the children she will ever 
live as a benediction. 

The Woman's Auxiliary of the Diocese of Atlanta realizes deeply 
the loss of this beloved woman, whose life was loyally spent in the 
loving service of Christ, and whose work shows the wisdom and 
consecration of that service. 

May she increasingly abound in the joy of the Master's service 
in the blessedness of the Paradise of God.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

Marietta, Ga., May 26, 1915. 
To the Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese elected by the Annual Coun- 
cil of 1914, was organized by the election of the Rev. C. B. Wilmer, D. D., 
as President and Z. D. Harrison as Secretary. 

On July 9, 1914, the Committee recommended Edward Lloyd Braith- 
waite and Anderson Thomas Stokes for admission as candidates for Holy 
Orders. 

The Committee gave its consent to the consecration of the Rev. 
William Cabell Brown, D. D., to be Bishop Coadjutor of the Diocese of 
Virginia. 

On October 29, 1914, the Committee gave its consent to the conse- 
cration of the Rev. Frederick William Faber, D. D., to be Bishop Coad- 
jutor of Montana; and to the consecration of the Very Reverend Walter 
Taylor Sumner, D. D., to be Bishop of Oregon; and also approved the 
choice by the House of Bishops of the Rev. George Coolidge Hunting to 
be Bishop of this Church in the Missionary District of Nevada; of the 
Rev. Herman Page, D. D., to be a Bishop of this Church in the Missionary 
District of Spokane; of the Rev. Hiram Hulse, to be a Bishop of this 
Church In the Missionary District of Cuba, and of the Rev. Paul Jones, 
to be a Bishop of this Church in the Missionary District of Utah. 

The application of Wilbur Q. Rogers with testimonials to be recom- 
mended for admission as a candidate for Holy Orders were presented. 

The Rev. Mr. Beatty raised the question as to whether or not an 
applicant for Orders is required by General Canon to present a Canonical 
Certificate signed by the Wardens and Vestrymen of the parish within 
the bounds of which the applicant resides. 

After consideration, the question raised was referred to the Secretary 
with direction to report at the next meeting of the Committee. 

On December 23, 1914, the Committee gave its consent to the con- 
secration of the Rev. Thomas Campbell Darst to be the Bishop of the 
Diocese of East Carolina, and to the consecration of the Very Reverend 
Paul Matthews to be Bishop of the Diocese of New Jersey. 

The Secretary submitted a report in the matter of the application of 
Wilbur Q. Rogers. Consideration of said report was deferred until the 
next meeting of the Committee. 

On April 15, 1915, the Committee gave its consent to the consecra- 
tion of the Rev. George Yemens Bliss, D. D., to be Rishop Coadjutor 
of the Diocese of Vermont; and recommended that the term of the can- 
didacy of James Harold Flye be shortened and that he be ordained to the 
Diaconate. 
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The Committee declined to recommend Wilbur Q. Rogers for admis- 
sion as a cadidate for Holy Orders, on the ground that in its opinion 
Canon 2 of the General Canons requires the applicant to furnish the Com- 
mittee with the certificate therein prescribed signed by the minister and 
a majority of the whole Vestry of the parish of Emmanuel Church, 
Athens. 

On May 26th, 1915, the Committee recommended the Rev. William 
B. Curtis for ordination to the Priesthood and Mr. Edgar L. Pennington 
for admission as a candidate for Holy Orders.

APPENDIX V. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF OFFICERS OF THE DIOCESAN 

CORPORATION. 

Marietta, Ga., May 26th, 1915. 
To the Eighth Annual Council of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

On May 28th, 1914, R. C. DeSaussure was elected Treasurer of the 
Diocesan Corporation and Z. D. Harrison, Secretary. The Bishop and 
Messrs. Egleston and Z. D. Harrison were appointed as the Committee 
on Finance and the clerical members of the Board were appointed, as 
the Committee to make distribution to the beneficiaries of the Widows' 
and Orphans' Fund. 

On October 29th, 1914, the Board received and audited the Treas- 
urer's Semi-annual Report. 

At the same meeting a complaint by the Treasurer of the Diocese 
relative to delinquencies by parishes and missions in the payment of Dio- 
cesan Assessments was presented. After consideration the Board directed 
that the Ministers and Treasurers of all delinquent parishes and missions 
be informed of said complaint and their attention be called to the pro- 
visions and requirements of Canon XII of the Diocese. 

On December 23rd, 1914, on the application of the Rev. W. W. 
Memminger and Miss Eva Richardson this Board requested the Board 
of Missions to pay one hundred dollars for repairs of the buildiug of Holy 
Innocents' Mission, out of any balance in its Treasury and received on 
the order of this Board from the Clinch-Walburg Fund. 

On information furnished by the Bishop relative to the non-payment 
of Diocesan Expenses, . the following Resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be asked to exercise the 
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authority grauted him by the Diocesan Council at its last session as shown 
on pages 16 and 85 of the Journal of said Council by procuring such loans 
as may be needful to enable him to pay. all demands due by the Diocese 
and payable by him. 

On May 25th, 1915, the President of the Corporation reported that 
under the authority given by the Board at its last meeting $58.96 had 
been expended for repairs on the building of the Holy Innocents* Mission. 

The annual Report of the Treasurer of the Corporation was pre- 
sented by the Finance Committee, which Committee reported that -it had 
audited the accounts of the Treasurer and had found that his report was 
correct. From said report it appears that the cori)us of the Clinch- Walburg 
Fund is $60,167.21, all of which is invested except $23.39. The income 
account of said fund has a cash balance of $189.02. The amount of 
interest due the said fund is $400. The corpus of the Widows' and Or- 
phans* Fund is $54,400.58. The CBsh balance to the credit of the corpus 
is $1,800, for which sum an investment has been found and will be made 
as soon as the titles can be examined and papers be prepared. The income 
account of said fund has a cash balance of $902.13. 

The corpus of the Permanent Fund for Support of the Episcopate is 
$16,659.31. The uninvested balance of the corpus is $19.31. To the 
account of the income account of said fund there is a cash balance of 
$19.10. 

During the year $2,000 was transferred from the income account of 
tlie Widows* and. Orphans* Fund to the corpus of said fund and $1,200 
from the income account of the Permanent Fund was paid to the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese. 

The foregoing report is respectfully submitted by order of the

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APPENDIX X. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Committee submits, with, hope of your approval and commen- 
dation, its report for the past twelve-month. 

Despite many untoward circumstances; the missions of the Diocese 
show in the main encouraging conditions. 

Your authorization of a Diocesan Missional'y has proven to be a pro- 
vision wiser than any of us could positively know. 

Without his competent and ever- ready assistance it would have 
been impracticable to give services in the numerous Churches which were 
vacant, either from inability to bear their local share of the expense or 
the difficulty of securing an adequate force of clergy, even if we had had 
the means to support them. 

The removal of one priest, the death of two of out clergy and the 
failure to secure a needed Priest, where provision was made, has thrown 
upon Rev. Thomas Duck a load from which he has never shrunk; but 
has ministered with remarkable regularity to Talbotton, Fort Valley, 
Milledgeville, Barnesville, Washington, Madison, Gr<»ensboro, Toccoa, 
Mount Airy, Elberton, Clarksville, Tallulah Falls, Tallapoosa, CarroUton, 
Austell, College Park and East Point, giving services quarterly or oftener 
at each of these places, with occasional week-day services besides; and 
the reports from these points will show that there has been little or no 
retrogression in most cases, while some are better off than they were 
a year ago. 

Upon the death of the Rev. G. L. L. Gordon, Cartorsville was com- 
mitted to Dr. Murrish, Rector at Cedartown. 

During the illness, ending fatally, of Dr. Weaver, Mr. Duck was 
charged with Toccoa and the connected group. 

Rev. Mr. Saumenig, withdrawn from the Georgia Railroad Missions 
in July, gave his attention for several mouths to College Park and East 
Point, which, however, have not developed to a state which would war- 
rant placing a priest among them, without some other duties. 

Milledgeville, both through the Bishop and the Vestry, has made 
many unsuccessful attempts to secure a Rector. 

In March, Mr. Curtis, ordained to the Diaconate, .gave up his work 
at LaGrange and was assigned to service at Fort Valley, Talbotton and 
Manchester, where he has met with great acceptance. 

The Mission for Colored People at LaGrange, S. Elizabeth, has made 
good progress and now owns a valuable parcel of ground for Church and 
School. 
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Reviewing the financial status of the Board. We started 
out with an appropriation from the Clinch- Walburg 

Fund of $ 3,500 00 

And apportioned to Parishes and Missions 5,142 95 

Total $ 8,642 95 

The actual receipts have been — 

From the Clinch-Walburg Fund $ 3,700 00 

Parishes and Missions 4,390 85 

8,090 85 

Leaving a deficit of 552 10 

as to apportionment. 

The deficit actually outstanding as to expectation of Parishes 

and Missions is of date, May 26th—: 1,216 22 

This would have created a debt against the Board but for the vacan- 
cies which have occurred. As it is, our necessity was just that much less 
and hence the Board will carry forward a small balance after meeting all 
obligations in full to May 1st. 

It must not be overlooked that the payment of the arrearages is 
necessary in order that we may start the year with a 9um to meet our 
early payments and to carry us over the dull months of Summer. 

But your Board must express its own supreme satisfaction that it 
has passed through such a critical year and congratulates the Diocese 
on the fidelity of the Parishes contributing. 

Your Board Is strongly of the opinion that the proper care and con- 
duct of the work of the Diocesan Missions will be immensely promoted 
when we are able to place in the field a second General Missionary, 
believing that with the labors involved and caring for so large a number" 
of vacancies, as from time to time occur, it is practically impossible for 
one clergyman in that capacity to accomplish any new or advanced 
work. 

We do- not feel that this is any time to draw back or to weaken in , 
our zeal and we, therefore, ask the adoption of a resolution that the sum 
to be pledged for Diocesan Missions for 1915-1916 be fixed at $5,000 
and that it be prorated in the same manner as are the Diocesan Expenses. 

We cannot close this report without expressing the deep sense of 
loss by everyone of our members in the passing of Captain W. N. Hawks, 
whose sympathy for the work was ever apparent. His experience and 
cautious judgment, coupled with a deep-seated and reverent faith, afforded 
us substantial help and true inspiration in the difi^lcult and often trying 
efforts of the Board. We ask that his name be referred through your 
Committee on Memorial.

REPORT OF DIOCESAN SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMISSION. 

Church of The Epiphany Sunday School* 

Atlanta, Ga., May 23rcl, 1915. 

Whereas, Bishoi) Nelson in his address to the Council at Its last 
annual convocation, made an eloquent appeal in the interest of the chil- 
dren of the Church, as follows: 

'*There ape, as I hope you know and believe, abundant tokens that 
I have not in the past been indifferent to this vitally important subject. 
Perhaps I have been too far ahead of my Diocese 'for it to follow, but I 
have not despaired that you will some day convert into a reality my 
pleadings for the children of the Church and my hope and prayer that 
greater provision may be made to insure for them not only a general 
religious atmosphere, but will create definite, i)ersonal impressions of the 
faith and morals of the Christians. 

In this age when every cause has its zealous advocates and every 
religion its propagandists, that institution would seem to be doomed to 
extinction which depends upon half an hour, more or less, of instruction 
once a week by a party of teachers which rarely numbers one expert or 
thoroughly efficient instructor in the list. 

*'Our times demand a change. The General Board of Religious Edu- 
cation of the Protestant Episcopal Church put you in the way of mak- 
ing it." 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the officers and members of this Sun- 
day School beg leave to second our Bishop in his efforts in the direction 
named and especiallj' in regard to the inefficiency of teachers. 

Resolved, That we prayerfully petition the coming Council in Marietta 
to take some definite action upon this subject, and formulate some plan 
by which the Sunday Schools of the Diocese may he enabled to secure 
expert and efficient teachers. 

Resolved, That as the Rector of each Church in the Diocese is the 
recognized head of the Sunday School and that the Council to which we 
appeal is composed of the heads of the Sunday School, we must look to 
them for instruction and relief in the matter referred to.

PROGRAM FOR A DIOCESAN BOARD OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

I. Principles of Work: 

The Diocesan Board of Religious Education should aim at an organic 
program of education which will reach the child at every stage in his 
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progress, from his home through the Sunday School, Day School, College, 
and possibly Theological School, and finally in the home which he may 
establish. Religious education should be so organized as to appeal to the 
achieving sense of the youth. He must hear the call to advance in the 
knowledge of God to develop his own spritual powers, and be unsatisfied 
unless each year contributes some progress. The home cannot do this 
alone; neither can the Sunday School, Day School, College nor the Theo- 
logical School, but all, working together as parts of a whole, can achieve 
this end. It is the province of a Diocesan Board to establish such a pro- 
gram as will cause the youth of the nation to realize that the Church is ever 
urging them to recognize higher motives than those animating so-called 
secular education. 

A Diocesan Board of Religious Education should (a) survey and 
study the Diocesan field in its educational relationships in religion, and 
(b) formulate ideals and standards, and (c) promote methods. 

II. Leadership : 

Any Diocese in which there are large centers of population, could 
profitably command the time and energy in part or the whole of an expert 
leader in education. This leader should be the administrative ofllcer of 
the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. If no such administrative officer 
can be provided, responsibility should, be concentrated in the hands of a 
very few effective volunteer leaders. 

III. Organization : 

(a) Besides the usual officers there should be working committees. 
While these committees should be in line with the departmental interests 
of the General Board, they should not be formed until Diocesan needs call 
them into existence. 

(b) Within the Diocese there should be sectional organizations by 
which groups of parishes geographically contiguous could send parochial 
reijresentatives to sectional meetings, institutes, etc., for discussion and 
training. 

IV. Types of Committees: 

1. Committee on Sunday Schools. 

The Sunday School organization being fundamental to the life of the 
Church and being the most developed in the Church's educational work, 
requires a large amount of attention. Therefore, a Diocesan Board should 
so organize as to direct and develoj) the educational activity in Sunday 
school work. Questions such as the following should direct this committee 
to its work : 

What is the educational efficiency of the Sunday Schools of the Dio- 
cese? 
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What method has the Diocese for measuring this efficiency? 

(a) By Teacher Training Organizations in Parishes and Diocese. 

(b) Bj^ Parochial programs of education (Curriculum). 

(c) By statistics. 

2. Conunitte on Religious Nurture in the Home. 

A Diocesan Board should assist parents in their efforts to develop 
the higher nature of the child on the physical, mental and religious plane. 
The following lines could be promoted: 

(a) Worship in the home. 

(b) More intelligent and consecrated ideals of parenthood. 

(c) Sex Education. 

(d) The Home Department of the Sunday School. 

(e) Lists of Good Books for Children. 

3. Committee on the Religious Element in Public and Church Sec- 

ondary School Education. 

A Diocesan Board should be in touch with the movement toward 
religion as a factor in Secondary Education. It should feel a responsibility 
for the standards of religious training in the Church Secondary Schools, 
if there be any in the Diocese. 

The immediate work which the committee can- do is to acquaint 
itself with whatever forms of religious education are present in Secondary 
Schools and be quick to accept any opportunities which offer for a closer 
co-operation with the Public School authorities in their efforts to promote 
education in religious morals. 

4. Committee on Higher Education. 

This is a most important committee, in that it should interest itself 
in, and co-operate with the youth of the Diocese who are aiming at higher 
education. Such questions as the following might be considered by this 
committee : 

How far is the Diocese thrusting spritual forces into the university 
or college life, if there are colleges or universities in the Diocese? 

What men are in college from this Diocese, who should go into the 
ministry? 

Can this Diocese formulate a method for calling the attention of men 
to the ministry, as for example, the plan set forth by the Committee on 
t!ie Increase of the Ministry of the Diocese of Virginia? 

Who are the candidates for the ministry from this Diocese? 
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Is the number of candidates in proportion to the future needs of tk'e 
Diocese? Thte should be a minimum in that every DJocese should loot: 
forward to supplying clergy for the mission field. 

What candidates from the Diocese should be assisted financially and 
how? 

Does the Diocese make any attempt to organize the churchmen who 
are members of the faculties? 

5. Cotnnilttee on Rnance. 

A Committee on Finance should be organized to consider such ques- 
tions as the following: 

What budget is necessary to the effective work of the Board? 

Is there a sufficient amount of money obtainable in the Diocese to 
meet this budget? 

What is the best approach to secure that money? 

What should be the attitude of the Board toward extra-Diocesan 
calls such as the support of the General Board of Religious Education 
and the Provincial Board? 

Are there any special educational opportunities to which the Diocesan 
Board should contribute financially? 

One of the duties of this committee is to consider how best to secure 
from the Diocese financial support for educational enterprises in a cor- 
porate and oflftcial way.

Note. — In the organization of a new Diocesan Board of Religious 
Education it might be wise to avoid for the initial period the making of 
By-/aws. Method of procedure is better arrived at by considering first 
the requirements of one's program and determining tentative action \ipon 
ench Doint. Then after experiment a permanent regulation is formulate*' 



APPENDIX XVI. . 
THE APPLETON CHURCH HOME, MACON. 

Report of Head Deaconess. 

The staff has consisted for the year of two Deaconesses and one lay 
worker — Sister Elinor in charge, Sister Sophie as assistant and Miss 
Elizabeth Knowles as teacher. 

Sister Elinor visited England in May, leave of absence being granted 
by the Bishop, Sister Sophie efficiently taking charge during the time. 

On June 8th, dear Sister Louise was called to her rest in Paradise. 
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She died, at Pacific Grove, California, and was buried in Hanford. Her 
sufferings in the head were intense but were borne with the same courage 
and endurance which she ever showed in her labor of love in the Home — 
B. I. P. It is a deep regret to the sisters and children that it was not 
\possible for her to be laid in the Home lot in the Rose Hill Cemetery, 
but it is hoped that a suitable gift will be placed in the Chapel to her 
memory. 

In September, two of our children were entered at the Lanier High 
School, and their monthly reports have been most satisfactor3^ 

Still further improvements have been made in the Home, iucreasfng 
the comfort of the children and facilitating the work of the sisters. 

Six children have passed out of the Home, four to be with their rela- 
tives, one is now married, and one is in training for a nurse in the Macon 
City Hospital. Five have been received; number 40. 

Five girls were presented for confirmation, giving now a communicant 
list of 16. 

As one looks back over the past year it seems dotted with many 
blessings, some cares, some anxieties and some disappointments, but the 
blessings are by far the most. Blessing of continued support and protec- 
tection even in a year of strained and lessened incomes, blessing of good 
health and happiness and the many, many pleasures which came from good 
friends, kind sympathy and -generous support. We have to mourn 
the loss of some friends who were very dear to u^, yet we can but feel 
that it has been for their gain. Mrs. Harris and Mr. Skelton Jones are 
among the number. 

Miss Elizabeth Beckwith and Mr. Lawton presented to the Hom6 
a beautiful painting which had been purchased by their father, the late 
Bishop Beckwith when on a visit to Rome, Italy, two years before his 
death. Our Bishop decided for it to be hung in the Chapel, where it is a 
daily source of pleasure and a sweet reminder of him in whose memory 
the Chapel was built.

MINUTES OF THE FOURTH DIOCESAN CONFERENCE. 

LaGrange, Ga., November 19tb-20th, 1914. 
The fourth Annual Conference of the Church in the Diocese of At- 
lanta, assembled in LaGrange, Ga., on Monday evening. November 19th, 
1914, with the following clergy present: Bishop C. K. Nelson, D. D., 
Rev. W. W. Memminger, Rev. R. R. Claiborne, Rev. J. T. Murrish, Ph. D., 
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Rev. H. D. Phillips, Rev. W. B. Curtis, Rev. Thomas Duck, Rev. Troy 
Beatty, Rev. C. H. Lee, Rev. V. C. Lacey, Rev. H. F. Saiunenlg, Rev. I. 
M. Merllnjones, th. D., Rev. C. B. Wllmer, D. D., Rev. L. B. Richards and 
Rev. Russell K. Smith. 

The opening service was held in the Methodist Church at 7:30 
p. m. 

Rev. Russell K. Smith was Selected Secretary. It was moved and 
carried that a committee of five, of which the Bishop and the Secretary 
be two be appointed by the chair to arrange a program for the next 
tueetlng of the Conference. 

The second day's session of the Conference was opened by the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion In St. Mark's Church. 

Dr. Wllmer presented to -the Conference his plan for a series of 
Sunday School lessons based upon the Bible, the Churcn year, and the 
Prayer Book Including the catechism, which was most Interesting and 
helpful to the members present. Rev. S. A. Wragg then read his paper 
on the subject of the Sunday School in relation to the Parish. At the 
conclusion of this paper adjournment was taken for dinner. 

Dinner was served the Conference In the form of a barbecue at the 
Mill Settlement of the Good Shepherd. The mills Interested in the settle- 
ment work, jointly acted as host at the dinner. 

At 2 p. m., after devotions Mrs. W. T. Downing, of St. Luke's, At- 
lanta, spoke upon the subject of Visiting and Teaching. Her address 
was followed by discussion by Rev. Messrs. Smith, Claiborne and Wragg. 

Rev. Homer W. Starr, Ph. D., spoke on the plan of the three Dio- 
ceses of the State of North Carolina uniting in the maintenance of a 
Church Chaplain in the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

Rev. Troy Beatty spoke on the Church in Athens and its relation 
to the University of Georgia and the Lucy Cobb Institute. Rev. I. M. 
Merllnjones spoke on Brenau College and Riverside Academy located in 
Gainesville. 

Evening prayer was said by the Bishop in the Melhodlst Church at 
8 p. m., at which service sermons were preached by Rev. Wilson R. 
Stearly, of Montclair, New Jersey, and by the Bishop on the Church 
Ministrant and the Church Militant. 

After Benediction by the Bishop, the Conference was convened in 
a short business session, at which resolutions of thanks to the members 
of S. Mark's Church, the Rector, Wardens and Vestry, the citizens of the 
city, representatives of the press, and to the owners of the mills inter- 
ested in the settlement work of the Mission of the Good Shepherd, and 
the ofllcers and helpers of this institution and all other hosts of the 
Conference, were passed.

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APPENDIX XX. 

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE UNIVERSITY OF 

THE SOUTH. 

Your Committee finds that the University of the South, financially 
and otherwise, is in a better condition than for many years. The hopes 
for the future expressed by the Committee last year have been fully 
realized. 

The class which entered in September, with the exception of that 
of 1892, is the largest in the history of the University. 

The work of the organizing Secretary of the Alumni, and the efforts 
of several local associations of the Alumni, in getting new men for Se- 
wanee have been very fruitful of good results. The last catalogue shows 
an enrollment of 160. There are 17 in the Theological Department. On 
account of the financial condition last September, the attendance of the 
Military Academy was less than was expected. Only 90 of the 132, who 
had made application earlier in the Summer, presentcni themselves for 
admission. 

Bishop Knight, the new Vice-Chancellor, is making a splendid suc- 
cess of his work. Not only is he getting the affairs of the University on 
a sound business basis, but he has kept in close personal touch with the 
students, and they have felt the effects of his keen interest in them, 
and in their activities. 

For some years before Bishop Knight took charge last June, the 
University had been running behind from Fifteen to Twenty Thousand 
Dollars a year. To give him a chance to get started in his new work, 
unhampered by the pressure ' of this situation, some friends promised 
him Fifteen Thousand a year for five years for current expenses. The 
expenses this year will be covered by this increased income. 

We desire to emphasize most positively the fact that the University 
of the South belongs, actually and legally, to this Diocese and to the 
other Dioceses afllliated with it. This is our own institution. We own 
it. The value of the domain with its buildings and endowments is about 
$1,500,00Q. There is, however, an accumulated indebtedness of $300,000. 
The interest on this debt, of course, uses up a large part of the income 
from the endowment. The Vice-Chancellor is taking steps now to pro- 
vide for this debt through subscriptions running through a series of 
years. 

We hope most sincerely that the members of the Diocese will get 
into touch with the boys and young men in their neighborhoods and do 
what they can to bring to their attention the advantages and opportuni- 
ties which the institutions at Sewanee offers them. The friends of Se- 
wanee can help greatly if they will send to the Vice-Chancellor, the 
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names of those whom they may know of who may be going to college 
or who may need a good preparatory school. 

This Diocese last year paid to the University $1,418.89 of the $2,000 
which was voted at the last Council. 

We recommend the following motion: 

Resolved, That the apportionment for the University of the South 
upon the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese for the coming year be 
$2,000, and that the apportionment, as usual, be upon the basis of the 
Diocesan Expenses.

The Committee on Constitution and Canons begs leave to report on 
certain matters that have been referred to it: 



•CANON XVI. 

We recommend that the proposed change be made, to- wit: Strike 
out present Canon XVI on Diocesan Sunday School Commission and Insert 
in its stead: 



CANON XVI. 

Board of Religious Education. 

1. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Religious Education, subject 
to the Council, the duty of which shall be to promote Religious and Moral 
Education in this Diocese. 

2. The members of the Board shall be the Bishop of the Diocese, 
the Bishop Coadjutor, and the Suffragan, if there be such, ex-officio; 
three persons to be appointed annually by the Bishop, and six clergymen 
and six laymen to be elected by the Council. 

3. The Board shall hold at least four meetings each year. At its 
first meeting it shall select from its elected members, two clergymen and 
two laymen to serve for one year, two clergymen and two laymen to sen^e 
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for two years, and two clergymen and two laymen to serve fo» three 
years. Each Council thereafter shall elect two clergymen and two lay- 
men to serve for three years, to take the place of those whose terms of 
office shall have expired. The Board shall elect its own officers. 

4. The Board shall have power to adopt such measures as shall 
be necessary for promoting the objects for which it is created and for 
co-operating with the General Board of Religious Education. 

5. The Board shall annually present to the Diocesan (Jpuncil, an 
estimate of the amount needed for the work of the Board during the 
ensuing year. The Diocesan Council shall determine how this amount 
or such an amount as the Council may approve, shall be provided. 

6. The Board shall report annually to the Diocesan Council. 

We recommend also the adoption of the proposed change in Canon 
XIX, to- wit: In Section 2, strike the words r 

"At its regular meeting next preceding the congregational meeting," 
and also strike the word "latter" in the last line of this section and insert 
in its stead the words: "Congregational meeting."

The Report of Conpimittee on Constitution and Canons recommends 
the adoption of the following amendment to Canon XI: 



CANON XI. 

Special Offerings. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every minister officiating in any 
Church in this Diocese on the days hereinafter specified to take the fol- 
lowing offerings: 

(a) On the first Sunday in Advent, or the Sunday before or after, 

for Domestic Missions, unless some other arrangements are 
made for meeting the Parish apportionment for this purpose. 

(b) On the first Sunday after Epiphany, or the Sunday before or 

after, for Foreign Missions, unless the Parifsh apportionment 
for Foreign Missions is met in some other way. 
(e) On Quinquagesima Sunday, or the Sunday before or after, for 
the General Clergy Relief Fund, to be sent direct to the 
Treasurer of this Fund, as provided by the Canon of the 
General Convention 
The remaining clauses as now appearing in the Canon. 
Section 2. Eevery mitfister shall report annually to the Council as 
to said offerings, and if any be not taken, he shall state in his Parochial 
Report the cause of said omission.

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APPENDIX XXII. 

DIOCESAN COMMITTEE ON GENERAL MISSIONS. 

The report from the Treasurer's oflSce to May 1st, 1915, shows re- 
ceived from Woman's Auxiliary offerings and Sunday Schools, as well 
as from Parish treasurers $2,167.68; Emergency Fund, $180.50; a total 
of $2,348.13; excess over receipts to same date last year, $118.23. But 
of the total amount received there was to be applied on the apportion- 
ment for 1913-14 $949.79, so that the Diocese has really paid on this 
year's apportionment $1,357.46. 

The Sunday Schools of the Diocese in their Lenten offerings raised 
$1,010.14, a falling off from the previous year of $148.02. Up to the 
1st of May only eleven (11) of the 31 Sunday Schools had been receipted 
by the Treasurer of the Board of Missions for their offerings. Attention 
should be called to the hardship which the retention of these sums works 
on the Board of Missions. And also the wrong in principle of retaining 
this money or placing it temporarily to the credit of other accounts. 
Such offerings are a sacred tinist and should be so treated. 

The same situation exists with reference to the Woman's Auxiliary. 
We have reports from various places showing considerably over $600 
which has been temporarily absorbed by the Parish treasuries. The 
people, whether men or women, wiio give their money definite for an 
object have a right to require that it shall be remitted through either 
the Parish treasurer or the Missionary treasurer to the proper officer, and 
the Clergy and Vestrymen do not fulfil their duty unless they require that 
such offerings and gifts be promptly and fully transmitted. 

In response to an appeal made by a Special Committee of the Board 
of Missions for an Emergency Fund of $400,000 to restore the reserve 
deposits, the Diocese of Atlanta has given $181.75 and the latest infor- 
mation gives $175,000 as the total sum so far received from individuals 
and Dioceses. From individuals $13,691, from 2,250 donors and from 
the Dioceses sums ranging from $22,000 to $1.50. The Fourth Province 
has contributed the sum total of $2,150.51, Atlanta stands 50 In the list 
of contributors, but the showing is much below what we hope will yet 
be secured. 

We realize that there are times when we of the Diocese of Atlanta feel 
that we are falling far short of our own stanilards and ideals. Of course 
there are many In the Diocese who are eager that the full amount of 
the apportionment should be given and who are confident that when 
once clergy and people alike realize the needs of the work, on the one 
hand, and their own ability to meet it on the other, the thing will be 
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done. Of course there is no one in the Diocese who thinks that our 
people cannot give at least an average of $1.00 a year per communicant 
for the general work at home and abroad. Yet that amount would more 
than provide the present apportionment. 

We made a gain of something like $1,000 for the year 1913-14. It 
would have been $900 larger if two of the important Parishes had not 
failed to send their oflPerings until after the close of the fiscal year on 
August 31st. We would impress upon the minds of Parish treasurers 
and all others who handle missionary funds, the fact that it is most im- 
portant that all oflPerings should be forwarded before the close of the 
fiscal year. 

Th« Every Member Canvass. 

For some years an effort has been made throughout the entire Church 
to increase the number of those who are regular, systematic contributors 
to the support of the Church and her missionary work, through the Every 
Member Canvass. During the past year plans have been made and in 
some instances carried out, in some Dioceses, for a simultaneous Diocesan 
canvass, through an active Diocesan committee. Such a campaign was 
recently concluded in the Diocese of North Carolina with remarkable 
results. This Diocese is a small missionary Diocese with only nine self- 
supporting Parishes. The committee on Forward Movement Team, as 
it was called, visited each Parish and Mission by way of preparation. 
The canvass was made, resulting in an increase in pledges for General 
Missions over last year of $4,944.91, or $10,844.18 in all, a sum more 
than double that of the entire apportionment of the Diocese of Atlanta. 

We earnestly recommend the plan for our own Diocese. At least 
we urge as earnestly as possible upon all Rectors of Parishes and Mis- 
sions the speedy adoption of the Every Member Canvass as the most sim- 
ple, reasonable and efficient method of increasing the number of syste- 
matic contributors to the missionary work of the Church. 

One of our Bishops has stated recently that "more than one-half 
of our people are virtually non-contributors to the financial support of 
the Church in any sphere, parochial, Diocesan or general. Less than one- 
quarter of them are registered as regular, systematic contributors in any 
relationship." 

We think this statement is true, and if true, it shows a very serious 
condition of affairs. 

Whatever the relative number of uou- contributors in the Diocese of 
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Atlanta may be, it is certainly large. We think we should do all in our 
power to extend the duplex envelope system in the Diocese. 

Every man, and woman, boy and girl, in the Diocese should be 
trained to systematic gifts to God for his work. The performance of the 
duty should not be left to whim or haphazard. We all know or can 
know what our income is and a fixed part of this income should be given 
back to God, in token that we receive all from Him. The Jews give a 
tenth. Conscientious Christians are surely unwilling to give less. 

This year the salaries of thousands of missionaries are either cut 
down or stopped altogether by reason of the European war. Happily this 
nation is at peace. Shall we not come to the rescue of those who serve 
on the far-fiung firing line, in a lowly place of the earth, according as we 
have means to help? 

• 

The Emergency Fund. 

The Board of Missions have tried to keep their apportionment within 
the easy reach of the slowly rising tide of interest and giving^ and their 
expenditures within the limit of the offerings which the people seemed 
willing to make. But for several years a small deficit has had to be car- 
ried over, slowly accumulating, and this year the amount received for 
legacies is much smaller than usual. The Board faced the fact that by 
the end of Summer they would probably be $400,000 behind. Does this 
mean that the Church is either unable or unwilling to support the mis- 
sionary work it has undertaken and must not only call a halt but suffer 
a retreat; or is it only that the avenues between the ever-increas- 
ing willingness of Christ's people and the ever-growing needs of His great 
cause have not been widely enough opened ; that ' the people have not 
known that their gifts were falling short; that the demands which were 
required were not made upon them and the call for larger eflPort and a 
little more self-denial did not reach them? The Board believed, it could 
but believe that the latter was the case. And so it has sent out this call 
for $400,000 to meet the deficiency in the missionary treasury. That is 
the simple proposition and to accomplish it the Board makes the practi- 
cal suggestion that each person give to this emergency fund his or her 
income or wage for a single day. We are glad to see that Atlanta is sharing 
to some extent in this fund. We can hardly think that it has yet been 
taken up seriously since the amount received to May 7th is less than 
$200. The treasurer of this Board of Missions reports on April 1st an 
increase in offerings of $62,349.45; $40,000 of this comes from the Emer- 
gency Fund. This fund is now $175,000. Taking into consideration 
that this comes largely from individuals on their own initiative and that 
as yet not many of the gifts from Parishes and the other groups of con- 
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tributors have come in, there is every reason to hope that the goal set 
for the Church by the Emergency Committee $400,000 will be reached. 
Certain it is that a deep impression has been made upon the mind and 
heart of the Church and that there has been a widespread recognition of 
the call for "One Day's Income" in addition to usual offerings for Mis- 
sions. As one has put it "the Church has at last got down to the indi- 
vidual and is treating him according to his ability." The weakness of 
the apportionment plan is that every man makes his offering, not accord- 
ing to his ability, but according to the amount his Parish is apportioned. 
The result is that we have cramped our vision of what our duty and priv- 
ilege are in the cause of extending Christ's kingdom. 

The apportionment plan has had a great educational effect and has 
enabled the Church to move forward in her work, but "what is every- 
body's business is nobody's business," and we have lost the stimulus of 
personal responsibility' in making the Parish the unit instead of the indi- 
vidual. The *'One Day's Income" idea is correcting this weakness. In 
some instances united efforts for the Emergency Fund are being carried 
forward by Dioceses. Special Sundays are being set apart as "Emergency 
Sunday." We would suggest to the Council that with the approval of the 
Bishop a special day be appointed when all the congregations of the 
Diocese may make their offerings to meet the emergency now confronting 
the Church in her missionary work. We would ask every clergyman to 
bring the matter directly to the attention of his people by sending them 
through the mail literature explaining the need and the plan. The Board 
of Missions will' supply such literature without charge. If it is not 
practicable for the clergy to mail the literature themselves, let the names 
and addresses be sent on to the Church Missions House and the mailing 
will be done from there. 

If even this method is not practicable we would urge the clergy to pre- 
sent the matter as strongly as possible to their people. Wherever this 
has been done the results have been most gratifying. 

One of our Southern clergy recently wrote saying that in view of the 
fact that an every member canvass had recently been held in his Parish, 
in the course of which his people had subscribed about twice the amount 
of the apportionment he had considered it undesirable to ask them to give 
anything to the Emergency Fund. He found, however, that the people 
were asking him for an opportunity to give to the fund. We wonder 
whether it may not be that the real truth is that people are more ready 
to give than we sometimes think if only they knew the need. Give the 
laity a chance! Give them confident leadership; that always brings 
results. 

We have spoken much about money, but we all know that money 
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is not everything. Large offerings are evidence of the fact that the 
Board of Missions will be able to meet its appropriations. But more 
deeply still do we prize the knowledge that all over the Church there are 
people whose hearts are warm, whose vision is wide and whose prayers 
are steadily being offered that the present difBculty may be overcome, 
so that the Church's mission may not be hindered. For all that clergy 
and laity alike are doing by prayer and work; for all the well-directed 
effort put forth through mission study classes; for the inspiring loyaltj" 
of the Sunday Schools in their Easter offerings, and for all the thought 
and sympathy that are being given and expressed by the people of the 
Diocese, we should thank God and take courage.

APPENDIX XXIV. 

REPORT OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY, REV. THOMAS DUCK, FOR 

THE TEN MONTHS ENDING APRIL 30, 1915. 

When I entered upon my duties as General Missionary July 1st, 1914, 
I found the field of my activities to consist of three groups of Missions 
situated east, west and south from Atlanta, which was, therefore, the logi- 
cal place for my headquarters. 

To the eastward were Madison, Greensboro and Washington; to the 
westward were Austell, Carrollton and Tallapoosa, and to the southward 
were Barnesville, Fort Valley and Talbotton, with Montezuma as a place 
to be visited for occasional week-day services in a private house. 

After a preliminary round of my visits I adopted a schedule which 
brought me to Barnesville, Fort Valley, Talbotton, Greensboro and Madi- 
son, once a month; to Washington, Carrollton and Tallapoosa, once in 
two months, and to Austell once in three months. My schedule was 
varied somewhat during the Winter by omitting services in the western 
group and giving one more service at Washington, three services in the 
vacant Parish at Milledgeville, one at S. James, Macon, and several ser- 
vices (some during the week) in my old field, consisting of Elberton. 
Toccoa, Mt. Airy, Clarksville and Tallulah Falls, of which the Rev. Clinton 
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H. Weaver, D. D., was In charge but who was too ill to officiate. He 
finally died March 25th, and his field is still vacant. 

These extra services were also made possible by the fact that the 
work in Fort Valley, Montezuma and Talbotton was put in charge of 
the Rev. William B. Curtis (Deacon), who for some time has been work- 
ing at Manchester. I have been at Fort Valley once since to administer 
the Holy Communion. 

During Lent I officiated on Thursday nights at East Point and Friday 
nights at College Park, took three of the mid-day Lenten services in 
Atlanta and supplied a few times in the place of other clergy at the 
Cathedral. 

Not counting the month of September, when I took my vacation, I 
was actively engaged in my work only nine months, during which time 
I officiated 125 times in public and administered the Holy Communion 
nine times in private houses, I delivered 96 sermons and addresses, pre- 
pared two candidates (at Alto), for confirmation (at Mt. Airy), married 
one couple and officiated at three funerals — that of the Rev. G. L. L. 
Gordon at Cartersville, November 30th, 1914; that of Mrs. D. M. Burns 
at Blberton, December 15th, 1914, and that of the Rev. Clinton H. 
Weaver, D. D., at Toccoa, March 29th, 1915. 

Altogehter I travelled 9,242 miles, or a little over a thousand miles 
a month, at a total cost of $200.11, part of which was paid by the Mis- 
sions visited and the rest by the Missionary Treasurer of the Diocese. 
The details of this are contained in the annual reports from the Missions 
and the Treasurer. 

Biit you want to know something of the conditions and needs of the 
missionary work of the Diocese as viewed from my standpoint. 

Well, as to the conditions under which this work is carried on, 
whether by the General Missionary or others, they are far from what 
they should be. In some cases, through deaths and removals, fairly 
strong congregations of a generation ago have been cut down to a mere 
handful of communicants who find it difficult now even to keep the 
Church building in a good state of repair and pay the travelling expenses 
of the clergyman who serves them, to say nothing of apportionments and 
assessments for outside objects. Our present system of treatment tends 
to reduce other congregations to the same condition. Nearly everywhere 
in this Diocese our little bands are surrounded by large and flourishing 
congregations of other communions who have services and Sunday 
School every week, while we, perhaps, have no Sunday School and a 
service not more than once a month. Then there are so few men among 
our communicants, so few children in our families and so many cases 
where the husband or the wife belongs to some other Christian body — 
literally a house divided against itself. 

And yet, in spite of all these handicaps, some of the most devcted 
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and self-sacrificing members of the Church are found in the Missions of 
the Diocese. 

In one congregation are three fathers of families who go with their 
children to Sunday School and teach or otherwise help it on. In one of 
our smallest Missions is one woman who gives more than a hundred dol- 
lars a year for the support of the services at home and outside and is 
always glad to unite with her sister communicants in a mid-week evening 
service followed by an early communion the next morning. So you see 
the verbal picture I am trying to give you has its high lights as well as 
its deep shadows which help to make the work of a missionary one of joy 
and hope — ^joy in ministering to these devoted lovers of the Church, and 
hope that, at the last, he will meet them in the heavenly mansions above. 

As to the needs of the missionary work of the Diocese, I think it 
must be evident from what I have already said, that, in some few cases, 
we should, as a physician would say, "Give the patient a good, strong 
tonic, with plenty of nourishing food, till his strength is restored, or 
make him as comfortable as possible while he lives." In other words, 
we should give these spiritual children something more than starvation 
rations now or they will soon be beyond hope of recovery. 

On the other hand, those congregations which, though small, are* 
alive and active and are doing all they can to maintain the services of the 
Church and the Sunday School, ought to have the constant oversight of 
a resident, or near-by, missionary to direct, encourage and help tbem. 
Unfortunately where this has been tried in good faith by the Board, the 
missionary has, as a rule, not remained long enough to attain much in the 
way of results. 

Not many weeks ago a member of one of our Missions told me that, 
until I came, almost every clergyman who had been there had given the 
i'mpression that he had accepted the appointment simply as a stepping- 
stone to something better. 

Now I submit to you that a missionary to be really efficient in his 
work ought not to feel obliged to look out for something better. He 
should be as well paid as a Rector of a Parish would be, and then he will 
do as good work. 

We ought to have three new men in the Mission field of the Diocese 
at once. We should have one at Washington with charge of Greensboro 
and Madison. We should have another at Elberton with charge of 
Toccoa, and we should have still another in charge of the Summer con- 
gregations of Mt. Airy, Clarksville and Tallulah Palls, and that new w^ork 
at Alto which promises to develop considerable strength. 

This last, as I pointed out a year ago, is a nucleus formed by the 
recent advent into that region of a number of Church-of -England families 
who want the Church for themselves and their children. I have held a few 
services among them, administered some baptisms and presented two for 
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confirmation. Neglect them now and In a few yehrs they will intermarry 
with outsiders and become alienated as so many others have already doii« 
elsewhere. 

If these three groups could be provided for as I have suggested yoar 
General Missionary would be free to "do the work of an evangelist" as 
he should in looking after the weaker Missions and the individual com- 
municants of the Church who ^&re scattered about — one, two, three, or 
perhaps, four, in a place — keep them loyal to the Church they love, and, 
incidentally, break down the awful prejudice and enlighten the dense 
ignorance concerning the Church, of those who know little and care less 
about us. ^ 

But do not imagine for a moment that my work has been disagree- 
able or arduous, for it has not. In fact, as I have often remarked, "I 
have been having the time of my life during the last year. BTverywhwe 
I have been so heartily welcomed and so kindly treated that I have always 
looked forward with pleasure to my next visit, only regretting that my 
visits could not be more frequent. 

The sad feature of the work is that the conditions which now con- 
front us have been confronting us for many years, and for many years 
we have been giving but a half loaf where at least two loaves w^re 
needed. Shall we not be more liberal than heretofore we have been 
and respond more generously to the cry of the Church's children for th# 
Bread of Life?

APPENDIX XXV. 

REPORT OF THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY. 

There has been a concentration of pflPerings the past year through 
the duplex envelopes, going mainly through the Parish treasurer, and not 
uniformly reported by the Auxiliary. The Every Member Canvass has 
been promoted, with gratifying results in enlistment, and increasing 
interest and offerings. The $500 pledge for the International Hospital 
is nearing completion and offerings have been made for general missions, 
the Appleton Church Home, and foreign missionary insurance. There 
has been a decided increase this year in the offerings for General Missions, 
Wocesan Missions, Parish apportionment for Missions, the United Offer- 
ing and the Junior Auxiliary. 

The increase in Mission Study Classes has been so marked it is men- 
tioned with thanksgiving. The enthusiasm, information and service 
resulting are a great strength in the work.

Ou the Feast of the Epiphauy a general meeting of the Atlanta 
branches was held at the Cathedral, the Bishop celebrating the Holy 
Communion and addressing the Auxiliary on the missionary ideal and 
woman's service. The Conference following planned a training class for 
teachers of Mission Study Classes. The Normal Class met weekly and 
prepared to teach the Social Aspect of Foreign Missions. About 100 were 
in the Lenton Study Classes following, meeting weekly during Lent. 
Through their influence many Parishes devoted one Lenten service a 
week and offerings to Missions. 

A Quiet Hour and Corporate Communion was held at the Cathedral 
March 19th. Dean John R. Atkinson was celebrant and leader. It was 
attended by many women from the Parishes. 

Miss Tillotson, of the Church Missions House, conducted a training 
class for study leaders, at S. Luke's, in December. Many of the Parishes 
of the Diocese had representatives. 

On invitation of the Bishop the Auxiliary was represented at the 
LaGrange Conference, and also in New Orleans by Miss Mary Pearson 
at the organization of the Auxiliary of the Fourth Province. 

Two officers' conferences have been held, In July and February, 
receiving reports and arrailglng details of the work. 

Special attention should be called to the value of the Summer Mis- 
sionary Education Conferences, the nearest to Atlanta being at Blue 
Ridge, N. C., In July. The courses of study and the addresses by Church 
experts cover various departments of Church work. The Intelligent in- 
terest and Inspiration here developed have led many to volunteer for 
personal service and have deepened the spirituality of the work at home.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE CHURCH IN THE 

DIOCESE OF ATLANTA 

ARTICLE I. 

The Protestant Episcopal Church in that part of the State of Georgia 
lying north and west of the counties of Columbia, McDuffie, Glascock, 
Washington, Wilkinson, Twiggs, Pulaski, Dooly, Sumter, Webster and 
Stewart, constituting the Diocese of Atlanta, is a constituent part of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and accedes 
to, recognizes and adopts the Constitutions and Canons of that Church, 
and acknowledges the authority thereof. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Council of the Diocese shall meet annually at such time and 
place as the previous Council may have appointed; provided, however, 
that no Council shall be opened for the transaction of business unless 
there be present at least five Clergymen and Delegates from five Parishes. 
In case of an epidemic, or for other sufBcient cause, the Ecclesiastical 
Authority may change the time and place. The officers elected at the 
last Council shall hold their respective offices until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. 

The Ecclesiastical Authority shall have power, when it appears 
requisite for the good of the Church, to call a special Council by a letter 
to all members of the Council, and by notice in one newspaper published 
in each Convocation. Such call shall be issued not less than fifteen days 
previous to the day appointed for the special session to begin and shall 
specify the place where the special Council will be held. At such special 
Council no other business shall be transacted than that stated in the call. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Council shall be composed of Clergymen and Laymen. Every 
Clergyman in good standing canonically resident in the Diocese and 
regularly settled and continuously exercising clerical functions in any 
Parish, or continually engaged in Missionary work under the directions 
of the Board of Missions of the Diocese, or engaged as an instructor in 
any school under the control of the Diocese, shall be entitled to the 
privilege of a member of the Council ; provided, that no Clergyman entitled 
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to membership in the Council shall by reason of age or infirmity lose that 
privilege. 

Every Parish In union with the Council shall be entitled to three 
delegates, communicants of the Church and Parish, to be chosen by the 
Wardens and Vestrymen. Every organizaized mission shall be entitled 
to one such delegate elected by the Congregation thereof. 

ARTICLE iv! 

« 

Every Council shall be opened with the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and a sermon shall be delivered by the Bishop, or by one ap- 
pointed by the Bishop. The Bishop shall preside; if he be absent, or 
if there be a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Council shall elect a President 
pro tempore from 'iCmong the Clergy. A Secretary, a Treasurer, a Chan- 
cellor, a Registrar, and such other officers as may be needful shall be 
annually elected by Council and shall continue in office until their suc- 
cessors are duly elected and have qualified. 

ARTICLE V. 

A new Parish applying for admission into the Council shall state in 
its application that it accedes to the Constitution and Canons of this 
Church, is canonically organized and is able to maintain the worship of 
the Church and to support a Rector. The Council in the exercise of its 
discretion may grant or refuse any such application, 

ARTICLE VI. 

The Council shall deliberate and act as one body, unless a vote by 
Orders be required by one Clergyman and two Laymen, in which case each 
Clerical member shall be entitled to one vote, and the delegates from each 
Parish jointly to one vote, and the delegate from each organized Mission 
to one- third of a vote; and a majority of each Order shall be necessary 
t6 a decision. 

ARTICLE Vn. 

A standing Committee shall be chosen at each annual meeting of the 
Council, consisting of three Clerical and three Lay members, who shall 
meet as soon as practical after their election and organize by electing a 
President and Secretary from their own number. Four members shall 
constitute a quorum, all having been notified of the meeting. The Presi- 
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dent shall call a meeting of the Committee whenever requested to do so 
by any two of its members, or whenever he deems a meeting needful. A 
week's notice of the time and place of such meeting must be given, unless 
such notice be dispensed with by unanimous consent. Vacancies in this 
Committee shall be filled by the remaining members. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Council shall at the session immediately preceding the regular 
meeting of the General Convention, elect four Clergymen of this Diocese 
and four Laymen, communicants of the Church and residents *in the Dio- 
cese, as Deputies to the General Convention. Such Deputies shall be fur- 
nished with a Certificate of their election, signed by the Secretary of the 
Council. The Deputies so elected shall be authorized to represent the 
Diocese in the next, or any special. General Convention till their successors 
are chosen. The Council shall, at the same time and in the same manner, 
elect four Clergymen and four Laymen, with like qualifications, as alter- 
nates. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be made at an annual 
Council, or at a special meeting of the same, caUed for that purpose at 
least thirty days before the time of its meeting, the object being stated 
by notice in writing and sent by the Secretary of the Standing Committee 
Ut all members of the Council, who shall also give similar notice in a 
iiewspaper, published in each Convocation. The election shall be by con- 
current vote by ballot of the Clergy and Laity, a majority of each Ord*:;r 
being necessary to an election. 

ARTICLE X. 

All other elections shall be by ballot unless by unanimous consent 
the ballot. is dispensed with, and a majority of the votes cast shall be, 
necessary to a choice. 

ARTICLE XI. 

Whenever any Parish shall be without a Rector for twelve months, 
or shall for one year fail to elect a Vestry, unless the reason for these 
failures are satisfactory to the Bishop, he shall report the fact to the 
Council, and, if, at the next succeeding Council such Parish shall not be 
in charge of a duly elected Rector, its union with the Council may, by 
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resolution, be terminatedt and the Parish be remitted to the position of 
an Organized Mission. 

ARTICLE XII. 

A proposition to amend this Constitution shall be introduced in writ- 
ing and if adopted by a majority of the Council the same shall be certified 
by the Secretary to the Parishes and Organized Missions, and if adopted 
by a majority of the next annual Council, the Constitution shall be thereby 
amended. 



CANONS 0F THE CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF ATLANTA- 
CANON I. 
Orgamztftion of the Council. 

The Bishop, or in his absence, the Priest present who is senior in 
canonical residence, shall call the Clergy and Delegates to order and 
proceed to organize the Council according to the Constitution, Canons and 
Rules of Order of the Diocese. 

CANON II. 

Delegates. 

Section 1. The Secretary of the Council, at least thirty days before 
its annual meeting shall furnish the Rector or Senior Warden of every 
Parish or Congregation entitled to delegates a form of certificate, as 
follows : 

"This is to certify that at a meeting of the Rector, Wardens and 

Vestrymen, or of the Congregation of : held 

on the day of the following person (or persons) 

was elected to represent said Church in the next Council of the Diocese, 

to be held in on the day of 

and at all special and called meetings of the same until the next annual 
Council; and, furthermore, that the above named persons are communi- 
cants of this Church." 

This certificate shall be signed by the Rector, Senior Warden or Sec- 
retary of the Vestry or Congregation making such election, and when 
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filed with the Secretary of the Council shall entitle the delegates therein 
named to seats In the Council, provided the assessments for Episcopal 
and Council expenses against their Parish or Congregation have been 
fully paid. 

Said certificate shall be transmitted to the Secretary ten days before 
the Council meets and copies thereof shall be sent at the same time to 
the Bishop and to the. Rector of the Church in which the Council wall 
meet. 

Sec. 2. A vacancy in the delegation of a Parish may be filled by 
appointment made by the Rector, provided he be thereunto authorized 
by the Vestry. 

Sec. 3. Should there be a vacancy in the office of the Secretary of 
the Council, the said certificate shall be transmitted to the Assistant 
Secretary, if there be one, and if none, then to such person as may be 
designated Secretary pro. tem. by the Ecclesiastical Authority. 

Sec. 4. Every officer of the Diocese, not a member of the Council, 
shall be entitled to all the privileges of the Council except the right to 
vote. 



* CANON III. 

Attendance of the Clergy and Delegates. 

Section 1. It is declared to be the duty of every Clergyman and 
Layman entitled to a seat in the Council to attend every meeting thereof. 

Sec. 2. At the opening of each Council a list of the Clergy entitled 
to seats herein, prepared by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, 
shall be called by the Secretary. No Clergyman shall take his seat until 
all canonical reports required of him shall have been made, unless sufficient 
reason be given for the failure. 

CANON IV. 

The Secretary. 

The Secretary of the Council shall keep a correct record of its pro- 
ceedings, and such record shall be signed by the presiding officer within 
thirty days after the final adjournment of the Council. He shall transmit 
to the Secretary of the General Convention, a copy of the Journal, and 
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request of the latter an exchange. He shall perform the duties required 
of him under the Canons of the General Convention. Besides the duties 
above specified, he shall perform all others usually appertaining to the 
office of Secretary or that may be required of him by the Council, and shall 
make a report to the Council of each and every written communication 
received by him from the Secretary of the General Convention of this 
Church, the Bishop of this Diocese or other Ecclesiastical Authority. 

CANON V. 

The Treasurer. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and disburse the 
assessments of the Council made for the support of the Diocese pursuant 
to the Canons or the resolutions of Council. He shall forward in due time 
to the Treasurer of the General Convention the amount assessed upon 
the Diocese for the General Convention. He shall make annual reports 
to the Council. 

CANON VI. 

The Registrar. 

It shall be the duty of the Registrar to procure all Journfels, Reports, 
Parish Histories and other documents which may aid in obtaining and 
preserving an accurate history of the Church in this Diocese, and provide 
for the safe and orderly keeping of the same, subject to such regulations 
as the Council may enact from time to time. 

CANON VII. 

The Chancellor. 

The Chancellor of the Diocese shall be a Layman learned in law and 
a Communicant of the Church. He shall be the legal adviser of the 
authorities and officers of the Diocese, and from time to time may make 
such recommendations as may seem to him for the best interest of the 
Diocese, and shall make annual reports to the Council. 

CANON VIII. 

The Standing Committee. 

The Standing Committee shall annually report its proceedings to the 
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Council, except such as pertain to the exercise of its functions as a 
Council of advice to the Bishop. 

CANON IX. 

The Corporation. 

The Bishop and members of the Standing Committee shall constitute 
the Board of Officers of the Diocesan Corporation, who shall, except 
during the sessions of the Council, exercise the powers and authority of 
the Corporation under its charter. 

. CANON X. 

The Parochial Reports. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Rector and Wardens of every 
Church, or, if there be no Rector, of the Wardens, to make written reports 
annually to the Bishop of the Diocese of the condition, spiritual and tem- 
poral, of the Church, under such heads as may be ordered by the Bishop 
or the Council, and upon blanks furnished by the Secretary of the Coun- 
cil one month in advance of the meeting of the Council ; and these blanks 
properly filled, shall be sent to the Bishop not less than ten days before 
the Council. The Rector shall sign the report of matters pertaining to 
his functions in office, and the Treasurer or Wardens shall sign the report 
showing the financial condition of the Parish. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Clergyman in charge of any 
Parish or Mission in this Diocese, who shall cease to hold such pastoral 
relationship at any time during the Council year, to prepare two reports 
after the form of the Parochial Report blanks furnished by the Secretary 
of the Council, embracing all items therein set forth, from the date of his 
last annual report to and including the date of the cessation of his pastoral 
charge, one copy of which he shall forward to the Bishop and one copy 
of which he shall place in the care of the Secretary of the Parish or Mis- 
sion, to be delivered to the Clergyman who may succeed him. 

CANON XI. 
Special Offerings. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every Minister officiating in any 
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Church in this Diocese, on the days hereinafter specified, to take the 
following offerings: 

(a) On the first Sunday in Advent, or the Sunday before or after, 
for Domestic Missions, unless some other arrangements are 
made for meeting the Parish apportionment for this purpose. 

(b) On the first Sunday after Epiphany, or the Sunday before or 
after, for Foreign Missions, unless the Parish apportionment for 
Foreign Missions is met in some other way. 

(c) On Quinquagesima Sunday, or the Sunday before or after, for 
the General Clergy Relief Fund — to be sent direct to the Treas- 
urer of this Fund, as provided by the Canons of the General 
Convention. 

(d) On the first Sunday in Lent, or the Sunday before or after, for 
the permanent fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

(e) On Whitsunday, for the education of Candidates for the Min- 
istry. 

(f ) On the second Sunday in November, or the Sunday before or 
after, for the Theological Department of the University of the 
South, except in those Parishes which have accepted a pro rata 
apportionment for this object. 

(g) On Thanksgiving Day, for the Appleton Church Home. 

(h) On Christmas Day, for the Infirm and Disabled Clergy Fund. 

Sec. 2. Every Minister shall report annually to the Council as to 
said offerings; and if any be not taken, he shall state in his Parochial 
Report the cause of «aid omission. 

CANON XII. 

Assessments. 

Section 1. Every Parish and Organized Mission shall be annually 
assessed for the support of the Diocese.

Sec. 2. The basfe of sucb aflsesBment shetlt be the annual int^ome 
of each Pariah and Or^aniaed Mission raised in any way to def)*ay tlie 
current expenses tliereef throufrh the year ; that is to say, the full amount 
of the provision for the usual current expenses of the Parish or Mission. 

Sec. 3". The Vestry of each Parish and the Wardens of each Organ- 
ized Mission shall faithfully and truly report to the Council at its annual 
session the full amount of its current expenditure, which amount shall 
represent the taxable income of the Parish or Mission. (See Canon 10 
for form of report.) 

This report shall be transferred to the Bishop ten days before the 
Council meets and a copy thereof shall be sent at that time by the 
Wardiens or Vestry to the Treasurer of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer of the Board of Missions, the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, and the Lay members of the Board of Missions shall constitute 
the Finance Committee of the Council. Said Committee shall appoint its 
Chairman and Secretary, and to promote its own efficiency may adopt 
such rules and reflations not inconsistent with the Constitution and 
Canons of the Diocese as it may deem expedient. It shall meet annually 
on the day preceding the meeting of the Council, and after a careful 
examination of the Parochial Reports transmitted to the Treasurer, pur- 
suant to Section 3 of this Canon, it shall prepare- a statement showing 
the financial condition of the Diocese, and the assessments on each Parish 
and Mission needful to be made for support of the Diocese during the 
ensuing year. Should any Parish or Mission fail to transmit its report 
to the Treasurer the Committee may assess it on the basis of its last report, 
or on such other information as may be obtainable. This statement shall 
be reported by the Committee to the Council as socm as practicable. 

Any Parish or Mission may by its Rector, Minister or delegates, 
object, at time report is made, to the assessments recommended by the 
committee, and appeal to the Council for a modification of the same. 

Sec. 5. Every assessment shall be payable quarterly to the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese in July, October, January and April. On the second 
Sunday of each of said months an oflfering shall be taken in each Parish 
and Mission for the support of the Diocese, due notice of which shall be 
given on the preceding Sunday. But any Parish or Mission may make 
any other provision for the payment of its assessment as it may think ex- 
pedient, provided it be not in arrears on any installment thereof; if in 
arrears, the oflfering shall be taken. 
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Sec. 6. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall within twenty days after 
the adjournment of the Council, transmit to the Senior Warden or Secre- 
tary of each Vestry, a statement of the assessment imposed on the same 
for the ensuing year. 

Sec. 7. No Parish or Organized Mission shall be entitled to repre- 
sentation in the Counell until all assessments against it have been paid. 



CANON XIII. 

Convocations. 

Section 1. For the purpose of association in the work of Church 
Extension in the Diocese, there shall be five Convocations, as follows: 
Athens, Atlanta, Columbus, Macon and Rome; the boundaries of each shall 
be fixed and may be changed from time to time by the Board of MissloDs. 

Sec. 2. The Clergy and delegates of the Council within the bound- 
aries fixed shall compose the members of each Convocation. A majority 
of the Clergy and a like number of Delegates shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 3.^ Every Convocation shall at its first meeting (to be held 
during or immediately after, the meeting of the Council) elect for one year 
a dean and such other ofAcers as it may think needful, determine its time 
of meeting and adopt regulations for its own government. 

Sec. 4. The special charge and duty of the Convocation is to procure 
and disseminate information concerning Missions, and, in every practi- 
cable way, to secure co-operation of their respective constituencies in the 
work of Church Extension. 



CANON XIV. 

Church Extension Within the Diocese. 

Section 1. The Council shall annually elect fiVe Clergymen and five 
liaymen from this Diocese as members of the Board of Missions for the 
Diocese. Of this Board the Bishop shall be ex-officio Chairman. 

See. 2. To the Board thus constituted is committed the work of 
Church Extension in the Diocese. 
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Sec. 3. A Missionary service shall be held on the evening of the 
first day of each annual Council, under the auspices of the Board of 
Missions. 

Sec. 4. All Missionaries whose stipends are paid by the Board shall 
be appointed by the Bishop with advice and consent of the Board of Mis- 
sions. The Bishop may suspend or remove them for cause satisfactory 
to himself, which cause shall be reported to the Board at its next meeting. 
Said Board with the concurrence of the Bishop shall assign all Mission- 
aries to their respective fields, and fix their respective stipends. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall elect a Secretary and Treasurer (who if 
not an elected member of said Board, shall be ex-officio a member thereof) , 
and specify their duties, and may adopt such rules and regulations as to 
it seems needful to promote its efficiency and to help the Missionaries. 

Sec. 6. Svery Missionary shall make quarterly reports of this work 
during the three preceding months to the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Sec. 7. Any Clergyman receiving stipends from the Board of Mis- 
sions shall include in their quarterly reports the amounts paid by the 
Parish or Missions which they serve, and the Treasurer of the Board of 
Miss^ns shall not be obliged to remit their stipends until this statement 
is presented. 

Sec. 8. - All offerings made by Missions for the support of Mission- 
aries, may be paid directly to the Missionary or may be forwarded to the 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 9. No Missionary shall incur any pecuniary liability whatsoever 
in carrying on his work which shall be a charge against the Diocese, Board 
of Missions, or the property of the Mission Station, save and except upon 
the written authority of the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the 
Standing Committee, and no Missionary shall engage in any secular 
occupation without like consent. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall report to the Annual Council all its acts. 
This report shall include a statement in detail of its receipts and disburse- 
ments, and shall contain such recommendations as in the opinion of the 
Board shall be adopted by the Council, together with an estimate of the 
amount, which in their opinion, all conditions being considered, should be 
raised to carry on the work of Church Extension in the Diocese during 
the ensuing year, and how that amount should be apportioned to the 
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Parishes and Organized Mfssions of the Diocese. In like manner tlie 
Board shall submit an estintate and apportionment tor General Missions. 
To said report shall be attached appropriate resol^itions in reference to 
each recommendation made by the Committee. 

Sec. 11. Sadd report shall be presented on thie first d&y of the Coun- 
cil and shall hare precedence of all other business at such hour as the 
Couacii may fix and thereafter until tiie same shall have been dis- 
posed of. 

Sec. 12. The Board of Missions shall meet as soon as practicable 
after the Annual Council, and at such other times as may be fixed by its 
own rules, or upon call of the Bishop. 

CANON XV. 

, Diocesan Conference. 

Section 1. For the purpose of promoting the work of Church Ex- 
tension in the Diocese, and also to promote godly fellowship and sym- 
pathy among the Churches of the Diocese and greater understanding of 
the needs and opportunities of the work, there shall be held annually a 
Conference of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese, the time and place to 
be appointed by the previous Conference; or in the event of its failure to 
do so* by the Council or by the Board of Missions. 

Sec. 2. The Bishop shall be ex-oflficio Chairman of the Conference, 
but the Conference may choose at the Bishop's request a temporary presid- 
ing officer to relieve him ; and also it shall choose a Secretary and such other 
officers as it may see fit. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall carefully keep the Minutes of the Con- 
ference and shall furnish a certified copy to the Secretary of the Council, 
who shall present it to the next succeeding Council of the Diocese. 

Sec. 4. In the event of the failure of any such Conference to prepare 
a program for the next succeeding Conference, or to arrange for such 
preparation this duty shall devolve upon the Bishop, assisted by the 
Secretary of the last Conference and by the Rector of the Church in which 
the Conference Is to be held. 

Sec. 5. Every Clergyman canonically resident in the Diocese shall 
be entitled to membership in the Conference, and each Parish and 
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Organized Mission in the Diocese shall have lay representation to the same 
extent as in the Council of the Diocese. 

Sec. 6. The Conference shall have a right to discuss any subject 
not declared to be out of order by the Chairman, from whose decision there 
shall be the right of appeal customary in such cases. It may make 
recommendations to the Council of the Diocese and to the Synod of the 
Province of which this Diocese is a part. But none of its powers are to 
be of a legislative nature and it shall have no authority beyond that con- 
ferred upon it by this Canon. 



CANON XVI. 

Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 

Section 1. There shall be a Diocesan Board of Religious Education, 
subject to the Council, the duty of which shall be to promote Religious and 
Moral Education in this Diocese. 

Sec. 2. The members of the Board shall be the Bishop of the Diocese, 
the Bishop Coadjutor, and the Suffragan, if there be such, ex-officio; three 
persons to be appointed annually by the Bishop, and six Clergymen and 
six Laymen, to be elected by the Council. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall hold at least four meetings each year. At its 
first meeting it shall select from its elected members, two Clergymen and 
two Laymen to serve for one year, two Clergymen and two Laymen to 
serve for two years, and two Clergymen and two Laymen to serve for three 
years. Each Council thereafter shall elect two Clergymen and two Lay- 
men to serve for three years, to take the place of those whose terms of 
oflace shall have expired. The Board shall elect its own officers. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall have power to adopt such measures as shall 
be necessary for promoting the objects for which it is created and for co- 
ope'rating with the General Board of Religious Education. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall annually present to the Diocesan Council an 
estimate of the amount needed for the work of the Board during the ensuing 
year. The Diocesan Council shall determine how this amount or such an 
amount as the Council may approve, shall be provided. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall report annually to the Diocesan Council. 
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CANON XVII. 

Organized Missions. 

It shall be competent for any number of adult persons, Jiot less than 
ten, three of whom shall be male communicants of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and desirous of maintaining its services in any village, town, 
city or district to be organized as a Mission upon application in writing 
to the Bishop, who may thereupon gi'ant the application upon such terms 
and conditions as he may deem expedient to prescribe. 

CANON XVIII. 

New Parislies. 

Section 1. A new Parish may be organized and admitted into the 
Council by complying witlf the following requirements: 

An application shall be presented to the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese signed' by those who seek to organize a Parish, stating the 
probable conditions and circumstances of the proposed Parish and their 
belief in its ability to maintain the services of the Church and to support 
a Rector. 

Every such application to organize a new Parish within the limits 
of an existing Parish or Parishes shall be accompanied by a certificate 
showing the approval or disapproval of the Rector and Vestry of each of 
such existing Parishes. 

If such application be approved by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the 
applicants may proceed to organize by electing a Senior and Junior 
Warden and from three to eight Vestrymen, and by adopting Articles of 
Association as follows: 

**We, the undersigned, assembled for the purpose of organizing a 

Parish, or congregation, of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 

County, State of Georgia, after due notice given, do 

hereby agree to form a Parish, or congregation, to be known by the name 

of Church In and as such do 

hereby acknowledge and accede to the doctrine, discipline and worship of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church In the Ignited States of America, and to 
the Constitution and Canons of the General Convention of the said 
Church in the X'nited States of America, and to the Constitution and 
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Cauons of the same Church in the Diocese of Atlanta, and we do accord- 
ingly appoint to 

be Wardens, and to be 

Vestrymen of said Church, to continue in office until others are chosen to 
succeed them. 

Witness our hands this day of in 

the year of our Lord " 

Copies of said application and approval by the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity and of the said Articles of Association properly certified as such by the 
Senior Warden shall be transmitted to the Secretary of the Council, who 
shall present the same a& soon as practicable. The question as to the 
admission of the Parish shall then be determined by the Council in such 
manner as by it may be deemed expedient, if admitted, delegates there- 
from shall thereupon be entitled to seats in the Council. 

Sec. 2. The proper style fbr a duly incorporated Congregation ia: 
"The Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen (or else the Church War- 
dens and Vestrymen) of Church in 

," the first blank being left for the name of 

the Church, the other for that of the place. 



CANON XIX. 

Election of Wardens and Vestrymen. 

Section 1. On the first Monday in May, unless some other day be 
specified in the Act of Incorporation or permitted by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese, every Parish shall elect from its male adult 
communicants a Senior and a Junior Warden and from three to eight 
Vestrymen. The Vestry so elected shall, as soon thereafter as convenient, 
meet and organize by electing a Secretary and a Treasurer. The last 
two named offices may be held by the same person. 

Whenever a vacancy occurs in the office of Wardens or Vestrymen 
of any Parish, the Wardens and Vestrymen of that Parish shall fill such 
vacancy by election, and the person elected shall hold the office to which 
he is thus elected upon the same terms and for the same time as other 
members of the Vestry hold theirs. 

Sec. 2. At each annual election of a Vestry, as above provided, at 
least two (or more, if any Congregation shall so determine, but not to 
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exceed four) members of the longest continuous service on the retiring 
Vestry, whether Wardens or not, shall be Ineligible to re-election on the 
new, in such Parishes where the Vestry, Including Wardens, consists of 
more than seven. Where the Vestry, including Wardens, consists of seven 
or less, then at least one shall be Ineligible. But such ineligibility shall 
not attach to such Vestrymen for a longer period than one year, or until 
the next regular election. Should there be, at any election, more than 
two (or three, or four, as the case may be) of longest continuous service, 
the question as to which of such shall be affected by the said ineligibility, 
as well as any other question that might arise touching the matter of 
length of service, shall be determined by the Vestry itself and certified 
to the congregational meeting by the Secretary of the Vestry. 

This section shall not be mandatory upon Parishes having fewer than 
twenty male adult communicants. 

Sec. 3. Except when otherwise specified by existing Charter, the 
following named persons shall alone be entitled to vote in any election 
by a Congregation under these Canons. All adult worshipers or contribu- 
tors to the support of the Parish who shall have been connected with the 
Parish for six months prior to the day of election. Provided that no one 
shall vote in more than one Parish or Mission within a period of six 
months. 

CANON XX. 

Duties of Vestrymen. 

The Wardens and Vestrymen shall administer the temporal affairs 
of the Parish; they shall provide for the regular and well-ordered worship 
of Almighty God, and shall co-operate with the Rector in all efforts to 
develop the spiritual life of the Parish. They shall, at all times, keep the 
Church edifice In proper condition for its uses, and likewise give proper 
care to all buildings and grounds belonging to the Parish. 

CANON XXI. 

Meetings of Vestry. 

The Rector or Senior Warden, or, in the absence of both, the Junior 
Warden, may call a meeting of the Vestry; a meeting shall be called on 
request of three members of the Vestry. 

The Rector shall be ex-dBcio Chairman of the Vestry. 
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CANON XXII. 

Call of Rector. 

Section 1. No Minister shall be called as Rector of any Parish in this 
Diocese without previous conference between the Vestry of the Parish 
and the Bishop in reference to the expediency of the proposed call. 

Sec. 2. Any Presbyter regrularly called to take charge of a Parish, 
and whose letter dimissory has been accepted by the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese, shall, during the time of his charge of said Parish, 
be held to be the Rector of the same. 

Sec. 3. The Rector, by virtue of his oflftce, shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction, under his Ecclesiastical superiors, of the spiritual concerns 
of the Parish; and shall at all times have access to the Church, and may 
open the same for service or instruction, as he may deem proper. He 
shall have authority to call meetings of the Vestry or Congregation, and, 
when present, to preside in the same, and, in case of a tie, to cast the 
deciding vote. 

Sec. 4. Should a vacancy occur in the Rectorship of a Parish, the 
Wardens and Vestry shall at once notify the Bishop thereof and ask his 
advice and assistance in the selection of a successor, submitting informa- 
tion as to the state and requirements of the Parish. 

CANON XXIII. 

Receiving Comntunicaiits. 

• 

Whenever any Rector or Missionary shall receive a communicant 
without the letter of transfer provided for by the General Canons, it shall 
be his duty to require such communicant to procure such a letter from his 
or her last Parish without delay. Until the reception of such letter or 
other satisfactory evidence, no Rector or. Missionary shall enter the 
name of a communicant from another Parish on his Register, nor shall 
he retain upon his Register the name of any communicant to whom he 
has given a letter of transfer. 

CANON XXIV. 

Memorials. 

Section 1. No memorial shall hereafter be placed in any Church 
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without the consent of the Rector or Minister in Charge and of the 
Vestry. 

Sec. 2. No memorial heretofore placed in any Church, and none 
hereafter placed in accordance with this Canon, shall be altered or re- 
moved without the consent of the Rector and of the Vestry ; provided that 
when there is no Rector, or when there is no Vestry, the consent of the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese with that of the Rector, if any, 
or of the Vestry, if any, shall suflBce. 

CANON XXV. 

Temporary Absence of Rector. 

Every Clergyman temporarily vacating his Parish shall arrange in 

advance with the Vestry for the supply of services and care of the Parish 

during his absence. If he be a Missionary of the Diocese, he shall 

-receive the approval of the Ecclesiastical Authority in advance of such 

vacation. 

CANON XXVI. 
Dissolution of Pastoral Relationship. 

The Rector canonically elected and in charge may not resign his 
Parish without the consent of the Vestry thereof; nor may such Rector 
or Minister be removed by said Parish or Vestry, except as provided by 
the Canons of tjje General Convention. 

CANON XXVII. 

Dormant Parishes. 

Section 1. Whenever the Rector, Wardens or Vestrymen, or, if 
there be no Rector, the Wardens and Vestrymen of an existing Parish, 
shall unite in a petition to the Bishop asking that such Parish be remitted 
to the condition of an Organized Mission, stating fully the grounds of said 
petition, the Bishop may, in his discretion, grant or refuse said petition; 
and his action thereon shall be recorded with the said petition on the 
Minutes of said Parish, and by him be reported to the next Council. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Bishop, if practicable, to pre- 
serve the property of such Parish for the benefit of the Church 
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CANON XXVIII. 

Discipline. 

Section 1. A Priest or Deacon of this Cliurch sliall be liable to 
presentment and trial in this Diocese for the following offenses, viz. : 

(a) Crime or immorality. 

(b) Holding and teaching, publicly or privately and advisedly, any 
doctrine contrary to that held by this Church. 

(v) Violation of the Rubrics of the Book of Common Prayer. 

(d) Violation of the Constitution or Canons of the General Con- 
vention. 

(e) Violation of the Constitution or Canons of this Diocese. 

(f) Any act which involves a violation of his Ordination vows. 

(g) Habitual neglect of the exercise of his ministerial office without 
cause, or habitual neglect of public worship, or of the Holy 
Communion according to the order and use of this Church. 

Sec. 2. Proceedings for the trial of a Presbyter or Deacon may be 
begun in one of the following modes: 

1. By accusation, signed by a Minister or Communicant of the 
Church, to the Standing Committee, setting forth with reasonable cer- 
tainty the charge, and briefly stating the facts relied on to sustain it; 
to such accusation shall be attached the affidavit of the accuser that, 
from personal knowledge or from creditable information, he believes the 
facts to be essentially true as stated. 

2. When any Presbyter or Deacon of this Diocese shall have reason 
to believe that there is in circulation a charge injuriously affecting his 
moral character, or involving any of the offenses specified in Section 1 
of this Canon, he may request the Standing Committee to make inquiry 
into the truth of such charge. 

3. If the Bishop be informed of any charge against any Clergyman 
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of the Diocese which, if true, would constitute an offense for which that 
Clergyman would be justly liable to presentation and trial, he may, in 
writing, request the Standing Committee to make inquiry into the truth 
of such charge; provided, that the person giving information to the 
Bishop of any such charge shall set forth the same with reasonable cer- 
tainty in writing and annex thereto an aflBdavit that, from 
personal knowledge or from creditable information, he believes the facts 
to be essentially true as stated. If the Bishop shall decide that the 
charge, as made, should be investigated, he shall transmit the same to 
the Standing Committee for its investigation. 

4. The Bishop, from personal knowledge, may make such accusa- 
tion and present the same to the Standing Committee for Its investigation. 

Sec. 3. On receipt of such accusation or or request, the Standing 
Committee shall proceed, without avoidable delay, to investigate^ the 
charges in question. They shall appoint a communicant of the Church, 
of the profession of the law, to be Church Advocate, who shall act during 
the subsequent investigation as legal adviser of the Committee, and who, 
in case of a trial, shall act as counsel for the Church and conduct the 
prosecution. The sessions of the Committee shall be secret. They shall 
hear such testimony as may be produced before them touching the charge^ 
and shall determine whether, upon the facts and law of the case as pre- 
sented to them, there are suflBi^ient grounds to put the accused upon his 
trial. 

If, after investigation, it appears that reasonable grounds do not 
exist for believing that such charge is true, the Standing Committee shall 
so find, and certify that finding to the Bishop and to the accused. But 
if, in their opinion, reasonable grounds do exist for believing that such 
information is true, the Standing Committee shall make presentment of 
the accused to the Bishop in the following form: 

"To the Right Rev. A. B., Bishop of the Diocese of Atlanta: 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of Atlanta, upon reliable 
and trustworthy information received by it, hereby accuses C. D. (a 
Presbyter or Deacon of this Diocese, as the case may be) of the offense 
of (here state nature of the offense and such circumstances as may be 
deemed important and essential), and the Committee is of the opinion 
that there are sufficient grounds for presentment and trial of the said 
C. D., according to the Canons of the Church in such cases, made and 
provided." 

(Signed by a majority of the Standing Committee.) 
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The offense of which the accused Is alleged to be guilty shall be 
specified with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circum- 
stances, and shall be held and deemed sufficiently correct when it states 
the offense so plainly that its nature may be easily understood. Where 
the charge is one concerning doctrine, the presentment shall set forth 
as accurately as may be the words and language of the accused held 
to be contrary to the doctrine of the Church, and also the doctrine held 
to be contradicted by the accused. No presentment shall be made for an 
offense alleged to have been committed more than five years before the 
date of the presentment^ except that, in case of all offenses which are 
such under the laws of the State, the limitation prescribed by the laws 
of the State shall apply. 

Sec. 4> The presentment shall be at once delivered to the Bishop, 
who, within ten days thereafter, shall cause a copy of said presentment, 
certified by him to be a true copy to be delivered to the accused. If 
within ten days from the service of said copy, the accused shall confess 
to the Bishop the truth of every charge made *in said presentment, and shall 
endorse on said presentment his admission of the truth of the charges 
therein made, the Bishop shall, within ten days from the date of such 
admission, submit the same to the Standing Committee, and shall thereafter 
pronounce against the accused, in like manner as is hereinafter provided in 
case of conviction after trial, such sentence of admonition, suspension or 
deposition from the Ministry as shall be recommended by said Committee; 
provided, however, that the Bishop may, in his discretion, pronounce a 
lighter sentence than that recommended by the Committee. 

Sec. 5. Should no such confession and admission be made by the 
accused within the time specified, the Bishop shall thereupon endorse on 
said presentment the words, "No confession or admission made," and 
sign said endorsement; or, should the accused, within the time specified, 
confess and admit some of said charges and deny the others, the Bishop, 
in either event, shall, within thirty days from the date of said present- 
ment, cause the same, endorsed as aforesaid, to be delivered to the 
Chancellor, together with an order, signed by the Bishop, appointing a 
time and place for the trial of the accused to begin. 

Sec. 6. On receipt of said presentment and order, the Chancellor 
shall, In writing, notify the accused and the Church Advocate to appear 
at a time and place therein specified, to select five Priests, who shall 
constitute the Court for the trial of the accused. 

Sec. 7. The selection of the Court shall be made in the following 
manner : 
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(a) Three lists, each containing the name of every Priest entitled 
to a seat in the Annual Council of the Diocese, except those 
who are members of the Standing Committee and those, if 
any, who signed the accusation or testified before the Standing 
Committee, certified by the Bishop to be correct, shall be deliv- 
ered to the Chancellor. 

(b) At the time and place appointed for the selection of the Court, 
the Chancellor, the Church Advocate and the accused, accom- 
panied, if he so desire, by his counsel (provided said counsel 
be a communicant of the Church), shall meet and proceed to 
select five Priests, to constitute the Court for the trial of the 
accused by striking from each list of the Priests certified by 
the Bishop all the names thereon except five, and the Priests 
whose names are not stricken shall constitute the Court. The 
accused or his counsel and the Church Advocate shall altera 
nately make the strikes from the certified list furnished to each 
by the Chancellor, the accused being entitled to the first strike, 
the Chancellor striking from the list retained by him each name 
when the same is stricken by the accused or the Church Advo- 
cate. 

Sec. 8. The Chancellor shall notify the Priests selected as mem- 
bers of the Court to convene at the time and place specified in the 
Bishop's order for the trial to begin. The Chancellor shall preside at 
every session of the Court, and give his opinion, whenever the same 
may be invoked by the Court or by counsel, on any question of law that 
may arise. Before entering upon the trial the Court shall appoint a 
Secretary, who may not be a member of the Court, and a stenographer, 
and each member of the Court shall subscribe and file with the Secretary 
as follows: 

"I do solemnly assert, as in the presence of Almighty God, that I 

have not prejudiced the case of the Rev. 

now about to be tried and I believe I can render, and, God helping me, 
shall endeavor to render, a just and impartial judgment according- to the 
evidence and the laws of the Church." 

Should one or two members of the Court be unable to sign said 
statement, or should be adjudged by the other members of the Court, 
under the advice of the Chancellor, to be disqualified, no objections filed 
by the accused or by the Church Advocate, the trial shall proceed before 
the remaining members. If more than two vacancies should be thus 
occasioned, such vacancies shall be filled by selection as in the first 
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instance, except that all names shall be stricken from the certified list 
except such number as may be required to fill such vacancies. 

Sec. 9. The accused may demur to the presentment, or any part 
thereof, and such demurrer, general or special, shall be passed upon by 
the Court, after hearing the opinion of the Chancellor. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings, 
which must contain a copy of the presentment, specifications, notice to 
the accused and his answer, with the testimony, both oral and in writing, 
and the final judgment of the Court. An attested copy of this record 
shall be forthwith, at the conclusion of the trial, delivered to the 
Bishop. 

Sec. 11. In every trial under this Canon, the laws of the State of 
Georgia regarding the admission and rejection of testimony, and the rules 
of practice in the Criminal Court of this State, shall be followed so far 
as, in the opinion of the Chancellor, they are reasonably applicable. The 
accused, however, shall, at his own request, but not otherwise, be a com- 
petent witness, and he shall be subject to cross-examination like any other 
witness. The Chancellor shall be the sole judge of the admissibility of 
testimony, in accordance with the laws of Georgia. 

Sec. 12. Because of the difficulty of obtaining original testimony 
in Ecclesiastical Courts from their want of power to enforce the presence 
of witnesses and the production of papers, the Chancellor, at his discre- 
tion, and when, in his judgment, a just determination of the facts 
in issue would be thereby promoted, may modify, enlarge and extend 
those exceptions now recognized and allowed in the State Courts to be 
rules which require the production of primary and original evidence 
only. 

Sec. 13. It is hereby declared to be the duty of all members of the 
Church to attend and give evidence, when duly summoned to do so, in 
any Ecclesiastical trial or investigation under authority of the Church. 

Each witness, before giving his testimony, shall take the usual oath 
required in the State Courts, but any witness may be allowed to affirm 
instead. 

Sec. 14. A judgment inay be rendered by a majority of the Court, 
except that a judgment of deposition from the Ministry shall be ren- 
dered by a unanimous Court. Every judgment shall specify those counts 
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in the presentment on which the accused is held to be guilty and those 
on which he is, held to be not guilty, and shall recommend the sentence 
to be pronounced on the accused. 

The Bishop shall pronounce the sentence recommended by the Court, 
and no greater sentence; but he may make the sentence less if, in his 
opinion, a less sentence would be commensurate with the offense com- 
mitted. 

Before pronouncing any sentence the Bishop shall summon the 
accused, and any two or more Clergymen, to meet him at such time as 
he may appoint, in some Church, to be designated by him, which shall 
be open at the time for all persons who choose to attend ; the sentence shall 
then and there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But no sentence 
shall be pronounced until the expiration of thirty days from the date 
of the final judgment in the case. 

If the judgment of the Court be "not guilty," the Bishop shall give 
his certificate and acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of the 
presentment and specifications, and the accused shall not be subject to a 
second trial on the same charge. 

Sec. 15. Within twenty days after notice of the judgment of the 
Court to the accused, he may make application for a new trial to the 
Bishop, who shall submit the same to the Chancellor for his opinion. 
After considering said application and the opinion of the Chancellor, the 
Bishop shall grant or refuse a new trial. 

Should a new trial be granted by the Bishop or by the Court of 
Review, on appeal, provided for by the General Canons, the Court for 
the second trial shall be selected in the same manner as the Court was 
selected for the first trial, except that the names of the Presbyters con- 
stituting the Court on the first trial shall not be included in the lists of 
Priests from which the selection for the second trial is to be made. In 
other respects the procedure on the second trial shall be similar to that 
prescribed for the first trial. 

Sec. 16. Should the accused refuse or neglect to appear and de- 
fend, or refuse or neglect any duty imposed upon him in this Canon or 
by the Court, he shall be adjudged to be in contumacy and be thereupon 
suspended ; and, should he so continue for three months, shall be degraded 
from the Ministry by the Bishop. 

Sec. 17. Should there be no Chancellor, or should the Chancellor 
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be incapacitated from performing the duties laid upon him by this Canon, 
a Chancellor shall be elected by the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 18. Should there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee shall 
request the Bishop of some other Diocese to perform all the duties 
assigned in this Canon to the Bishop of the Diocese. 

Sec. 19. The reasonable costs and expenses of an Ecclesiastical 
trial, including the attendance of witnesses, when allowed by the Chan- 
cellor, shall be paid by the Diocese. 

In case the accused Minister is acquitted, his expenses, when allowed 
by the Chancellor, shall be paid by the Diocese on recommendation of 
the Court. 

Sec. 20. The Bishop may, upon the recommendation of the Stand- 
ing Committee, suspend any Clergyman against whom proceedings are 
instituted under this Canon from the exercise of his official duties pend- 
ing the trial. If a Clergyman of this Diocese, while under suspension 
after trial and sentence, shall repeat the offense upon which he is sus- 
pended, he shall be presented and tried for the offense committed during 
such suspension, just as if no such suspension existed. 

Sec. 21. Nothing herein contained shall deprive the accused of the 
right of appeal under the Constitution and Canons of the General Con- 
vention, but pending said appeal the accused shall stand suspended from 
the exercise of all ministerial and official duties. 

CANON XXIX. 

The Election of a Bishop. 

Section 1. When the Episcopate of the Diocese becomes vacated 
by death or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall meet within ten 
tlays, if practicable, and take such order as in their judgment the best 
interests of the Diocese require. If it be more than sixty days before 
the meeting of the Annual Council, they may call a special Council; if 
six months, they shall call one. 

Sec. 2. The election of a Bishop or a Bishop Coadjutor shall be in 
the following manner: The President shall lead the Council in prayer 
for the guidance of the Holy Spirit, time being giving also for private 
prayer. Nominations shall then be in order, and, when closed, the 
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Secretary shall call the roll of the Clergy, and as each Clergyman's 
name is called he shall deposit his ballot with the tellers. The roll of 
the Parishes and Organized Missions (each Organized Mission being 
entitled to one- third of a vote) shall then be called by the Secretary, 
and as each Parish is called shall deposit its vote with the tellers, and 
likewise the delegates from Organized Missions shall deposit their 
ballots, on each of which the name of the Mission shall be plainly 
written. The votes of each Order shall then be separately counted and 
separately announced. The concurrent vote of both Orders shall be 
necessary to a choice. Immediately after an election the Council shall 
proceed to sign the Canonical testimonials. 

CANON XXX. 

The Cathedral of S. Philip, in the Diocese of Atlanta. 

Section 1. S. Philip's Church, in the City of Atlanta, is hereby 
continued as the Cathedral Church of the Diocese under the name of 
**The Cathedral of S. Philip in the Diocese of Atlanta." 

(a) To afford the Diocesan a place where of right he may at any 
and all times administer the duties pertaining to his office; and 
may officiate at will, in preaching or in any public ministration; 
and for said purposes may appoint services at his discretion. 

(b) To be the centre of Diocesan Unity and administration, and 

(c) To be the centre of Church Extension, — educational, social and 
eleemosynary. 

Sec. 2. The local governing body of said Cathedral shall be known 
as the Cathedral Chapter and shall consist of ten (10) communicants 
of said Church, annually elected by the congregation thereof. It shall 
be invested with all the rights and charged with all the duties with 
which Vestries are invested and charged by the Canons of the Diocese 
except as may be provided by the Council of the Diocese or by its 
authority. 

Sec. 3. The Dean of the Cathedral, elected by the Cathedral Chap- 
ter on the nomination of the Bishop, shall be the presiding officer of the 
Cathedral Chapter; and he shall have all the powers and privileges usually 
enjoyed by the Rector of a Parish and shall likewise be charged with 
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like duties, except as the same may be otherwise provided by the 
Diocesan Council or by its authority. 

Sec. 4. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be the Chief Minister in 
charge of the Cathedral with power to prescribe the worship therein and 
the uses thereof in conformity with the Book of Comm'on Prayer and 
with the Constitution and Canons of the Church, Diocesan and General. 

Sec. 5. The Governing Body of said Cathedral in its relation to the 
Diocese shall be the Cathedral Board of Trustees, hereafter to be incor- 
porated and organized pursuant to the authority given by the Diocesan 
Council. Said Board of Ti-ustees shall be charged with such duties rela- 
tive to the administration of the properties which may be conveyed to 
it in trust for the Cathedral, and in relation to the administration of 
the said Cathedral as may from time to time be prescribed by the 
Diocesan Council. 

Sec. 6. The delegates to the Annual Council of the Diocese from 
said Church shall be elected in the same manner as representatives of 
Parish Churches are elected unless otherwise provided by the Diocesan 
Council or its authority. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Trustees shall me^t on the call of the Bishop 
upon ten (10) days* notice or upon the request of any five (5) members; 
six (6) members shall constitute a 'quorum, provided the Diocese and the 
Parish be equally represented. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees of the Cathedral shall have as its 
first duty the maintenance and development of the Cathedral in accord- 
ance with its purposes as declared by the Diocesan Council. The said 
Board of Trustees shall have power to enact such by-laws, rules, regula- 
tions and statutes for its governance and the government of the Cathe- 
dral as in its opinion may be expedient and not yi conflict with the 
Constitution or Canons of the Diocese. 



CANON XXXI. 

Candidates for the Ministry. 

A Committee on Candidates for the Holy Ministry shall be annually 
elected by the Council, consisting of two Clergymen and two Laymen, 
w-ith the Bishop as ex-ofllcio Chairman. Said committee shall seek out 
young men for the ministry, and when needful, aid in their education. 
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For this purpose they shall devise ways and means for creating a fund 
to be used under its supervision. Said Committee shall report annually 
to the Council. 



CANON XXXII. 

Deputies to General Convention. 

Every Deputy to the General Convention who may be unable to 
attend its sessions, shall, as soon as the fact of his inability is ascer- 
tained, send his resignation as such Deputy to the Bishop who shall, as 
soon as practicable, fill the vacancy by appointing one of the alternates 
in the order in which they are chosen by the Council. The alternate so 
appointed shall be of the same Order as the Deputy who resigned. If 
qone of the alternates so elected should accept such appointment, tlie 
Bisl;iop may appoint a Deputy of like qualifications as the Deputy wlio 
resigned. Should a vacancy occur during the session of the General 
Convention, the Deputies present from this Diocese may fill the vacancy 
by electing one qualified to hold the oflSce. 

m 

CANON XXXIII. 

General Clergy Relief. 

At each Annual Council there should be elected a Committee con- 
sisting of three Clergymen, to be known as the Committee on General 
Clergy Relief, whose duty it shall be to co-operate with the Bishop and 
the General Secretary of the said Fund in securing contributions to said 
Fund and disseminating information concerning it. Said Committee shall 
report annually to the Council. 

CANON XXXIV. 

Vacancies. 

Every Committee or Board elected by the Council or appointed by 
its authority shall have power to fill any vacancy which may occur in 
its body. If any individual elected or appointed to perform a duty 
(other than as member of a committee) die, or remove from the Diocese, 
or shall decline to serve, t^e Ecclesiastical Authority shall appoint 
another. Every expense incurred by any member of such Committee 
or Individual during the Council incident to the discharge of his duties 
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shall be imid by the Treasurer of the Diocese on proper vouchers 
therefor. 

CANON XXXV. 

Legal Rights Not Prejudiced by Canons. 

Nothing in these Canons shall prejudice the legal rights of any 
Parish or Vestry already existing by act of incorporation. 

CANON XXXVI. 

Miscellaneous Provisions. 

Section 1. In all cases in which a Canon directs a duty to be 
performed or a power to be exercised by the Standing Committee, or by 
the Clerical members thereof, or by any body consisting of several 
members, a majority of the members, the whole being duly cited to 
meet, shall be a quorum; and a majority of the quorum so convening 
shall be competent to act, unless the contrary be expressly required by 
Canon or an existing charter, or by the General Convention. 

Sec. 2. No proposed alteration of, or addition to, these Canons 

shall be considered by the Council until such proposed alteration or 

amendment shall have been referred to and reported upon by a Com- 
mittee, except by a two-thirds vote. 

Sec. 3. All Canons and resolutions of the Diocese of Atlanta, in 
conflict with the foregoing Canons are hereby repealed. 

Rules of Order. 

RULE 1. 

On the first day of the session of the Council, Divine Service being 
ended, a recess of fifteen minutes shall be taken, and the Council shall 
then be called to order by the Bishop. The Secretary of the last Council, 
or, in his absence, some other person appointed by the Bishop or pre- 
siding oflicer, shall then call the roll of Clerical and Lay members, tho 
same having been previously prepared by him. The list of members 
made by the Secretary shall be prima facie evidence of their right to a 
seat in the Council. If the Bishop be absent, the Priest present, who is 
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seuior in Canonical residence, shall call the Council to order and direct 
the Secretary to call the roll of Clerical and Lay members. If a quorum 
be present, the Council shall then proceed -to elect a President pro 
tempore. 

RULE 2. 

The Council having been thus organized, the first business thereafter 
shall be the election of a Secretary. The Secretary may appoint an 
Assistant Secretary 

RULE 3. 

The President shall then appoint the following regular Committees : 

1. On Claims of Clergymen and Delegates to Seats in the Council. 
To consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

2. On Admission of Parishes into Union with the Council. To 
consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

3. On the State of the Church. To consist of three Clergymen 
and two Laymen. 

4. On Constitution and Canons. To consist of two Clergymen 
and three Laymen. 

5. On Unfinished Business. To consist of one Clergyman and two 
Laymen. 

6. On the University of the South. To consist of two Clergymen 
and three Laymen. 

RULE 4. 

All matters for consideration of committees may then be presented 
for reference. 

RULE 5. 

The following reports in the order herein named shall then be read, 
to- wit: Reports from the Registrar, from the Standing Committee, from 
the Committee on the General Clergy Relief, from the Committee on 
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Candidates for the Holy Ministry, from the Treasurer of the Diocese, 
from the Board of Oflaeers of the Corporation, from the Board of Mis- 
sions, from the Treasurer of the Board of Missions and from the Finance 
Committee. These reports, after being read, may be referred to the 
appropriate committees or laid on the table, except that the three reports 
last mentioned shall be made special orders. 

RULE 6. 

Prayer shall be offered for Missions at noon of each day's session of 
the Council. 

RULE 7. 

The Bishop's address and report from the Committee on Credentials 
shall be in order at any time. 

RULE 8. 
Motions, notices and resolutions shall then be in order. 

RULE 9. 

On the second and every succeeding day during the session of the 
Council, after Morning Prayer, the order of business, which shall not 
be departed from without the consent of two- thirds of the members 
present, shall be as follows: 

1. Call of roll and adding thereto names of delegates presented 
since call of the previous day. 

2. Reading, correcting and approving minutes of the preceding 
day. 

3. Reports from regular committees. 

4. Reports from special committees. 

5. Unfinished business. 

6. Notices, resolutions and miscellaneous business. 
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RULE 10. 

Elections may be held at any time when ordered by a resolution of 
the Council. 

RULE 11. 

The reports of Committees shall be in writing and shall be received 
without motion. 

All reports recommending or requiring any- action or expression of 
opinion by the Council shall be accompanied by specific resolutions for 
consideration of the Council. 



» 



RULE 12. 

No motion shall be put until it is seconded, and when seconded it 
shall, be stated by the President before it is voted upon. Every resolu- 
tion shall be reduced to writing and be read to the Council 

RULE 13. 

If the question in debate contains several distinct propositions, any 
member may have the same divided. 

RULE 14. 

When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
unless to lay upon the table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a time 
specified, to commit, to amend; and motions for any of these purposes 
shall have precedence in the order herein named. But a substitute for a 
proposition amended, or for which an amendment is proposed, shall 
be in order before the main question or amendment. 

The question of order herein stated shall not be held as exhaustive; 
but all questions not herein provided for shall be controlled by general 
parliamentary law. 

RULE 15. 

Motions to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. The 
motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 
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BULB 16. 

« 

On a question being put by the President, it shall be determined 
by the sound of voices for or against it; but any member may require a 
division, or one Clergyman and two Laymen may call for a vote by 
Orders. 

• 

RULE 17. 

All motions to reconsider shall be made only on the same or suc- 
ceeding day, and by one voting with the majority; nor shall any 
question be reconsidered more than once. 

RULE 18. 

All questions of order shall be decided by the presiding officer, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the Council. 

RULE 19. 

When any member is about to speak^ in debate, or present any 
matter to the Council, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the 
President, confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

RULE 20. 

No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate without 
leave of the Council. 

RULE 21. 

Every member present, when a question is put, shall vote, unless 
excused by the Council. 

RULE 22. 

No member shall absent himself from the sessions of tlie Councils 
unless he have leave or be unable to attend. 

RULE 23. 

The Council may, on motion, at any time, refer the subject matter 
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upon consideration to the Committee of the Whole; said Committee shall 
select its Chairman, and after consideration of the matter referred to, 
report back to the Council as soon as practicable. 

KULE 24. 

When the Council is about to adjourn, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President shall leave the chair. 

RULE 25. 

Before the final adjournment of any session of the Council, the 
minutes of the last day's proceedings shall be read, corrected and 
approved, after which the Council shall close with such religious services 
as the President may direct. 

RULE 26. 

No standing Rule of Order shall be suspended, changed or rescinded 
without one day's previous notice to that effect, unless by an affirmative 
vote of two- thirds. 



RULES OF THE VESTRY OF AN ORGANIZED MISSION. 

The Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the United States of America, and of the same Church in the Diocese 
of Atlanta, are hereby recognized as authority for the guidance of this 
Vestry. 

Rule 1. The Bishop of the Diocese, ex-officio, or in his absence, 
the Priest in charge, shall preside at all meetings of the Vestry, or of the 
congregation. In a vacancy the Senior Warden shall preside. 

Rule 2. The Vestry is charged with the administration of the tem- 
poral affairs of the Church, and under guidance of the Minister, shall 
endeavor to promote the Extension work of the Church and to maintain 
the regular and well-ordered worship of Almighty God in said Church. 

Rule 3. The regular meetings of the Vestry shall be held every 
month upon such days and hours as shall be agreed upon by the Vestry. 
Special meetings may be called by the Bishop, or by the Minister or by 
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any tnree members of the Vestry, made in writing and mailed or deliv- 
ered two days in advance of the meeting. The summons must be sent 
to all members, and must specify the object of the meeting, and no 
business shall be considered other than that which is named in the 
summons. In the Vestry, each member, including the Minister, shall 
have an equal right, in proposing and discussing, and a right to vote. 
The President, for. the time being, shall have the casting vote in case of 
a tie. All elections, and all questions of dismissal, shall be by ballot. 

Rule '4. Four of the members, duly convened, are a quorum fdr 
business, provided that either the Bishop or Minister, or Senior Warden 
be present. 

Rule 5. The Bishop shall annually, before May 1st, appoint four 
members of the Vestry, a Senior Warden, a Junior Warden, a Treasurer 
and a Secretary; but in case of need these latter two offices may be 
combined. These four members, with the Minister, may elect four more 
men of the Mission to complete the Vestry, subject to the judgment of 
the Bishop. 

Rule 6. The Congregation will assemble, upon public notice of the 
Rector or Senior Warden, not later than May 1st, for the election of one 
delegate to the Diocesan Council. 

m 

Rule 7. It shall be the duty of Wardens to open the Church, 
under the direction of the Minister, to see that the same is kept clean 
and in good repair, and that it be provided with all the necessary things 
to conduct the services of the Church decently and in order. They shall 
also provide, under the direction of the Minister, the bread and wine for 
the Holy Communion, take charge of the Communion Service, Linen, 
Books, etc., belonging to the Mission,, and shall endeavor, in the absence 
of a Minister, at any time, to keep up the services with regularity. 

Rule 8. The Senior Warden is the Assistant to the Minister in 
making provision for the maintenance of Divine Services. In the absence 
of the Minister he shall provide a Minister for the time. In the absence 
of a Minister, the Senior Warden shall have charge of the Church Regis- 
ter and make all necessary entries therein ; he shall also attend to any 
correspondence by and for the Mission. 

Rule 0. The Junior Warden is charged with the maintenance of 
order, courtesy and hospitality on occasions of public worship. 

Rule 10. The offerings received in the Church, after having been 
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counted by the Junior Warden and the Secretary, or two appointees of 
the Minister, shall be turned over to the Treasurer. 

Rule 11. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive or collect 
all moneys contributed by the Mission, and to disburse what is locally 
necessary, under the order of the Vestry, and to remit its pledged portion 
monthly to the Treasurer of Missions, or to the Minister. 

Rule 12. The minutes of the Vestry shall be carefully preserved 
by the Secretary. The Vestry shall report to the Bishop whenever by 
him desired. 

Rule 13. Any member of the Vestry who absents himself from 
three regular meetings, consecutively, shall ipso facto be considered to 
have tendered his resignation as a member of the Vestry, unless satis- 
factory excuse is offered. All vacancies in the Vestry may be filled by 
election by the Vestry, upon nomination of the Bishop. 

Rule 14. It shall be the duty and prerogative of the Minister to 
appoint a sexton, organist, choir, superintendent of Sunday School, or 
any other ofllcer that he may find necessary; in the absence of a Min- 
ister, such appointments may be made by the Vestry, which shall, in 
all cases, determine the salary to be paid. 

Rule 15. Every member of the Mission is expected to name a 
certain sum, every week or month, to be paid toward the support of the 
Mission, whether it be large or small, as God has blessed them. 

Rule 16. The Mission shall report to the Bishop at the time of 
the Annual Council, through the Missionary, or if there be none in 
charge, through the Wardens. 

Rule 17. The failure of the people of the Mission to fulfill their 
stipulations shall warrant the Bishop in withdrawing the Missionary. 

Rule 18. The order of business at all regular meetings shall be as 
follows : 

1. Call to order. 

2. Prayer. 

3. Roll call. 

4. Consideration of minutes of the previous regular meeting and 
of intervening special meetings. 
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5. Reports of officers. 

6. Reports of Standing Committees. 

7. Reports of Special Committees. 

8. Consideration of Ways and Means. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
10. Adjournment.
